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San  Francisco  Harbor  Will  Be 

Ready   When   The  Canal  Opens 


The  Panama  Canal  will  begin  to  pour  com- 
merce into  the  port  of  San  Francisco  on  Decem- 
ber I.  1914,  and  the  port  of  San  Francisco  will 
be  ready. 

The  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Harbor  Com- 
missioners was  directed  on  October  31st  to  ad- 
vertise for  bids  for  the  construction  of  1760  feet 
of  new  seawall,  running  from  IMission  to  Harri- 
son Streets.  Five  new  piers  will  be  built  south 
of  the  Ferry  Building,  and  seven  north  of  it, 
beyond  Lombard  Street  wharf,  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  grain  sheds.  Three  of  these  piers  will 
have  upper  decks  so  that  passengers  can  dis- 
embark on  the  second  floor  and  escape  the  con- 
fusion of  the  freight  deck. 

These  additions  and  other  improvements  now 
planned  or  under  way 
will  enable  the  port  to 
accommodate  twelve  mil- 
lion tons  of  shipping  a 
year,  or  about  sixty  per 
cent  more  than  it  is  now 
receiving.  No  one  need 
anticipate  a  greater  ac- 
cession of  commerce  un- 
til the  Canal  has  been  in 
operation  commercially 
for  some  time  to  come. 


DON'T    MISS    IT. 

The  Second  Annual  Banquet  of  the 
Chamber  will  be  held  early  in  December, 
probably  on  the  ninth.  Details  for  one 
of  the  most  interesting  public  events  in 
the  history  of  San  Francisco  are  being 
arranged  by  the  Publicity  Committee, 
and  will  be  announced  later.  Applica- 
tions for  seats  should  be  made  as  soon 
as  notices  are  sent  out,  which  will  be 
some  time  during  the  month. 


Of  course,  construction  will  have  to  go  right 
along  after  that  event.  The  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings for  the  acquisition  of  the  Islais  Creek 
lands  will  soon  be  settled,  and  that  district  of  64 
blocks  will  have  to  be  made  ready  for  ship- 
ping as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  recent  growth 
of  commerce  at  this  port  through  natural  causes 
has  been  remarkable  during  the  last  two  years — 
12  per  cent  for  1910,  and  16.7  per  cent  for  191 1. 
This  growth  will  have  to  be  provided  for,  as 
well  as  the  increase  the  Canal  will  cause.  But 
for  the  time  being,  and  for  the  time  immediately 
to  follow  1914,  the  port  will  be  prepared.  It 
has  not  been  caught  napping,  and  will  lose  noth- 
ing to  other  cities  through  any  neglect. 

The  growth  of  the  city 
will  go  on  step  by  step 
with  the  increase  of  its 
marine  business,  so  that 
the  maximum  results  in 
all  lines  of  enterprise 
may  be  expected.  There 
is  no  ground  for  any 
feeling  in  San  Francisco 
except  that  of  the  ut- 
most optimism  and  con- 
fidence.

CIVIC  CENTER  OPERA  HOUSE 

NOW  AN  ASSURED  SUCCESS 


San  Francisco's  magnificent  Opera  House  in 
the  Civic  Center  is  now  assured  by  the  signing  of 
29  subscriptions  of  $15,000  each  for  boxes, 
amounting  to  $435,000,  and  through  the  strong 
demand  for  loggias  at  $6,000  apiece,  all  twenty 
of  which  have  been  sold.  Of  two  hundred  or- 
chestra chairs  at  $1,000  each,  seventy  have  been 
taken,  and  the  Musical  Association  has  no  fear 
that  there  will  be  any  hanging  back.  The  boxes 
were  over-subscribed,  which  made  it  necessary 
to  introduce  the  tier  of  loggias  into  the  plans, 
and  the  loggias  were  being  snapped  up  at  a  rapid 
rate  when  this  paper  went  to  press.  The  Opera 
House  will  be  opened  in  time  for  the  Exposition. 
One  box  has  been  reserved  for  the  city. 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  ready."  said 
Joseph  D.  Redding.  "It  is  already  an  assured 
success,  and  there  is  no  chance  of  a  failure  of  the 
plan.  The  building  will  seat  between  2,500  and 
3,000,  and  there  will  be  400  seats  always  reserved 
for  the  use  of  citizens  other  than  those  that  have 
subscril^ed  for  boxes  and  loggias,  at  nominal 
prices." 

The  city  is  to  give  the  site,  in  the  Civic  Center, 
between  Hyde  and  Larkin,  and  McAllister  and 
Fulton  Streets,  and  supply  the  heating  and  ex- 
terior lighting.  The  building  will  cost  three 
quarters  of  a  million  dollars,  and  will  be  the  most 
complete  and  beautifully  appointed  theater  in  the 
world.  It  will  be  erected  by  private  subscrip- 
tion, and  conducted  by  fifteen  trustees,  nine  of 
whom  will  represent  the  San  Francisco  ^lusical 
Association.

Industry  Wants  Competitors  to 

Help  Broaden  California's  Market

Modern  merchandising  is  largely  co-operative. 
Markets,  to-day,  must  be  made,  not  by  individu- 
als, but  by  associations  of  individuals,  whether 
such  associations  are  formally  organized,  or 
merely  act  in  rough  concert  from  a  common  im- 
pulse. At  least  this  is  so  for  output  of  any  vol- 
ume ;  and  only  in  voluine  is  there  economy  and 
profit. 

So  keen  i?  the  need  of  markets  for  large  out- 
put, that  under  present  conditions  of  manufacture 
in  many  fields,  the  value  of  such  a  market  more 
than  offsets  the  inroads  of  competition,  where 
competitors  can  be  in  any  degree  helpful  in  aug- 
menting the  demand. 

In  other  words,  there  are  to-day  many  lines  of 
production  in  which  competitors  would  be  a 
positive  gain  to  established  enterprises,  because 
all  would  pull  together  for  the  opening  of  mar- 
kets that  one  or  two  cannot  break  into  alone.  Yet 
we  seldom  find  a  consciousness  of  that  fact 
among  the  established  firms — rather,  too  often,  a 
disjposition  to  try  and  hold  the  entire  field  for 
themselves.  This  is  shortsighted,  in  many  in- 
stances, and  it  does  nothing  for  the  upbuilding 
of  the  community  or  any  of  its  industries. 

For  ten  years  I  and  my  associates  have  been 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  a  single  specialty : 
perfumes.  And  we  have  stood  alone  in  Cali- 
fornia. We  have  established  our  industry  by 
close  application  through  all  these  years,  and  have 
done  very  well  with  it ;  but  in  looking  back  over 
the  road  we  have  traveled,  I  can  see  that  we 
would  have  made  faster  progress  if  we  had  had 
competitors  in  the  business. 

The  difficulty  of  our  work  has  not  been  in  pro- 
duction, but  in  marketing  a  product  for  which 
people  have  been  accustomed  to  look  elsewhere. 
France  has  been  the  country  of  perfumery  manu- 
facture, and  the  market  for  California  perfume 
has  been  hard  to  make.     Had  there  been  several 


of  us  in  the  business,  California  perfumes  would 
have  made  themselves  known  far  more  rapidly, 
and  far  more  widely,  and  the  thought  of  them 
would  by  this  time  have  found  ready  acceptance 
in  the  minds  of  people  that  have  not  learned  of 
their  good  qualities  yet. 

For  such  a  simple  reason  as  this,  and  yet  such 
a  vital  one,  competition  in  this  line  of  endeavor 
is  desirable  and  would  be  of  inestimable  value. 
It  would  make  it  comparatively  easy  to  push  the 
product.  Once  widely  known,  we  have  no  fear 
that  the  demand  would  ever  be  too  small  for 
ever}-body  in  the  business ;  there  would  be  more 
than  enough  to  go  around,  and  California  per- 
fumes would  become  a  commodity  so  desired  and 
sought  after  that  they  would  in  time  become  the 
standard. 

The  market  for  perfumery  is  the  whole  world. 
It  is  one  of  the  great  staples.  People  must  have 
it.  The  question  of  vital  import  to  us  is,  where 
are  they  going  to  get  it?  We  believe'  they  will 
eventually  get  it  in  large  quantities  from  Cali- 
fornia, that  the  name  of  California  perfume  will 
become  famous,  and  the  demand  for  it  almost  un- 
limited. That  day  is  coming,  but  it  could  Ije  has- 
tened materially  if  there  were  more  manufac- 
turers, with  different  brands  of  California  per- 
fume, in  the  field,  pushing  their  goods  and  build- 
ing up  acquaintance  with  them  and  confidence  in 
them  on  the  part  of  the  general  public,  in  this 
country  and  abroad. 

So,  paradoxical  as  it  may  seem,  we  want  com- 
petitors. There  are  many  articles  produced  in 
California  the  consumption  of  which  would  be 
stimulated  by  competition.  The.se  must  be,  of 
course,  goods  of  high  quality,  pushed  by  per- 
sistent national  advertising  to  cover  a  wide  field. 

And  every  time  the  name  "'California"  is  used 
in  connection  with  a  good  product,  every  Cali- 
fornian  profits.    Use  it,  wherever  you  can. 
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Joint  Committee  to  See  That 

Streets  Are  In  Good  Order  by  1915 


The  march  of  events  is  making  the  condition 
of  the  streets  one  of  the  most  serious  problems 
confronting  San  Francisco,  and  in  order  to  meet 
it  properly,  the  Chamber  has  promoted  the  or- 
ganization of  a  Joint  Committee  on  Street  Re- 
pairs, on  which  are  represented  the  seven  sec- 
tions of  the  city  most  heavily  traveled.  The 
action  was  taken  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Municipal  Affairs  Committee,  following  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Downtown  Committee,  of  which 
W.  D.  Fennimore  is  chairman,  and  the  object 
will  be  to  formulate  plans  which  will  bring  all 
the  streets  into  good  condition  within  the  next 
two  years. 

WILL  SEEK  CO-OPERATION. 

This  will  be  done  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
improvement  clubs,  the  public  service  corpora- 
tions, the  Supervisors  and  the  Board  of  Works, 
and  it  is  the  expectation  that  by  the  time  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition  opens  San  Francisco 
will  have  pavements  of  which  any  modern  city 
might  be  proud. 

The  advent  of  the  automobile,  more  sensitive 
to  bad  pavements  than  any  other  vehicle,  has  co- 
incided with  San  Francisco's  rush  of  rebuilding 
operations,  which  has  necessitated  heavy  hauling, 
the  scattering  of  more  or  less  debris  from  passing 
wagons  and  trucks,  and  the  tearing  open  of  pave- 
ments to  install  service  connections.  The  public 
service  corporations  have  not  always  been  able 
to  keep  track  of  the  way  their  repair  gangs  have 
replaced  pavements  over  trenches.  Then  there  is 
the  city  itself,  with  its  opening  of  streets  for  the 
pipes  of  the  auxiliary  fire  protection  system. 
Private  property  owners  have  in  many  instances 
insisted  on  the  repaving  of  individual  blocks, 
without  reference  to  any  general  scheme,  leaving 
the  approaches  to  them  in  as  bad  shape  as  be- 
fore. 

A  day  has  arrived,  however,  when  easier  con- 
ditions may  be  counted  upon,  and  the  advent  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  strangers  must  be 
anticipated ;  and  much  valuable  assistance  can  be 
given  the  city  authorities  by  a  well  considered 
program  of  street  repair  and  repavement. 

The  present  purpose  of  the  Joint  Committee 
is  to  devise  such  a  program,  or  rather  two  of 
them,  one  for  execution  in  1913  and  the  other 
for  the  following  year ;  and  to  see  that  the  funds 
are  appropriated  for  carrying  out  the  general 
scheme.  A  wholesale  inspection  of  the  streets 
will  be  made,  and  reports  from  different  sections 
carefully  studied.  Suggestions  will  ultimately 
be  made  for  the  formation  of  through  thorough- 
fares for  heavy  teaming  and  of  others  for  auto- 
mobiles, with  pavements  suitable  for  the  par- 
ticular traffic  that  will  use  them  most. 


It  is  hoped  that  by  presenting  a  definite  con- 
crete plan,  representing  the  desires  of  the  various 
sections  of  the  city,  the  Supervisors  and  Board 
of  Works  will  be  materially  assisted,  as  they  will 
know  that  by  following  the  plan  they  will  not 
only  be  improving  the  city  on  a  general  scheme 
related  in  all  its  parts,  but  will  be  complying  as 
nearly  as  possible  with  the  joint  desire  of  the 
community.

Mr.  Adolph  Uhl  was  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  at  the  first  meeting,  Mr.  Otto  F.

The  Committee  has  gone  vigorously  to  work, 
to  secure  the  co-operation  of  everybody  involved. 
It  has  been  holding  two  m.eetings  a  week  since 
its  organization,  and  a  great  deal  of  valuable  pre- 
liminary work  has  been  accomplished. 

OVERHAULING  BUSH   STREET. 

A  field  survey  of  chuck  holes  and  how-d'ye- 
does  in  the  pavement  of  Bush  Street  was  made 
late  last  month  by  representatives  of  all  the  cor- 
porations having  anything  to  do  with  street  open- 
ing in  that  thoroughfare,  accompanied  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Joint  Committee,  an  inspector 
from  the  Board  of  Works  and  Engineer  Camp- 
bell of  the  Chamber. 

Specific  instances  of  poor  work  in  back  filling 
trenches  were  found  in  plenty,  although  it  is  but 
fair  to  the  corporations  to  say  that  it  was  not  all 
theirs,  and  that  they  had  done  some  of  their  work 
properly.  Where  they  had  not.  they  agreed  to 
make  it  right,  and  all  expressed  a  determination 
to  compel  their  repair  gangs  to  conform  in  future 
to  the  best  engineering  practice. 

The  city  itself  was  found  to  be  much  at  fault 
in  some  instances  of  side  sewer  work.

Chamber's  Train  Load  of  Trade  Boosters  Preaches  the   Value  of  the 

City's  Jobbing  Service

One  of  the  greatest  boost  expeditions  ever  run 
out  of  San  Francisco,  if  not  the  greatest,  is  the 
way  it  was  characterized  by  the  participants. 
There  were  seventy-nine  of  them  and  for  four 
days  they  whooped  things  up  for  the  metropolis 
of  the  Pacific  Coast,  the  nucleus  of  California, 
and  the  finest  big  city  in  America.  All  through 
the  Napa  and  Sonoma  valleys  and  up  to  the  cen- 
ter of  ^lendocino  County,  the  Chamber's  Third 
\\'holesale  Trade  Excursion  carried  the  banner 
of  San  Francisco  supremacy  and  leadership,  mak- 
ing friends  for  the  metropolis  and  promulgating 
the  idea  of  "San  Francisco  Service" ;  and  the 
psychological  efifect  of  the  impact  of  this  trained 
corps  of  clean-cut,  forceful  and  successful  busi- 
ness men  was  of  incalculable  value.  Everywhere 
it  struck  the  note  of  optimism  and  continued  the 
feeling  of  confidence. 

UNITY  OF  THE  STATE. 

At  three  large  evening  meetings,  one  at  Healds- 
burg,  one  at  Santa  Rosa,  and  one  at  Napa,  there 
were  stirring  speeches,  not  of  the  ordinary  per- 
functory sort,  but  rousing  talks,  straight  from 
full  hearts,  that  woke  up  the  general  conscious- 
ness of  California's  unity,  and  stimulated  the  loy- 
alty of  every  hearer  to  all  good  plans  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  State.  And  all  the  eloquence 
expended  was  based  upon  a  sound  foundation  of 
business  principles ;  for  the  programmes  had  been 
arranged  by  George  H.  Eberhard  with  a  view  to 
covering  the  whole  subject  of  trade  and  service, 
and  community  relationship,  every  night.  At 
these  meetings  James  H.  oMcLafferty  drove  home 
with  forcible  oratory  the  appeal  for  San  Fran- 
cisco's right  to  expand  territorially,  and  success- 
fully dissipated  the  harmful  idea  of  sinister 
motive  ascribed  to  her  by  the  opposition. 


This  was  the  third  Wholesale  Trade  Excursion 
of  the  Chamber,  the  sixth  since  they  were  started 
by  the  old  ^Merchants'  Association.  On  these  six 
trips,  123  cities  and  towns  have  been  visited,  and 
at  a  score  more  the  train  has  stopped  to  take  on 
merchants  and  carry  them  on  as  guests.  The 
State  has  been  ranged  from  Los  Angeles  to  the 
Oregon  line,  and  some  territory  beyond ;  and 
back  and  forth  across  it  from  Sebastopol  to 
Angeles. 

Pleasant  features  of  the  latest  trip  that  will 
long  be  remembered  by  the  participants  were  the 
booster  song  written  by  W.  F.  Davis,  the  "fire- 
cracker yell,"  (perpetrator's  name  concealed),  the 
humorous  and  artistic  menu  cards  supplied  by 
the  Schmidt  Lithograph  Company  and  much  in 
demand  as  souvenirs,  the  banquet  at  Santa  Rosa, 
the  mock  trial  at  the  Napa  smoker,  the  smoker  at 
Healdsburg,  the  visit  to  the  Mare  Island  Navy 
Yard,  the  artistic  "Greeting"  folder  prepared 
by  the  Merchants'  Association  of  Vallejo,  and 
the  return  by  steamer  down  the  long  reaches  of 
the  bay,  from  \^nllejo,  where  the  expedition  left 
the  train. 

CROWDS  VIEW  THE  TRAIX. 

This  magnificent  train  of  Pullmans,  diners, 
buffet  and  observation  cars  was,  by  the  way.  the 
first  one  of  the  kind  ever  seen  in  the  northern 
coast  counties.  Everywhere  it  excited  the  live- 
liest interest  as  the  latest  thing  in  railroad  equip- 
ment, and  people  came  to  the  depots  in  crowds  to 
see  it.  Although  it  has  been  all  over  California, 
it  has  never  been  handled  better  than  by  the 
Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad. 

The  first  night's  run  was  made  straight  through 
to  Willits,  in  the  middle  of  Mendocino  County, 
which  was  enjoying  a  heavy  rain.    A  committee 
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headed  by  Secretary  Lancaster  of  the  Willits 
Chamber  of  Commerce  received  the  party  and 
saw  it  up  town,  where  the  members  made  the 
usual  personal  calls  on  the  local  merchants.  It 
was  not  a  junket  of  clerks  or  drummers,  but  of 
heads  of  houses  and  high  officers  of  banks,  and 
they  did  not  come  to  take  orders,  but  to  renew  old 
acquaintances  and  make  new  ones,  and  to 
strengthen  the  personal  tie  that  is  essential  to  a 
good  business  understanding.  Throughout  the 
trip  this  principle  was  kept  to  the  front  in  per- 
sonal conversation  and  public  speeches. 

Willits  expects  to  become  division  headquarters 
on  the  opening  of  the  railroad  to  Eureka,  within 
a  year  and  a  half,  the  company  having  already 
bought  land  for  its  switch  yards.  The  extension, 
over  a  distance  of  141  miles,  completes  the.  gap 
between  this  city  and  Humboldt  Bay,  and  will 
mean  a  great  deal  in  the  development  of  San 
Francisco.  The  road  is  one  of  the  best  ever 
built,  running  right  down  the  slope  of  the  Eel 
River  \^alley,  and  opening  a  rich  dairying  coun- 
try to  the  trade  of  the  metropolis. 

A  half-hour  stop  was  made  at  Calpella,  a  pretty 
hamlet  nestled  among  oaks.  Its  welcome  was  as 
cordial  as  welcomes  were  everywhere  on  the  trip. 

L'kiah.  county  seat  of  ^Mendocino,  turned  out  a 
procession  of  automobiles  to  take  the  visitors  up 
town.  The  reception  committee  consisted  of  R. 
L.  Hutchison,  J.  H.  Barker,  Louis  Hofman, 
Adolph  Marks,  j.  A.  Jamison,  Jr.,  and  George  P. 
Anderson,  secretary  of  the  Ukiah  Business  INIen's 
Club.  Ukiah  is  feeling  the  impulse  of  advance- 
ment. The  extension  of  the  Northwestern  Pacific 
to  Eureka  puts  it  on  a  through  transportation 
route,  and  the  coast  branch  of  the  State  highway 
will  touch  here.  There  are  about  2200  people — a 
pleasant  place  of  pretty  homes,  where  much  busi- 
ness is  done  with  a  thrifty  surrounding  country. 
Each  member  of  the  party  received  A  bale  of  hops. 
put  up  in  pocket  size  by  the  L^kiah  jNIerchants' 
Association. 

ORANGE  TREES  IN  BLOOM. 

The  run  down  the  Russian  River  \'alley  to 
Cloverdale  was  beautiful  beyond  description,  with 
the  golden  autumn  foliage  in-  orchard  and  vine- 
yard ;  and  at  Cloverdale  the  party  struck  a  coun- 
try where  orange  trees  bore  at  once  both  blossom 
and  fruit.  A  stop  was  made  at  Hopland  on  the 
way. 

Cloverdale  is  a  town  of  about  1000  people,  and 
holds  an  annual  citrus  fair  in  February,  that  at- 
tracts thousands  more.  These  fairs  have  been 
held  since  1892,  formerly  in  a  wooden  building, 
but  now  in  a  fine  armored  concrete  pavilion  built 
in  191  o  and  occupying  a  commanding  site  on  the 
main  street.  The  expedition  was  ten  minutes 
ahead  of  time  here,  but  was  nevertheless  received 
by  C.  E.  Humbert,  president,  and  C.  B.  Shaw. 
.  secretary,  of  the  Cloverdale  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  taken  up  town,  where  the  hospitality 
of  the  ])]ace  was  expressed  in  the  form  of  great 


red  apples,  and  other  souvenirs,  and  the  warmest 
of  welcomes  at  all  the  stores  and  business  houses. 
Healdsburg,  with  its  beautiful  homes  and  its 
locust-lined  streets,  did  itself  proud.  The  train 
arrived  at  eight  o'clock  and  the  city  hall  was  illu- 
minated like  the  Ferry  tower.  Flowers  frozen  in 
blocks  of  ice  had  been  prepared  for  the  occasion. 
The  Healdsburg  Tribune  rushed  out  an  advance 
edition  which  was  distributed  on  the  train  the 
following  morning. 

THE  HEALDSBURG  SMOKER. 

Lender  the  leadership  of  A.  W.  Garrett,  presi- 
dent of  the  Healdsburg  Business  ]\Ien's  Associa- 
tion, and  J.  M.  Alexander,  secretary  of  the 
Healdsburg  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a  smoker  was 
held  at  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  that  overflowed  the 
place.  There  was  an  address  -of  welcome  by 
Mayor  A.  F.  Stevens,  a  response  by  President 
Robbins  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber,  and  a 
forceful  talk  by  H.  V.  Carter  of  San  Francisco. 
Then  James  INIacLafterty,  for  the  Greater  San 
Francisco  Association,  took  the  floor  and  for 
twenty-five  minutes  ripped  up  the  arguments  of 
the  opponents  to  the  consolidation  amendment. 
When  he  finished,  Healdsburg  people  in  the  au- 
dience crowded  about  him  and  thanked  him  for 
putting  them  right  on  a  subject  about  which  they 
had  been  misled. 

Stops  were  made  at  Geyserville  before  reaching 
Healdsburg,  and  at  W^indsor  and  Fulton  after 
leaving  it. 

The  train  reached  Santa  Rosa  at  I  :oo  P.  m., 
and  the  party  was  received  with  the  usual  hos- 
pitable automobiles  -and  shown  over  the  pretty 
city  and  country  around  it — hop  fields  and  kilns, 
orchards,  walnut  groves,  fruit-drying  grounds, 
and  right  in  town,  the  Burbank  experiiuental  gar- 
dens with  fields  of  fruiting  spineless  cactus,  and 
radiant  patches  of  color  from  flowers  in  varieties 
that  never  grew  anywhere  on  earth  before. 

BEAUTIFUL  SANTA  ROSA. 

All  hands  expressed  delight  with  the  cleanli- 
ness, thrift,  prosperity  and  beauty  of  this  little 
city  of  12.000  in  the  great  central  valley  of 
Sonoma  County. 

Every  store  in  the  place  received  a  visit,  and  its 
owners  congratulations.    The  fire  loss  of  six  years 
ago  has  been  obliterated  by  new  and  handsome 
buildings.     There  is  an  artistic  new  post-office      j 
building  and  a  new  court  house  that  any  county       ' 
in  the  West  might  be  proud  of. 

Special  cars  on  the  Petaluma  and  Santa  Rosa 
electric  road  took  the  party  to  Sebastopol.  and 
then  up  the  lovely  Green  Valley,  with  its  miles  of 
orchards  and  berry  farms,  to  Forestville.  At 
Sebastopol  they  were  received  by  Mayor  T.  F. 
Meagher,  assisted  by  B.  F.  Jewel,  W.  L.  Gold- 
berg, and  G.  A.  Harrison.  The  travelers  returned 
at  night  to  a  banquet  spread  in  Elks  Hall.  Here 
the  objects  of  the  visit  were  discussed  and  the  j 
welcome  was  accentuated.  John  Rinner,  presi-  ] 
dent  of  the  Santa  Rosa  Chamber,  presided.    The 
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Cactus  Club,  a  live  wire  organization  of  young 
men  of  Santa  Rosa,  whose  doctrine  is  to  do  their 
share  for  their  city,  served  the  feast,  which  in- 
cluded cactus  fruit. 

President  Robbins  thanked  the  hosts  and  con- 
gratulated them  on  their  manifestation  of  public 
spirit  and  community  endeavor ;  especially  on 
having  such  an  organization  as  the  Cactus  Club, 
which,  seeing  the  need  of  a  new  road  recently, 
knocked  off  for  a  day  and  built  it. 

STRENGTHEN"  THE  JOBBER. 

A.  W.  Huggins  made  a  straight-from-the- 
shoulder  talk  on  business  relations,  emphasizing 
the  good  that  the  merchants  of  the  smaller  cities 
do  themselves  when  they  strengthen  with  their 
custom  the  jobbers  of  the  nearby  metropolis,  who 
can  often  stand  by  them  when  they  need  help. 
The  talk  was  pointed  with  personal  experience 
and  intimate  knowledge  of  business  relations. 

Mr.  James  C.  Kinslow.of  Santa  Rosa,  sang  some 
fine  solos.  Judge  Hugh  X.  Latimer.  Master  of  Po- 
mona Grange,  came  from\\'insor  to  bear  the  greet- 
ings of  the  agricultural  interests  to  the  party. 
James  H.  MacLafferty  recited  his  poem,  "A  Shas- 
ta Daisy,"  and  then  spoke  in  his  usual  forceful 
way  for  the  consolidation  amendment.  Addresses 
were  made  by  John  C.  Cnopius,  president  of  the 
Santa  Rosa  Grocers'  Association ;  John  Densham, 
of  the  San  Francisco  Examiner,  traveling  -jvith 
the  party,  by  H.  'SI.  Forsyth,  a  Santa  Rosa  mer- 
chant ;  Ernest  Finley,  editor  of  the  Press  Demo- 
John  Zuur,  and  E.  H.  Brown,  secretary  of  the 
Santa  Rosa  Chamber  of  Commerce ;  and  finally 
by  L.  SI.  King,  executive  secretary  of  the  San 
Trancisco  Chamber,  called  on  by  the  chair  to 
address  his  old  neighbors  in  his  former  home. 
King  said  in  part : 

If  you  buy  all  you  can  from  your  local  jobbing  center 
instead  of  sending  East  for  goods,  you  encourage  the 
San  Francisco  jobber  to  cart}-  larger  stocks  and  he  will 
become,  in  a  sense,  your  warehouseman.  The  lowest 
price  is  not  always  the  cheapest  when  you  have  to  send 
a  great  distance  to  get  that  price.  Sending  East  com- 
pels you  to  carry  larger  stocks.  Did  you  ever  figure 
the  loss  of  interest  on  the  eastern  price,  or  how  much 
money  is  tied  up,  on  your  overloaded  shelves?  Think 
about  it. 

Petaluma.  the  snug  little  city  without  a  vacant 
store,  received  the  next  visit.  Thomas  ^MacClay, 
president,  and  Miss  Ella  E.  Fischer,  secretary,  of 
the  local  Chamber,  did  the  honors.  Autos  took 
the  party  through  the  neat  and  thrifty  town,  and 
out  to  the  Bihn  hatchery,  which  boasts  a  capacity 
of  165,000  eggs  at  one  time  in  its  enormous  incu- 
bators ;  the  ''largest  in  the  world." 

A   BILLION*    EGGS   A   YEAR. 

Petaluma  is  proud  of  being  a  cash  market.  It 
is  the  world's  greatest  poultry  center.  The  hens 
of  the  vicinity  have  laid  a  billion  eggs  in  a  year. 
Xearly  S6.000  a  day  is  paid  out  for  poultry  and 
eggs.  There  are  five  banks  and  four  newspapers. 
And  here  is  a  pointer  on  the  transportation  prob- 


lem, just  W.  R.  Wheeler's  contention,  stated  in 
big  type  by  the  Petaluma  Chamber, 

THE  PETALUMA  RIVER  LE\"ELS 
FREIGHT  RATES. 

One  effect  is  to  make  chicken  food  cheap,  and 
on  this  basis  largely  rests  the  great  poultry  in- 
dustry of  the  place. 

Stops  were  made  at  Penn  Grove,  Kenwood, 
and  Glenn  Ellen.  Here  the  party  took  a  special 
train  to  historic  Sonoma,  where  the  Bear  Flag 
was  raised  in  the  days  of  old,  and  where  the  mis- 
sion of  St.  Francis  de  Solano  still  stands.  On  a 
rock  in  the  Plaza  at  Sonoma,  the  Sonoma  \'alley 
Women's  Club  has  caused  a  tablet  to  be  placed, 
with  the  date  of  the  Bear  Flag  raising :  June  14, 
1846.  The  mission,  which  was  erected  in  1823, 
has  been  partly  restored.  It  is  the  only  one  owned 
by  the  State. 

The  reception  committee  here  consisted  of 
:\Iessrs.  F.  Duhring,  H.  F.  Bates,  G.  Hotz,  W.  F. 
Clewe,  J.  H.  Freeman,  P.  Boccoli,  T.  J.  Dunbar. 
H.  W.  Gottenberg,  and  A.  W.  Adler. '  They  did 
not  permit  the  train  to  leave  without  a  substantial 
liquid  token  of  their  regard  for  the  city  and  their 
pride  in  what  their  own  celebrated  vineyards  pro- 
duce. Gesundheit,  Herr  Dresel ;  it  was  of  your 
best,  and  a  product  of  which  a  Californian  may  be 
proud,  if  he  meet  it  on  the  Rhine. 

A  FACTORY  CITY. 

At  the  thriving  town  of  Xapa,  the  party  re- 
ceived a  warm  welcome  from  D.  S.  Kyser, 
president,  and  Ben  Blow,  secretary,  of  the  Xapa 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  A.  S.  Prouty,  presi- 
dent, and  S.  H.  W^yckoff,  secretary,  of  the  Mer- 
chants' Association.  Xapa  is  already  a  flourish- 
ing industrial  center  of  about  8,000  people,  with 
some  of  the  best  fact6ries  in  the  State.  Here  are 
made  fine  gloves,  boots  and  shoes,  shirts,  wines 
and  leather.  Vast  quantities  of  dried  fruits  are 
handled  here.  X^apa  has  the  biggest  mushroom 
farm  west  of  Chicago,  and  one  of  but  three  in  the 
United  States  that  produce  their  own  spawn. 
The  stores  are  bright  and  new,  the  stocks  large 
and  fresh. 

Harry  Johnston,  a  director  of  the  Xapa  Cham- 
ber, presided  at  the  smoker  in  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  building.  Mayor  D.  S.  Kyser  wel- 
comed the  travelers  to  the  "garden  spot  of  Cali- 
fornia." President  Robbins  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  told  them  what  the  expedition  was  there 
f(?r — the  days  of  Spanish  ease  were  gone,  and  if 
San  Francisco  and  California  were  to  make  ade- 
quate provision  for  meeting  their  new  responsi- 
bilities they  must  wake  up.  He  also  related  the 
history  of  the  consolidation  of  the  San  Francisco 
commercial  organizations  and  pointed  out  the 
strength  that  had  resulted  from  their  present 
unity. 

George  H.  Eberhard  made  a  strong  business 
talk  on  the  advantages  of  San  Francisco  as  a 
place  to  trade.    Fie  said  in  part : 
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In  proportion  to  population  tlie  stocks  carried  by  the 
San  Francisco  wholesalers  are  bigger  and  more  varied 
than  in  any  other  jobbing  center  in  the  United  States. 
For  price,  quality  and  assortment  no  city  can  offer  any- 
thing better.  Buying  from  San  Francisco  instead  of 
from  the  East  would  be  materially  increased  if  mer- 
chants took  into  consideration  such  factors  as  interest 
on  heavy  stocks,  cash  freight  outlay,  difference  in  terms, 
insurance,  deterioration  risk,  ease  in  adjusting  com- 
plaints, and  the  advantages  of  building  up  a  great 
center  of  attention  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Ex-Congressman  Frank  L.  Coombs  made  a 
stirring-  talk  on  co-operation,  saying  the  State 
needed  a  great  metropolis  at  the  Golden  Gate  to 
help  achieve  the  destiny  of  California. 

]\IacLaft'erty  apologized  for  not  having  worn 
his  Napa-tan  shoes,  and  then  made  a  measured 
and  convincing  plea  for  the  amendment  permit- 
ting consolidation.  In  answer  to  the  insinuations 
of  a  San  Francisco  Tammany  influence,  he  de- 
clared San  Francisco  had  the  cleanest  and  most 
efficient  city  government  in  the  country  to-day. 

Luther  J-  Evans  said  that  while  Napa  was  the 
best  place  on  earth,  he  always  felt  that  San  Fran- 
cisco was  next  best.  The  name  "Napa"  on  an 
article  was  a  selling  brand  anywhere.  He  looked 
to  see  the  time  when  one  could  ride  nearly  to 
San  Jose  and  still  be  within  the  limits  of  San 
Francisco. 

At  this  juncture  W.  W.  Cooley  was  arrested 
by  the  Sheriff  of  Napa  County  for  offering  to 
sell  goods  to  a  fellow  member  of  the  expedition. 
He  was  arraigned  before  Judge  W.  E.  Dennison. 
and  prosecuted  by  John  Densham,  but  escaped 
on  a  technicality  urged  by  his  attorney,  W.  B. 
IMoyle.  who  raised  the  point  that  the  indictment 
said  the  offense  occurred  in  an  automobile, 
whereas  the  testimony  of  Charles  Brandenstein 
showed  it  to  have  taken  place  in  a  tonneau. 
Punch,  pipes  and  California  hospitality  followed. 

Next  morning  the  train  rolled  northward 
through  the  length  of  the  beautiful  Napa  Valley, 
a  broad  lane  between  the  mountains,  bordered 
with  vineyard  homes  and  handsome  stone  wine- 
ries, nestled  among  the  tender  green  of  pines  and 
ivy,  with  backgrounds  of  wondrous  cloud  pic- 
tures among  the  low  peaks  on  either  side.  This 
is  California  at  its  best — a  land  of  the  olive  and 
the  vine,  thriving  in  the  richest  soils  to  be  found 
in  the  State. 

From  Napa  to  Calistoga  and  back,  the  party 
was  accompanied  by  O.  E.  Clark,  D.  L.  Dunlap, 
H.  L.  Johnston,  D.  L.  Beard,  and  Ben  Blow,  who 
indicated  the  features  of  main  interest  along  the 
road,  and  at  Calistoga  this  committee  was  awg- 
mented  by  Jas.  Irvine  and  M.  Mclntyre.  On 
one  item  of  improvement  the  party  did  not  cease 
to  compliment  the  Napa  representatives,  and  that 
was  the  fine  condition  of  the  county  roads  and 
the  permanent  stone  bridges  that  have  taken  the 
place  of  the  ramshackle  wooden  ones  of  old,  and 
that  require  almost  no  expenditure  for  main- 
tenance. 

Stops  were  made  at  Yountville.  where  the  Old 
Soldiers'  Home  is  located ;  at  Oakville,  Ruther- 


ford, and  St.  Helena.  At  the  latter  place  there 
was  a  reception  committee  from  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  headed  by  the  president,  Mr.  J.  G. 
Johnson.  St.  Helena  is  a  celebrated  health  re- 
sort and  a  good  business  town  as  well ;  the  two 
things  are  not  incompatible.  Here  the  stage  line 
takes  off  for  White  Sulphur  Springs. 

GREETED   WITH    MUSIC. 

Calistoga  met  the  train  with  the  Calistoga 
Brass  Band,  which  paraded  the  streets  ahead  of 
the  travelers.  This  pretty  town  with  its  hot 
springs  and  mud  baths  lies  at  the  head  of  the 
Napa  Valley  and  is  a  well-known  departure 
point  for  the  Petrified  Forest  and  for  the  resorts 
of  Lake  County,  besides  being  a  distributing- 
center  for  a  prosperous  farming  and  vineyard 
country.  The  reception  here  was  arranged  by 
Peter  Hopkins,  Jr.,  C.  M.  Hoover,  H.  C.  Thomp- 
son, E.  L.  Armstrong,  and  H.  Roberts.  An 
abundance  of  the  most  delicate  fruits  was  sent 
aboard  the  diners  for  the  luncheon  on  the  way 
south,  as  the  train  turned  back  from  this  point. 

At  \"allejo  a  live  reception  committee  consist- 
ing of  W.  D.  Pennycook,  secretary  of  the  ^'al- 
lejo  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  J.  J.  Madigan 
and  Wade  H.  Madren,  president  and  secretary 
of  the  Vallejo  Merchants'  Association,  was  ready 
with  a  battery  of  automobiles  to  take  the  travelers 
up  town  and  show  them  around,  finally  landing 
them  at  the  foot  of  Georgia  Street,  where  they 
took  the  ferry  for  the  ^lare  Island  Navy  Yard. 

Here  they  saw  the  gigantic  results  of  a  govern- 
ment investment  of  over  twenty  million  dollars : 
blocks  of  machine  shops  capable  of  handling  the 
largest  and  most  delicate  work,  traveling  cranes 
running  up  and  down  on  tracks  of  double  and 
triple  the  standard  railroad  gauge,  great  dry- 
docks,  one  over  500  feet  long  and  the  other  over 
750,  with  the  gunboat  Yorktown  and  the  trans- 
port Shen-nan  lying  in  them ;  and  alongside  the 
quay,  as  a  result  of  this  great  plant  and  organi- 
zation, the  mighty  collier  Jupiter,  of  19.000  tons, 
launched  last  August,  one  of  the  biggest  ships 
afloat. 

Back  in  \'allejo,  the  hospitable  Elks  threw 
open  their  club  to  serve  as  headquarters  for  those 
members  of  tlie  party  that  had  paid  their  personal 
calls  and  had  time  for  a  comfortable  chat  with 
their  hosts. 

The  expedition  left  Vallejo  at  6  o'clock  on  the 
steamer  "Napa  Valley"  and  finished  the  trip  to 
the  city  in  the  pleasantest  possible  way:  dining. 
For  which  much  credit  is  due  the  ^^lonticello 
Steaniship  Company  for  the  excellence  of  the 
dinner  and  the  handsome  printed  menus  enclosed 
in  copies  of  \^allejo's  "greeting.''  It  was  equal 
to  the  good  service  furnished  by  the  Pullman 
and  the  dining  car  crews,  and  there  could  hardly 
he  higher  praise  than  that. 

Altogether  it  was  one  of  the  best  of  the  trade 
extension  excursions,  and  did  much  to  open  the 
eyes  of  San  Franciscans  to  the  new  industrial 
development  of  the  nortliern  coast  counties. 
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What  is  Doing  in  California 


A  Few  Items  in  the  Activities  of  a  Great  State 


One  of  the  most  important  events,  commer- 
cially, to  Northern  and  Central  California,  Avill 
be  the  Second  Annual  Orange  and  Olive  Exposi- 
tion, which  will  be  held  at  Oroville,  December 
3rd  to  7th.  San  Francisco  is  as  much  interested 
as  Oroville  in  the  development  of  the  great  olive 
and  orange  industry  in  Northern  California,  and 
there  should  be  a  strong  deputation  from  this 
city.  In  no  other  way  can  San  Franciscans  gain 
an  adequate  idea  of  the  present  magnitude  of 
these  industries  or  of  the  promise  they  hold  for 
the  future  of  the  State.  The  region  about  Oro- 
ville is  going  to  be,  in  time,  one  of  the  most 
highly  developed  parts  of  California.  Go  up 
there  and  see  it  for  yourself ;  get  a  first-hand  im- 
pression of  this  charming  country,  and  you  will 
realize  that  Oroville  is  a  fine  town  and  that  San 
Francisco  is  a  city  with  a  great,  and  potentially 
rich,  country  back  of  it.  If  you  were  never  be- 
fore a  booster  for  this  part  of  your  State  you  will 
be  one  when  you  come  back.  The  Annual  Coun- 
ties Convention  of  the  California  Development 
Board  will  also  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
Orange  and  Olive  Exposition. 


OROVILLE. 


Shipments  of  oranges  from  Oroville  and  Palermo 
section  began  in  October,  starting  by  way  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

LOS  ANGELES. 

Los  Angeles  has  acquired  Normal  School  Hill  for 
its  AlHed  Art  Center,  and  will  there  develop  one  of  the 
finest  points  of  esthetic  interest  in  any  American  city. 

SACRAMENTO. 

The  past  month  marked  the  completion  of  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company's  steam  electric  power  station 
on  the  banks  of  the  Sacramento  River  near  the  Southern 
Pacific  Station.  This  splendid  plant  is  built  of  steel 
and  reinforced  concrete  and  represents  an  outlay 
of  approximately  $750,000.  Its  equipment  includes  a 
5.000-kilowatt  turbine  generator  which  will  enable  the 
city  to  enjoy  the  best  electric  service  possible. 

The  masonry  work  on  Sacramento's  new  Empress 
Theatre  was  finished  this  week.  This  theatre,  which 
will  cost  about  $150,000,  will  be  one  of  the  largest  and 
finest  theatres  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  It  will  be  formally 
opened  to  the  public  not  later  than  January  ist. 

The  National  Bank  of  D.  O.  Mills  &  Co.  opened  the 
doors  of  their  magnificent  new  structure  at  Sixth  and 
J  Streets  on  October  14th.  The  building  is  of  white 
granite  and  marble  and  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $250,000. 
Its  construction  and  appointments  are  unexcelled  by  any 
hank  in  the  West. 

FRESNO. 

Fresno  has  plans  for  its  first  skyscraper,  a  ten-story 
office  structure  on  the  site  of  the  old  Fiske  Building. 

IMPERIAL. 

In  a  few  days,  advertisements  will  be  published  for 
paving  two  miles  of  streets  in  this  city.  As  a  result, 
two  cement  plants  will  start  here  in  the  next  few  days. 


ALTURAS. 

Work  will  soon  start  on  a  sewerage  system  for 
Alturas.  The  Trustees  are  grading  the  streets  pre- 
paratory to  macadamizing  them.  The  Spicer  place, 
four  miles  from  here,  has  just  been  sold  for  $60,000. 
Harvey  and  Keegel.  leasers  of  the  Hess  mine,  are  pre- 
paring to  increase  their  mill  to  twenty  stamps,  which 
will  (loulile  their  present  output.  Tiiey  are  now  ship- 
ping a  nine-pound  gold  brick  every  twelve  days.  The 
Knights  of  Pythias  are  about  to  begin  the  brick  work 
for  their  new  hall. 

CHICO. 

The  Diamond  Match  Company's  cut  .  of  lumber 
amounted  to  49,000,000  feet  this  season,  and  there  are 
17,000,000  feet  of  logs  in  the  ponds  at  Stirling  City,  in 
this  county.  It  is  expected  that  next  year's  operations 
will  increase  this  season's  cut  by  twenty  per  cent. 

VALLEJO. 

The  Vallejo  and  Northern  has  just  let  contracts  for 
the  construction  of  a  line  from  Vallejo  to  Suisun. 
Elmira,  Vacaville,  Winters,  Dixon,  Woodland  and  Sac- 
ramento. This  line  will  be  rushed  to  completion  with 
all  possible  haste  and  a  fast  line  of  steamers  will  be  put 
on  between  San  Francisco  and  Vallejo  to  be  operated 
in  conjunction  with  the  electric  system. 

COLFAX. 

The  Southern  Pacific  is  surveying  for  a  second  track 
over  the  Sierra  Nevadas  from  Colfax  to  Truckee.  On 
one  day  this  summer  o\-er  750  cars  were  handled  over 
what  is  commonly  termed  "The  Hill."  This  is  an  im- 
mense traffic  for  a  single  track  road  over  the  mount- 
ainous territory.  This  heavy  shipment  waS  largely  due 
to  the  big  fruit  crop. 

MERIDIAN. 

Ground  has  been  broken  for  the  Alameda  Beet  Sugar 
Factory  at  Meridian  and  will  be  completed  in  time  to 
handle  next  year's  crop  of  sugar  beets.  The  company 
has  already  bought  12,000  or  15,000  acres  of  land  which 
will  be  planted  to  sugar  beets  next  season,  besides  the 
large  acreage  to  be  planted  by  private  individuals. 

SACRAMENTO   VALLEY. 

Reports  of  all  the  electric  lines  operating  in  the  Valley 
show  that  there  is  a  decided  increase  in  traffic  over  last 
year.  The  Central  California  Traction  Company  reports 
an  increased  business  of  one-third. 

PLACERVILLE. 

A  large  meeting  of  farmers  and  citizens  was  held  at 
the  City  Hall  on  October  26th  to  formulate  plans  for 
starting  a  cannery.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate and  report. 

SANTA    CLARA    COUNTY. 

George  !\I.  Nicholson  of  San  Jose  won  for  Santa 
Clara  County  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Perpetual  Challenge  Silver  Cup  for  the  best  apples  ex- 
hibited at  the  Watsonville  Apple  Annual,  which  was  held 
October  7th  to  12th.  With  ten  boxes  of  Newton  Pippins, 
he  scored  997  points  out  of  a  possible  1,000. 

HUMBOLDT  COUNTY. 

The  Trustees  of  the  town  of  Trinidad  have  granted 
to  the  West  Coast  Whaling  Company  a  franchise  for 
the  erection  of  a  whaling  station  and  reduction  plant, 
to  cost  $240,000.  With  two  steel  whalers  stationed 
there  the  company's  investment  will  approximate 
$340,000.

Doings  of  the  Directors 

Board  and  Committees  Put  In  a  Busy  Month 


October  was  an  exceptionally  active  month 
with  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  and 
with  most  of  the  standing  committees.  The 
Chamber's  Third  Trade  Extension  Excursion 
occurred  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month,  and 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Streets  got  into  vigorous 
motion.  The  Chamber  took  an  active  hand  in  the 
campaign  for  the  Greater  San  Francisco  amend- 
ment to  the  State  constitution,  helping  the 
Greater  San  Francisco  Association  arrange  meet- 
ings and  provide  halls  and  brass  bands  for  speak- 
ers up  and  down  the  State,  to  assure  if  possible 
a  proper  presentation  of  the  question  to  the 
voters,  and  it  distributed  160.000  pamphlets  on 
the  subject.  In  conjunction  with  the  Civic 
League  of  Improvement  Clubs  it  issued  printed 
recommendations  on  the  proposed  constitutional 
amendments  and  initiative  and  referendum  meas- 
ures, and  secured  a  wide  distribution   of  them. 

MANY  MEETINGS   HELD. 

During  the  month  the  Board  of  Directors  met 
three  times,  the  Executive  Committee  as  often, 
the  Publicity  Committee  four  times,  the  Down- 
town Committee  five  times,  the  ^lembership 
Committee  three  times,  the  National  and  Foreign 
Affairs  Committee  four  times,  the  special  Com- 
mittee on  Consolidation  met  twice  and  its  mem- 
bers devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  cause 
between  meetings,  the  Foreign  Trade  Commit- 
tee met  three  times,  the  ]\Iunicipal  Affairs  Com- 
mittee met  three  times,  the  Finance  Committee 
met  twice,  the  Committee  on  Maritime  Affairs 
and  Harbor  met  twice,  the  Arbitration  Committee 
three  times,  and  the  Transportation  Committee 
and  the  Committee  on  Co-operation  with  Cali- 
fornia Organizations  met  once  apiece.  These 
meetings  mean  the  devotion  of  hundreds  of  hours 
of  time  to  the  public  service  by  men  whose  time 
is  valuable.  Some  of  the  activities  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  which  are  in  shape  for  publication 
are  as  follows : 

PLAN    FOR    STREET   REPAIRS    AND   REPAVING. 

The  report  of  the  Municipal  Affairs  Commit- 
tee, George  C.  Boardman,  chairman,  recommend- 
ing a  plan  for  concerted  action  to  secure  the  re- 
paving  and  repair  of  streets  on  a  general  system 
was  received  and  approved.  This  recommenda- 
tion, which  followed  a  suggestion  of  the  Down- 
town Committee,  has  resulted  in  the  formation 
of  a  Joint  Committee  on  .Streets.  Adolph  Uhl. 
chairman,  and  is  likely  to  have  far-reaching 
effects  on  the  condition  of  our  thoroughfares 
before  1915. 

GREATER    SAN    FRANCISCO. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee.  George 
C.  Boardman.  chairman,  appointed  to  co-operate 
with  the  committee  of  the  Greater  San  Francisco 


Association,  was  approved.  It  embraced  a  plan 
for  an  energetic  campaign,  which  was  well 
worked  out. 

PUBLICITY. 

The  report  of  the  Publicity  Committee,  Paul 
T.  Carroll,  chairman,  showing  that  32.800  pieces 
of  San  Francisco  literature  were  distributed  in 
September,  was  received,  and  a  recommendation 
was  made  to  the  Finance  Committee  that  more 
funds  be  appropriated  to  carry  on  the  good  work, 
as  hotels  and  railroads  were  asking  for  large  sup- 
plies. 

NATIONAL  INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS  COMMISSION. 

Chairman  C.  F.  ^Michaels  of  the  Committee  on 
^lanufactures  and  Local  Industries,  called  atten- 
tion to  this  commission,  recently  created,  and 
suggested  that  the  attention  of  President  Taft 
should  be  called  to  the  desirability  of  having  the 
Pacific  Coast  represented  on  it.  The  Board  re- 
ferred the  matter  to  the  Associated  Chambers  of 
Commerce  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

RESIGN.ATIONS    AND   LEAVES   OF   ABSENCE. 

The  resignations  of  Directors  James  Tyson  and 
\\'illiam  JM.  Bunker,  both  of  whom  are  leaving  for 
Europe  shortly,  were  received  with  regret. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  Directors  A.  L. 
Scott  and  W.  N.  IMoore  for  a  month  and  six 
weeks  respectively,  on  account  of  journeys  east. 

FUNDS  FOR  GREATER  SAN   FRANCISCO  CAMPAIGN. 

The  Board  made  a  call  on  members  for  sub- 
scriptions to  the  fund  for  the  Greater  San  Fran- 
cisco campaign,  which  met  with  a  liberal  re- 
sponse. 

[Many  other  matters  of  community  importance 
have  been  threshed  out  by  the  Boanl  that  are  still 
in  a  formative  stage,  and  not  yet  ripe  for  publica- 
tion.

She  soon  came  to  the  front  and  is 
now  our  proud  capital.  San  Francisco  will  soon  be  our 
greater  San  Francisco!  Your  very  modest  request  for 
S20  I  send  you  for  your  good  work.  I  wish  I  could 
make  it  $2,000  instead  of  $20.

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Panama  Pacific  Exposition  Ahead 

of  Any   World^s  Fair  at  This  Stage 

Downtown  Committee  Hears  Report  and  Passes   Vote  of  Confidence 


Eight  hundred  applications  for  space  at  the 
Exposition  had  been  filed  at  the  end  of  October, 
or  ten  times  the  number  the  St.  Louis  Exposition 
had  received  at  this  stage,  according  to  the  state- 
ment of  A.  W.  Scott,  Jr.,  one  of  the  directors  of 
the  Panama-Pacific  Company,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Downtown  Committee  of  the  Chamber  on 
October  20th.  Over  2,000  applications  have 
been  received  for  amusement  concessions,  all  the 
Central  American  countries  have  agreed  to  ex- 
hibit, twenty-two  foreign  nations  and  most  of  the 
States  have  accepted  the  invitation,  and  the  States 
will  spend  from  three  to  twelve  times  as  much  as 
they  did  at  Chicago  or  St.  Louis.  Louis  Levy, 
head  of  the  Exposition  Company  Publicity 
Bureau,  made  a  talk  accompanied  by  a  moving 
picture  exhibit  of  the  work.  The  committee 
passed  a  vote  of  confidence  in  the  exposition 
management. 

TELEGRAPH    HILL. 

At  the  Downtown  Committee's  meeting  of  Oc- 
tober 2d.  a  communication  was  read  from  the 
Outdoor  Art  League,  asking  that  the  committee 
petition  the  supervisors  to  submit  a  proposal  to 
acquire  lands  for  park  purposes  at  the  top  of  the 
hill.  The  committee  determined  to  stand  by  its 
original  policy,  favoring  the  erection  of  an  audi- 
torium or  some  other  monumental  building  on 
the  land  now  owned  by  the  city  at  this  point,  more 
land  to  be  acquired  if  necessary  to  that  end. 

ELEVATOR    DOORS. 

For  the  Police  Committee,  Andrew  McCarthy, 
chairman,  the  Engineer  reported  that  the  Chief 
of  Police  had  detailed  a  special  officer  to  endeavor 
to  have  merchants  in  the  downtown  section  keep 
their  sidewalk  elevator  doors  closed  except  when 
receiving  or  delivering  goods. 

BILL  BOARDS. 

For  the  City  Beautiful  Committee,  Col.  Mars- 
ton,  chairman,  reported  at  length  on  bill  board 
abuses,  illustrating  his  talk  with  photographs. 

At  the  next  meeting  Supervisors  Payot,  Gian- 
nini,  and  Hayden  were  present  and  stated  their 
views  on  the  bill  board  subject,  discussing  the 
proposed  ordinance  and  requesting  the  commit- 
tee's co-operation  in  passing  whatever  measure 
should  be  decided  upon. 

POWELL  STREET  TURNTABLE. 

Adolph  Uhl,  acting  chairman  of  the  Street 
Committee,  reported  that  he  and  Mr.  Andrew 
McCarthy  had  made  two  calls  on  Vice-President 
Black  of  the  United  Railroads,  in  the  eiTort  to 
secure  the  removal  of  the  turntable,  but  Mr. 
Black  had  assured  them  the  change  would  neces- 
sitate the  practical  rebuilding  of  their  power 
plant  at  great  cost.  It  was  agreed  that  the  fol- 
lowing plan  for  relieving  the  congestion  at  this 


point  should  be  given  a  trial :  as  quick  as  a  car 
makes  a  turn  it  will  take  on  passengers  and  pro- 
ceed immediately  to  a  point  north  .  of  Ellis 
Street  to  await  starting  schedule,  thus  clearing 
the  way  for  the  next  car.  The  greatest  incon- 
venience has  been  caused  by  cars  remaining  on 
the  turntable  at  a  crowded  corner,  causing  down- 
cars  to  stop  in  the  middle  of  the  block  until 
the  table  could  be  cleared. 

The  committee  also  recommended,  on  request 
of  Lieut.  Duncan  Matheson,  that  the  Supervisors 
be  asked  for  an  appropriation  for  ten  extra 
policemen  for  the  traffic  squad.  The  report  was 
approved  and  action  ordered  in  accordance  with 
it.  The  men  are  wanted  for  Powell  and  Ellis, 
Powell  and  Geary,  O'Farrell  and  Stockton,  Four- 
teenth and  IMission,  Third  and  Howard,  Market 
and  Sutter,  Battery  and  Front. 

OPEN  AUTO   MUFFLERS. 

On  complaint  of  Col.  Marston,  the  secretary 
was  requested  to  communicate  with  the  Chief  of 
Police  in  the  effort  to  secure  an  abatement  of 
this  nuisance.  The  Chief  has  issued  orders  to 
company  commanders  to  enforce  the  law  against 
noisy  drivers.  Steps  will  also  be  taken  against 
autos  standing  on  side  streets  within  forty  feet 
of  IMarket,  and  the  use  of  more  than  one-third  of 
the  width  of  the  street  by  building  contractors. 

auctioneers'    and   pawnbrokers'    LICENSES. 

Attorney  Peixotto  reported  in  reference  to  the 
proposed  restricting  ordinance  that  the  matter 
was  shaping  itself  properly  and  the  ordinance 
would  probably  be  passed  within  the  next  few 
streets.       streets  in  eastern  cities. 

George  C.  Holburton  of  the  Lighting  Com- 
mittee reported  on  the  lighting  of  Geary  Street 
and  LTnion  Square  Avenue,  and  at  the  following 
meeting  Engineer  Schiller  also  reported  for  the 
committee  that  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany would  install  a  new  style  of  gas  lamp  on 
Geary  Street,  between  ]\Iason  and  Van  Ness,  as  a 
test  for  further  gas  lighting  for  the  main  thor- 
oughfares. Two  samples  of  bracket  lighting 
have  been  installed  on  Union  Square  x\venue, 
between  Kearny  and  Grant  Avenue,  one  for  gas 
and  one  for  electricity,  and  all  members  are  re- 
quested to  observe  them  and  submit  reports  on 
them  to  the  chairman  of  the  Lighting  Committee, 
John  A.  Hammersmith. 

At  present  all  the  smaller  streets  are  in  dark- 
ness at  night,  and  after  a  trial  has  shown  the 
best  style  of  lamp,  it  will  be  adopted  for  these 
weeks.

Frank  E.  Carroll,  chairman  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee on  streets,  reported  some  interesting  and 
valuable  observations  on  a  trip  through  the  East.

D.  C.  The  visiting  Per- 
sians are  here  to  see  what  agricultural  and  manu- 
facturing opportunities  California  offers  to  col- 
onists. The  gentlemen  think  they  can  establish 
Persian  colonies  in  this  State  to  good  advantage. 
They  also  believe  that  with  proper  inducements 
and  reasonable  facilities  they  can  inaugurate 
manufacturing  enterprises  and  produce  here  the 
fabrics  that  have  made  Persia  famous.

dealer  in  forest  products,  of  Palowan,  P.  L,  and 
^Ir.  J.  Benjamin  Davalos  and  son,  of  Buenos 
Aires,  Argentine  Republic.

The  Publicity  Committee  of  the  Chambei", 
Paul  T.  Carroll,  chairman,  has  found  it  necessary 
to  call  for  an  additional  appropriation  in  order 
to  put  out  a  larger  edition  of  the  purple-covered 
booklet  "San  Francisco,  California." 

The  demand  for  this  publication  has  been 
widespread,  and  it  has  been  found  that  the 
original  issue  of  lO.ooo  did  not  begin  to  cover  the 
field.  Requests  have  been  received  from  the  rail- 
roads for  thousands  of  copies  to  be  distributed 
in  the  East.  Hotels  and  tourist  agencies  have 
been  supplied  with  them  and  will  be  given  thou- 
sands more.  The  California  Development  Board 
has  given  hundreds  of  them  to  visitors  arriving 
in  the  city.  Sixty-five  hundred  have  been  dis- 
tributed by  the  Chamber  itself.  A  new  edition 
of  lo.ooo  will  be  issued  this  year,  almost  all  of 
which  will  go  to  the  railroads.  Early  in  1913  the 
data  contained  in  it  will  be  brought  up  to  date 
by  the  insertion  of  statistics  not  now  available, 
and  another  issue  of  15,000  will  be  run  ofif. 

Of  the  ".Facts  About  San  Francisco,''  100  were 
delivered  on  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco 
Alaska  Club,  which  has  also  been  supplied  in 
quantity  with  all  literature  issued  by  the  Chamber ; 
Rufus  P.  Jennings  took  200  for  distribution  in 
business  mail;  and  the  Hotel  Sutter,  on  its  re- 
quest, has  been  furnished  with  800  copies.  The 
Ocean  Shore  Development  Company  has  asked 
for  and  received  several  hundred  copies. 

Members  of  the  United  States  Marine  Band, 
and  persons  traveling  with  that  organization  to 
the  number  of  sixty,  were  given  complete  sets  of 
all  literature  issued  by  the  Chamber.  The 
Australian  Rugby  Football  Team  was  also  fur- 
nished with  ■  these  mementoes,  and  Mr.  Manley 
of  the  Information  Department  received  from  its 
representatives  hundreds  of  names  of  friends  in 
New  Zealand  and  Australia,  to  whom  bundles 
of  literature  have  been  mailed.  This  is  but  a 
sample  of  the  ways  in  which  effective  distribu- 
tion is  obtained.

This  is  in  addition  to  15,000  leaflets  containing 
the  joint  recommendations  of  the  Civic  League 
of  Improvement  Clubs  and  the  Chamber  on  the 
legislative  proposals  and  constitutional  amend- 
ments on  the  ballot. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty  requests  for  literature 
were  received  by  mail,  and  a  total  of  794  in- 
quiries for  information  of  various  kinds  were 
received  and  answered  during  the  month.  This 
department  of  the  Chamber's  activities  is  grow- 
ing rapidly,  and  is  daily  becoming  more  im- 
portant to  the  growth  of  the  city. 

The  Publicity  Committee  is  working  toward 
a  gigantic  advertising  scheme  for  San  Francisco, 
which  shall  embody  the  best  ideas  of  experts, 
fortified  by  the  year's  experience  of  the  Publicity 
Department  in  the  preparation  of  literature  and 
its  observation  of  what  has  been  most  in  demand 
and  has  had  the  best  effect.  This  is  going  to  in- 
volve a  large  expenditure  of  time  and  expert 
work,  but  the  results  promise  to  be  better  than 
have  ever  vet  been  secured  for  this  localitv. 


The  Committee  on  ]\Iunicipa;l  Aff'airs,  George 
C.  Boardman,  chairman,  reports  that  it  has  con- 
sidered the  offer  of  the  Sutro  Estate  to  sell  cer- 
tain vacant  lands  fronting  upon  the  ocean  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Cliff"  House,  and  also  the 
Sutro  Baths,  for  the  sum  of  $687,613,  and  throw 
in  the  Sutro  Heights  property..  As  the  price 
asked  for  all  the  lands  to  be  purchased  is  less 
than  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  Sutro 
Baths  alone,  and  as  the  ocean  frontage  that  would 
be  included  will  be  valuable  to  the  city  and  in 
addition  the  city  will  secure  free  of  cost  the 
Sutro  Heights,  an  addition  to  its  park  system, 
the  Committee  recommends  that  the  proposed 
purchase  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  Committee's  recommendation  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Board. 


The  Sub-committee  on  Health  and  Sanitation, 
Dr.  Morton  R.  Gibbons,  chairman,  has  reported 
that  preventive  measures  should  be  taken  to 
stamp  out  the  hookworm  disease  which  is  becom- 
ing prevalent  amongst  the  Spanish,  Porto  Ricans 
and  Filipinos  coming  to  this  State  from  the 
Flawaiian  Islands.  To  accomplish  this  end  the 
Associated  Charities  intends  to  make  application 
to  the  proper  city  officials  for  the  employment 
by  the  Board  of  Health  of  a  special  nurse  at  a 
salary  of  $75  per  month  to  carry  on  the  work 
in  the  homes  of  the  people  themselves.

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Fine  Progress  Being  Made  on  San  Diego's  Exposition

A  visit  to  the  site  of  the  San  Diego  Exposition 
impresses  the  onlooker  with  the  evidence  of  an 
immense  amount  of  work  already  done,  and  the 
active  preparation  for  rai)id  progress  along  all 
lines  of  development. 

The  Administration  Building,  which  houses 
the  executive  force,  was  finished  and  occupied 
April,  I,  1912.  Three  service  buildings  for  the 
use  of  the  Division  of  Works,  and  a  field  hospital 
have  been  built  this  year.  Concrete  retaining 
walls  for  the  artificial  lake  and  lagoon  are  com- 
pleted. An  army  of  men  with  the  latest  im- 
proved machinery  are  at  work  finishing  the  work 
of  grading  the  grounds  and  building  sites.  This 
work  is  eighty  per  cent  completed. 

Grading  and  excavations  for  the  abutments  of 
the  great  bridge  which  will  span  the  Cabrillo 
Canyon  and  lagoon  at  the  western  entrance  to  the 
grounds  were  finished  March  ist,  and  the  grace- 
ful structure,  720  feet  in  length,  130  feet  high, 
and  60  feet  wide,  is  now  under  construction. 
This  will  be  one  of  the  permanent  features  of 
park  improvement. 

Designs  for  the  Electricity  and  Botanical 
Buildings  as  received  from  the  hand  of  Design- 
ing Architect  Bertram  Goodhue  of  New  York, 
have  been  approved  and  Director-General  F.  P. 
Allen.  Jr.,  has  begun  construction  on  the  former 
which  will  be  completed  approximately  April   i, 

1913- 

Actual  construction  work  on  the  Botanical 
Building,  which  will  be  a  lath  house  600  feet 
square  and  58  feet  high,  will  begin  October  15th. 
The  grading  for  this  building  is  completed. 

Over  50,000  trees  and  plants  from  the  nurs- 
eries and  plantations  of  the  Exposition  wdiich 
were  opened  in  1910,  have  been  set  out  on  up- 
land and  in  canyon.  This  nursery  and  the  planta- 
tions cover  over  100  acres  of  ground,  and  con- 
tain over  one  million,  five  hundred  thousand 
trees  and  plants  of  every  variety  and  of  all 
countries,  which  are  being  propagated  for  the 
decorative  and  scenic  features  of  grounds,  and 
buildings. 

Three  thousand  palms,  some  weighing  tons, 
and  a  half  century  old,  have  been  moved  from 
their  former  abiding  places  in  the  lawns  and 
grounds  of  citizens  of  San  Diego  who  donated 
them  to  the  fair,  and  have  been  transplanted  in 
new  soil  at  the  entrance  to  the  Exposition 
grounds,  where  they  are  growing  as  though  their 
roots  had  never  been  disturbed. 

Ten  miles  of  water  pipes  have  been  laid  in 
direct  connection  with  the  city  water  system.  An 
extensive  irrigating  system  has  been  installed. 

A  citrus  grove  representing  seventeen  varieties 
of  oranges  and  lemons  has  been  set  out  in  the 


Southern  California  section  and  the  trees  are 
growing  in  splendid  condition. 

On  every  hand  is  the  evidence  of  progress  and 
the  work  has  so  far  developed  that  one  may  see 
in  outline  the  general  plan  of  the  Exposition 
in  the  prepared  sites  for  most  of  the  main  build- 
ings, which  will  numlxT  fifteen  in  all.  It  is 
planned  to  have  all  of  the  main  buildings  com- 
pleted by  January  i,  1914,  in  order  that  the  deco- 
rative scheme  of  covering  all  with  flowering 
plants  and  vines  before  the  opening  of  the  gates 
on  January  i,  191 5,  may  be  carried  out. 

Practically  all  the  counties  in  the  State  of 
California  have  decided  to  be  represented  at  the 
San  Diego  Exposition  with  exhibits. 

Seven  States  of  the  Union  have  selected  tenta- 
tive sites;   some  are  permanently  located. 

Nearly  all  the  Latin  American  governments 
have  accepted  the  invitation  sent  them  to  par- 
ticipate. 

The  treasury  contains  $4,500,000  for  building 
and  improvement  of  grounds,  and  hundreds  of 
men  are  now  at  work  on  the  different  portions  of 
the  600-acre  site. 

This  work  w'ill  not  pause  until  the  Exposition 
is  finished  and  ready  to  open  January  i.  1915. 


IMPROVING  ANGEL  ISLAND 


The  Chamber's  committee  on  National  and 
Foreign  Aft'airs,  George  A.  Newhall.  chairman, 
reports  as  follows : 

On  August  17th  your  committee  was  charged  with 
securing  through  the  proper  official  channels  necessary 
appropriation  for  improved  building  accommodations  at 
the  United  States  Immigration  Station  at  .\ngel  Island. 

This  matter  has  received  the  careful  consideration  of 
your  committee  with  the  result  that  important  improve- 
ments are  now  being  made.  Additional  improvements 
are  needed,  which  will  be  carefully  followed  up.  On 
October  30th,  your  committee  met  with  a  delegation  of 
local  Chinese  merchants  and  advised  them  of  the  prog- 
ress made. 

By  arrangement  with  Dr.  M.  W.  Glover,  Past  .A.s- 
sistant  Surgeon.  United  States  Public  Health  Service, 
in  command  of  the  San  Francisco  Quarantine  Station, 
your  committee  visited  the  station  on  Angel  Island  on 
Xovember  ist.  Much  needed  impro\ement  to  this 
station  will  be  actively  taken  up  by  your  committee 
with  proper  officials  in  Washington,  D.  C. 


A  deputation  from  the  Chamber's  Committee 
on  Co-operation  with  California  Organizations, 
consisting  of  INIessrs.  Pringle,  Clark,  and  Whit-

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Traffic  Bureau  Urges  Shippers  to 

Help  Railroads  Minimize  Car  Shortage 


From  the  office  of  the  chairman  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Western  Railways,  Chicago,  Illinois, 
comes  a  report  dealing  with  the  all-important 
subject  of  car  shortage  for  1912-13.  The  chair- 
man gives  as  a  reason  for  this  anticipated  shortage 
the  exceptionally  heavy  crops  for  the  year,  and 
also  supplies  other  information  in  his  report  up- 
holding his  contention.  San  Francisco,  as  a  great 
shipping  center,  can  be  of  material  assistance  in 
the  alleviation  of  this  very  serious  situation,  and 
the  Traffic  Bureau  recommends  all  shippers  to 
observe  the  following  suggestions : 

Shippers  should  exercise  great  care  to  see  that  all 
loading  and  unloading  of  cars  delivered  to  them  be 
as  expeditiously  executed  as  practicable.  Every 
time  the  loading  or  unloading  of  a  car  is  needlessly 
delayed,  the  available  supply  of  cars  is  needlessly  re- 
duced; and  no  shipper  has  any  right  to  complain 
that  he  is  not  furnished  enough  cars  if  he  is,  by  his 
own  acts,  needlessly  and  wrongfully  reducing  the 
available  supply  of  cars.  Cars  are  furnished  for 
transportation,  not  for  storage!  And  every  one  used 
for  storage,  reduces  the  number  available  for  trans- 
portation. 

Shippers  can  help  greatly  by  loading  all  cars  to  as 
near  their  capacity  as  practicable.  The  more  freight 
there  is  loaded  in  each  car,  the  fewer  cars  will  be  re- 
quired to  move  all  the  freight. 

EXPRESS    RATES. 

Express  rate  hearings  before  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  have  been  closed  and  the 
matter  has  been  submitted  to  the  commission  for 
decision.  The  following  is  a  statement  of  the 
commission's  conclusion : 

"The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  de- 
nied the  application  of  the  railroad  carriers  for 
permission  to  intervene  in  this  case.  The  com- 
mission will  complete  the  schedules  of  rates,  and 
after  service  of  the  completed  schedules  the  ex- 
press carriers  will  be  given  thirty  (30)  days' 
time  in  which  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  effect  of 
such  rates  upon  the  actual  business  of  a  specified 
period  in  the  past  and  to  report  such  estimate  to 
the  commission." 

It  is  hardly  probable  that  the  State  Railroad 
Commission  will  render  a  decision  with  reference 
to  intra-state  express  rates,  practices,  etc.,  until 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  ren- 
dered its  decision  for  interstate  business. 

WESTERN  CLASSIFICATION. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  was  duly 
represented  at  the  oral  arguments,  held  before 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  October 
1 6th.  last,  by  Messrs.  H.  G.  Wilson  and  John 
Atwood.  of  the  Commercial  Club  of  Kansas  City, 
who  also  represented  a  number  of  other  commer- 
cial organizations  throughout  the  West.  Report 
has  come  from  Mr.  Wilson  that  Islr.  Atwood  pre- 
sented a  very  creditable  argument  in  the  interests 
he  represented  on  the  question  of  the  proposed 


incorporation  of  Rule  10  of  the  Official  Classifica- 
tion into  the  Western  Classification.  The  attitude 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  this  matter  is  one 
of  opposition  to  the  proposed  incorporation, 
which  has  been  expressed  before  in  the  columns 
of  the  Journal. 

DEMURRAGE  CHARGES. 

The  attorney  for  the  Traffic  Bureau  was  chosen 
to  prepare  a  brief  in  the  interests  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Fresno 
Traffic  Association,  the  Merchants  and  Manu- 
facturers' Traffic  Association  of  Sacramento,  and 
the  Associated  Jobbers  of  Los  Angeles,  to  be 
filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
at  Washington,  before  the  hearing  on  October 
19th,  in  the  matter  of  I.  &  S.  No.  83 — Advances 
in  Demurrage  Charges  on  Interstate  Traffic  by 
Carriers  Operating  in  the  State  of  California. 
The  attitude  of  the  Commercial  Associations  men- 
tioned above  is  one  of  opposition  to  the  proposed 
increase  on  interstate  demurrage  from  $1.00  to 
S3.00  per  day  per  car.  The  brief  has  been  duly 
filed  with  the  commission  and  served  upon  all 
parties  to  the  proceeding. 

FREE  STORAGE. 

The  State  Railroad  Commission  of  California 
has  issued  an  order  to  the  effect  that  the  railroad 
companies  must  remove  from  their  terminal  tariflF, 
effective  October  25th,  the  provision  for  free 
storage  a.t  Stockton  and  Sacramento.  This  prac- 
tice of  the  carriers  at  Stockton  and  Sacramento 
was  considered  a  discrimination  against  the  ware- 
house interests  of  San  Francisco,  and  also  the 
public  warehouse  interests  of  Stockton  and  Sacra- 
mento themselves,  and  was  in  the  first  place  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  railroad  companies  by  the 
Traffic  Bureau.  A  hearing  on  the  subject  was 
afterwards  held  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  at 
which  the  Bureau  was  represented.  The  result 
is  found  in  the  commission's  order  above  referred 
to. 

EXCESS  BAGGAGE. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  set  Oc- 
tober 31,  1912.  as  the  date  for  further  hearing  in 
the  matter  of  the  investigation  and  suspension  of 
certain  new  rules  and  regulations  restricting  the 
dimensions  of  trunks  and  other  articles  handled 
as  baggage  by  carriers  operating  throughout  the 
L'nited  States.  The  commission,  also,  at  a  gen- 
eral session  held  September  30,  191 2,  ordered  a 
further  suspension  of  the  operation  of  the 
schedules  of  the  carriers  containing  the  proposed 
rules  and  regulations,  to  April  29,  1913. 

The  State  Railroad  Commission  has  postponed 
the  continued  hearing  on  the  excess  baggage  mat- 
ter, as  regards  intra-state  business,  to  April  29, 
1913- 
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A  City- Controlled  Waterfront 

Must  Be  Under  Civil  Service  Rules 


To  enable  the  city  to  accept  the  control  of  its 
waterfront  should  the  Legislature  grant  it,  and 
to  keep  the  administration  of  the  trust  clear  of 
any  political  influence  whatever,  whether  of 
State  or  city  politics,  the  Chamber  submitted  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors a  proposed  charter  amendment  covering 
those  objects,  with  the  request  that  it  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  vote  of  the  people  at  the  coming 
election  in  December. 

The  amendment  was  carefuUv  drafted  bv 
Allen  G.  Wright,  of  Wright  &  Wright  &  Stet- 
son, after  much  study  on  the  part  of  the  Mari- 
time affairs  and  Harbor  Committee,  of  which 
Capt.  Matson  is  chairman,  and  not  only  seeks 
to  secure  non-political  administration  under  the 
civil  service  provisions  of  the  charter,  but  pro- 
gressive administration  by  experts. 

According  to  the  letter  of  transmission,  its 
main  provisions,  supposing  the  control  to  be 
granted  and  the  amendment  submitted  and  ac- 
cepted, would  be  as  follows: 

Seven  city  harbor  commissioners,  holding  office  four 
years  and  retiring  in  rotation,  would  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  the  Chief  Justice  and  the  Mayor.  They 
would  receive  merely  nominal  fees  for  attending  meet- 
ings. They  may  employ  a  Harbor  Master  with  broad 
executive  powers,  an  assistant,  a  secretary-treasurer 
and  assistant,  a  cliief  engineer,  wharfingers  and  other 
necessary  employees,  and  a  consulting  engineer  when 
necessary.  Employees,  including  wharfingers,  are  sub- 
ject to  the  civil  service  provisions  of  the  charter,  and 
the  Harbor  ^Master,  secretary-treasurer  and  his  assist- 
ant are  to  be  removable  by  the  Board.  The  Assistant 
Harbor  blaster  may  be  removed  by  the  Harbor  Master. 

The  Board  of  City  Harbor  Commissioners  and  its 
officers  are  given  very  full,  broad  powers. 

When  a  new  wharf,  bulkhead  or  breakwater  is  to  be 
built  they  maj-  lease  it  to  that  person  who  offers  to  pay 
rental  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  and  will  rfgree  to  take 
a  lease  for  the  shortest  term.  Such  lease  may  be  made 
only  after  competitive  bidding.  The  Board  may  also 
lease  real  property  and  improvements  within  its  juris- 
diction, under  clearly  defined  conditions. 

Other  powers  are  in  the  main  but  a  re-draft  of  the 
present  provisions  of  the  State  law.  Tolls  and  rents 
must  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  harbor  and 
take  care  of  any  bonded  debt.  A  modern  system  of 
accounting  is  provided  for.  and  certified  monthly  state- 
ments must  be  issued.  The  city  is  given  authority  to 
issue  bonds  for  the  improvement  of  the  waterfront  and 
provide  for  their  payment  either  by  general  taxes  or  by 
making  them  a  charge  on  the  harbor  revenues,  and  may 
issue  bonds  for  the  redemption  and  cancellation  of  exist- 
ing State  bonds  issued  for  harbor  improvement. 
_  Under  these  provisions  the  city  may  at  some  future 
time  make  this  a  free  port.  The  letter  of  transmission 
says  in  closing : 

"We  suggest  that  the  Public  Service  Commission, 
proposed  in  another  submitted  charter  amendment,  be 
not  given  authority  over  the  waterfront,  and  enclose 
herewith  a  suggested  amendment  of  that  other  proposal 
so  as  to  eliminate  all  control  of  the  waterfront  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission.  This  commission,  without 
having  any  authority  over  the  waterfront  will  have  quite 


enough  to  occupy  its  time  and  attention,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  administration  of  the  waterfront  is  a 
matter  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  independent  commission  that  will  devote  its 
time  and  attention  solely  to  the  waterfront."

The  Directors  of  the  Sacramento  Chamber  of 
Commerce  went  on  record  unanimously  on  Oct.

They 
were  notified  that  such  a  condition  was  entirelv 
in  accord  with  the  views  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber,  and  the  charter  ainendment  proposed 
above  was  designed  to  cover  that  point. 


The  Stockton  Street  tunnel  to  be  completed 
within  a  year  is  the  encouraging  news  published 
late  last  month.

In  the  report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Company,  there  is 
cause  for  city  pride  and  congratulation.

DIRECTORS  HEAR  DELOS  F.  WILCOX 


Dr.  Delos  F.  Wilcox,  expert  on  public  utility 
franchises,  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  Directors 
of  the  Chamber,  and  the  Mtinicipal  Affairs  Com- 
mittee, on  November  8th,  discussing  the  city's  in- 
terests and  those  of  the  corporations  and  the  pub- 
lic. He  declared  that  the  difficulty  in  the  past 
had  arisen  out  of  the  assumption  that  a  public 
utility  was  a  private  one,  whereas  experience  has 
shown  that  something  more  must  be  considered 
than  dividends.  Under  existing  franchises  the 
interests  of  the  companies  lay  in  stopping  exten- 
sion work  when  the  point  of  maximum  profit  is 
reached,  whereas  the  city's  interest  is  in  having 
extensions  made  into  districts  where  profits  are 
uncertain  and  losses  possible.  The  solution  of 
the  problem  lay,  he  said,  in  a  readjustment  by 
which  the  corporations  might  under  new  fran- 
chises, 1>e  required  to  extend  their  service  into 
outlying  districts,  while  security  and  a  reasonable 
return  on  the  investment  is  assured  and  ultimate 
acquisition  by  the  municipality  is  made  possible. 


The  annual  election  of  the  Chamber  will  he  held 
on  the  floor  of  the  Exchange  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  January.

The  Second  Annual  Banquet  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  the  Palm  Court 
of  the  Palace  Hotel  on  December  9th.  was  a 
notable  demonstration  of  the  success  of  the  or- 
ganization, and  its  growth  in  prestige  and  com- 
munity influence. 

The  occasion  had  been  carefully  planned  by 
the  Publicity  Committee,  of  which  Paul  T.  Car- 
roll is  chairman,  to  develop  what  might  be  called 
the  publicity  sense  of  San  Franciscans,  and  beget 
more  readiness  to  exploit  the  advantages  and  at- 
tractions of  the  city.

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President  Robbins  Reviews  the  First 

Year  of  United  Work  for  the  City 


M.  H.  ROBBINS,  JR., 

President    S.    F.    Chamber    of

President  Robbins  of  the  Chamber  opened  the 
second  annual  banquet  with  the  following  re- 
marks : 

A  year  ago  we  cele- 
brated a  birth  begotten 
of  the  union  of  our  great 
civic  bodies.  To-night 
it  is  becoming  that  we 
have  a  birthday  feast  to 
commemorate  one  year 
of  united  work  to  pro- 
mote the  commerce,  in- 
dustry and  pubHc  inter- 
ests of  San  Francisco 
and  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Commerce  has  come  to 
be  the  mark  of  civiliza- 
tion. Our  purpose  is  to 
act  and  preach  a  gospel 
which  means  great  things 
for  San  Francisco,  just 
as  it  has  meant  great 
things  for  Cleveland, 
Chicago,  and  Boston. 
There  is  a  great  differ- 
ence between  a  desire  and  a  purpose.  Why,  you  know 
the  old  saying :  "Never  wear  your  wishbone  where 
your  backbone  ought  to  be."  In  that  is  the  development 
of  character  in  men  or  in  organizations,  and  this  or- 
ganization saw  that  very  early  and  has  not  hesitated 
in  taking  a  decided  stand  when  convinced  that  it  was 
in  the  right. 

This  is  neither  the  time  nor  the  place  for  me  to 
chronicle  the  multitude  of  happenings  in  which  the 
Chamber  has  had  a  large  part  during  the  year — all  of 
that  properly  belongs  in  and  is  distributed  with  the 
President's  annual  report. 

GROWTH    OF    CIVIC    CONSCIOUSNESS. 

However,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  first  thing  undertaken 
was  to  awaken  in  the  Chamber  a  civic  consciousness, 
and  that  has  developed  enormously.  One  year  of  exist- 
ence has  shown  conclusively  how  firm  a  hold  the  plan 
of  united  and  systematic  civic  endeavor  has  taken  in  the 
community. 

All  the  vital  services  of  the  old 'Merchants'  Associa- 
tion, including  the  domestic  trade  extension  trips,  have 
gone  right  along.  That  extremely  active  group — the 
Down  Town  Association — has  not  ceased  its  work,  but 
as  a  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  it  now 
speaks  in  downtown  affairs  with  the  authority  of  the 
city's  great  central  civic  body. 

The  grain  exchange  business  of  the  old  Merchants 
Exchange  continues  unabated,  and  the  very  important 
functions  of  grain  inspection,  warehouse  inspection,  and 
commercial  arbitration,  are  now  discharged  by  commit- 
tees of  the  central  commercial  authority  of  the  city,  as 
they  ought  to  be ;  and  the  wide  activities  of  the  old 
Traffic  Bureau  are  conducted  under  another  branch 
of  the  Chamber. 

FOSTERING   FOREIGN    TR.\DE. 

No  obligations  of  the  old  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
San  Francisco  have  been  in  any  way  slighted.  On  the 
contrary,  its  most  important  function — the  promotion 
and  care  of  commerce — is  being  looked  after  to-day 
better  than  ever  before  through  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department,  which  the  Chamber  has  recently  organized 
and  which  is  spreading  a  knowledge  of  the  products  of 
California  and  the  commercial  facilities  of  San  Fran- 
cisco all  over  the  civilized  world. 

In  all  this  and  more  we  have  had  the  generous  co- 


operation of  the  San  Francisco  press,  which  has  realized 
that  Chamber  of  Commerce  news  is  important  news 
locally,  and  that  giving  it  publicity  helps  the  whole 
city. 

Partly  cause  and  partly  an  effect  is  the  increase  in 
membership  from  1400  to  3300. 

We  have  felt  the  full  flush  of  youth  and  are  beginning 
to  fall  into  our  stride.  Our  formative  period  devoted 
to  matters  of  organization  is  well  advanced  and  we  are 
now  systematically  conducting  the  activities  ours  by 
heredity,  and  there  are  being  initiated  a  large  number 
of  new  lines. 

Voluntary  co-operation  alone  will  be  productive  of 
good,  while  forced  co-operation  fails  therein.  Ours  is 
the  former  and  the  result  is  that  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  determined  for  itself  a  status  and  position  in 
this  community  the  influence  and  importance  of  which 
cannot  be  measured. 

NEW   SPIRIT  NEEDED. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  saying,  however,  that  there  is 
still  to  be  cultivated  a  different  atmosphere  in  your 
minds  as  to  the  Chamber  itself.  It  is  run  on  the  just 
and  simple  principle  of  what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong, 
and  since  it  is  not  influenced  toward  anyone's  a:dvantage 
but  simply  for  the  good  of  the  greatest  number,  it  is 
your  business  not  to  say  "what  is  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce doing?"  but  to  inform  yourself  of  its  activities 
and  see  what  you  can  put  into  it.  If  there  is  any  par- 
ticular work  you  are  interested  in,  suggest  it  and  offer 
your  services,  and  then  the  work  will  be  creative. 

The  one  great  need  is  for  volunteers.  We  have  now 
the  spirit  of  team  work,  and  whether  we  shall  grow  to 
the  full  measure  of  our  opportunities  is  a  question  that 
you  as  individual  members  must  answer  by  the  expres- 
sion of  your  willingness  to  work. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-three  thousand  five  hundred 
pieces  of  effective  literature — exclusive  of  the  regular 
publication,  the  Journal — at  an  expense  of  only  $3100, 
have  been  distributed  with  the  object  of  enhancing  the 
appreciation  of  San  Francisco  at  home  and  abroad. 

WORK  AS  A  UNIT. 

And  now,  bear  in  mind  that  all  this  work  must  be 
done  by  one  organization.  Napoleon  fought  in  units. 
He  let  his  enemies  divide.  In  one  there  is  strength,  in 
many  there  is  weakness.  When  you  encounter  opposi- 
tion you  don't  want  to  be  divided  and  j'ou  don't  want 
several  organizations  pulling  different  ways.  You  want 
unity,  decision,  one  plan  and  one  consistent  straight 
line  of  execution. 

The  advantages  we  have  gained  must  not  be  sacrificed 
or  even  jeopardized  by  any  private  personal  ambitions. 
The  future  of  San  Francisco  is  secure,  but  it  will  be  a 
broader,  finer,  more  profitable  future  in  every  way  be- 
cause of  the  work  of  this  organization. 


BENNETT      MADE     WASHINGTON      REPRE- 
SENTATIVE. 

Ira  E.  Bennett  of  the  Washington  Post  has 
been  appointed  to  represent  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  at  Washington  during  the  present 
session  of  Congress,  in  place  of  William  M.

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William  Sproule  Shows  Relation 

of  Carriers  to  Public  Welfare 


President  Sproule  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany addressed  the  Chamber's  second  banquet 
in  part  as  follows  : 


WILLIAM    SPROULE,

Company. 


Upon  my  return  to  San 
Francisco  last  year  after 
an  interval  of  absence,  I 
enjoyed  the  birthday  din- 
ner of  the  new  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  This  sec- 
ond dinner  brings  me 
face  to  face  with  my  own 
responsibilities  and  those 
of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce alike,  for  you 
have  done  me  the  com- 
pliment of  making  me 
your  guest  and  putting 
me  on  your  program  for 
the  evening.  I  appreci- 
ate this  compliment  the 
more  because  of  the  rep- 
resentative relation  I 
hold  with  respect  to  the 
great  property  whose 
duty    it    is    and     whose 


striving  it  is  to  serve  the  commerce  of  this  city  and  of 
this  commonwealth. 

Will  you  allow  me  to  say  here  that  I  have  found 
throughout  the  years  that  the  good  opinion  and  confi- 
dence of  the  business  men  of  this  city  and  of  this  State 
which  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  enjoy  in  large 
measure  has  been  my  most  valuable  asset? 

ASPIRATIONS    OF    THE    CHAMBER. 

To  any  man  worth  while,  the  good  opinion  of  his 
fellow  citizens  is  a  prize  well  worth  the  winning  and 
holding.  It  is  more  than  individual.  Reputation  is 
the  foundation  of  commerce.  Upon  this  foundation 
rises  the  structure  of  credit,  of  fair  dealing,  of  sound 
principles,  of  good  citizenship,  of  business  prosperity, 
of  all  which  are  embodied  in  the  aims  and  aspirations 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  San  Francisco. 

Upon  this  basis  and  in  this  presence,  there  are 
doubtless  many  here  who  believe  it  a  suitable  oppor- 
tunity for  the  company  I  represent  to  give  to  the 
men  of  commerce  in  San  Francisco  some  account  of 
its' stewardship.  In  this  spirit  only,  may  I  say  that 
in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  disbursed  in  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco one  dollar  and  ten  cents  for  every  dollar  gross 
its  line  west  of  El  Paso,  Ogden  or  Portland  earned 
for  its  own  treasury  in  payment  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  freight  into  or  out  of  San  Francisco? 

That  is  to  say,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  paid 
back  into  the  treasuries  of  the  men  and  business  of 
San  Francisco  every  dollar  its  Pacific  System  of 
6,500  miles  received  in  payment  for  its  own  services 
in  the  carriage  of  freight  into  San  Francisco  and 
the  carriage  of  freight  out  of  San  Francisco.  The 
companj'  paid  back  every  dollar  gross,  and  on  top 
of  that  dollar  paid  ten  cents  more. 

This  naturally  raises  the  question,  For  what  were 
these  pavments  made?  I  will  tell  you.  For  every 
dollar  of  revenue  earned  the  company  paid  out  57 
cents  in  wages  to  the  men  employed  in  San  Francisco 
and  53  cents  directly  to  the  business  men  of  San 
Francisco.  This  53  cents  was  chiefly  for  materials 
and  supplies.     I  state  these  figures  because  T  conceive 


them  to  be  directly  to- the  purposes  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Will  you  permit  another  statement?  In  the  State 
of  California  in  the  past  fiscal  year  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  paid  out  76  cents  directly  to  the 
people  of  this  State  for  every  dollar  gross  that  it 
earned  for  its  own  treasury  for  transportation  serv- 
ices rendered  within  the  State  of  California. 

Mind  you,  this  76  cents  out  of  every  dollar  gross 
was  paid  to  those  within  the  State  of  California. 

SPENDING    MILLIONS    ANNUALLY. 

This  76  cents  does  not  include  and  hence  takes  no 
account  of  materials  and  supplies  bought  and  paid 
for  outside  of  the  State,  such  as  rails,  locomotives, 
cars  and  hundreds  of  other  important  railroad  items 
necessary  for  a  large  railroad  system  and  which  can- 
not reasonably  be  bought  in  this  State.  This  76 
cents  does  not  of  course  include  any  payments  for 
interest  on  bonds,  for  dividends  or  anything  of  that 
kind. 

To  state  it  in  dollars,  in  the  past  fiscal  year  the 
Southern  Pacific  Comoany  paid  out  for  wages  in  the 
State  of  California  thirty-two  million  dollars,  and  for 
merchandise  and  miscellaneous  expenditures,  not  in- 
cluding taxes,  ten  millions  of  dollars. 

As  to  ta.xes:  Of  the  total  taxes  collected  by  the 
State  of  California  from  banks,  insurance  companies, 
franchises  and  public  service  coroorations  generally 
under  the  present  system  of  State  revenue,  the  South- 
ern Pacific  Company  paid  24  per  cent. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  remind  you  that  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  railroads  are  within  the  cognizance 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  of  the 
State  Commissions. 

Whatever  there  was  of  secretiveness  or  mystery 
about  the  essential  business  of  the  railroads  in  the 
past  has  been  dispelled  by  the  publicity  provided  for 
the  railroads  of  the  present  day. 

The  principle  of  regulation  we  accept.  It  is  not 
expected  of  the  railroads  that  they  shall  accept  con- 
fusion and  conflict  of  regulation,  nor  are  they  ex- 
pected to  accept  the  regulation  of  prejudice,  or  regu- 
lation that  takes  little  heed  of  its  destructive  effects. 
What  the  railroads  may  urge  with  propriety  and  with 
public  approval  is,  that,  regulation  being  accepted  in 
principle,  its  application  shall  be  unprejudiced  and 
shall  be  just.* 

RATE-MAKING    BY    CONFLICT. 

The  railroads  which  serve  San  Francisco  and  the 
Pacific  Coast  have  reasonable  grounds  for  maintain- 
ing that  the  present  railroad  rates  are  the  natural 
and  normal  expression  of  a-n  evolution  from  the  con- 
flict of  contending  commercial  forces. 

The  railroads  maintain  that  it  is  not  reasonable  to 
assume  that  existing  rates  are  unfair.  The  railroads 
contend  that  the  presumption  of  fairness  is  in  favor 
of  rates  which  are  the  development  of  fifty  years  of 
commercial  growth.  Errors  of  adjustment  which 
have  crept  into  them  have  not  been  errors  of  perver- 
sity or  of  willfulness. 

ft  must  be  plain  that  upon  any  other  basis  than 
this  presumption  of  fairness  it  would  follow  that 
whenever  a  railroad  rate  is  challenged  that  railroad 
rate  will  always  be  unfair,  since  there  never  will 
come  a  time  when  the  rates  will  be  free  from  attack. 
The  rate  made  to-dav  may  always  be  the  subject  of 
attack  to-morrow.  The  decision  of  a  commission 
to-day  stands  only  for  to-day.  There  is  no  governing 
rule. 
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It  is  this  downward,  ever  downward,  pressure  of  reg- 
ulation and  the  confusion  of  regulation  resulting, 
which  is  a  menace  to  the  fair  and  reasonable  earnings 
of  the  railroads,  and  it  is  this  presumption  of  unfair- 
ness of  the  rate  in  the  public  mind  against  which  the 
railroads  must  appeal  to  all  fair-minded  men,  to  all 
men  of  good  citizenship. 

ASK    ONLY   FOR   FAIRNESS. 

I  present,  therefore,  for  your  very  serious  consider- 
ation the  proposition  that  as  regulation  obviously 
imposes  restraints  upon  the  regulated,  it  must  in 
principle  impose  restraints  also  upon  those  who 
regulate. 

The  railroads  ask  that  commissioners  who  admin- 
ister regulation  shall  be  expected  to  balance  the 
scales  of  justice  evenly  as  between  the  complainants 
and  the  defendants  in  railroad  cases  as  would  a  judge 
in  any  other  case. 

The  railroads  must  rely  upon  the  men  of  business 
and  the  public  spirit  of  this  city  and  of  this  State, 
to  see  to  it  that  when  railroad  commissions  or  courts 
render  a  decision  favoring  the  railroads  those  tri- 
bunals are  as  amply  sustained  and  their  dignity  and 
the  proprieties  as  carefully  guarded  as  in  those  cases 
in  which  they  render  decision  against  the  railroads. 

I  would  venture  further  by  commending  to  your 
judgment  the  suggestion  that  hereafter  whenever 
any  attempt  is  made  to  recall  the  ghost  of  what 
was  once  known  as  the  railroad  question  for  the  pur- 
pose of  dragging  it  into  the  political  arena,  the  rail- 
roads should  be  able  to  rely  fearlessly  and  fully  upon 
the  business  men  and  the  public  spirit  of  this  city 
and  of  this  State  to  stamp  out  that  attempt  as  inim- 
ical to  the  public  interests,  by  which  I  mean  the  inter- 
ests of  all  the  people. 

The  railroads  are  well  aware  that  the  prosperity 
of  all  includes  their  prosperity;  and,  mark  you,  the 
reverse  is  repeatedly  proven  to  be  true — that  when 
the  railroads  are  not  prosperous  the  people  are  not 
prosperous. 

In  fact,  the  railroads  are  not  only  the  great  trans- 
portation agencies  of  the  country,  but  I  invite  your 
attention  to  the  more  intimate  fact  that  they  are,  in  a 
large  sense,  but  a  clearing  house  for  labor  and  sup- 
plies.    They  collect — to  pay  out  again. 

SURPLUS    NECESSARY    TO    CREDIT. 

It  is  necessary  to  the  well-being  of  the  community 
that  beyond  the  actual  needs  of  the  railroads  and  a 
mere  investment  return  on  the  money  there  should  he 
built  up  a  sufficient  surplus  in  the  treasuries  of  the 
companies  to  sustain  their  credit  and  insure  payment 
of  interest  on  their  bonds,  especially  in  lean  years. 

It  has  been  widely  published  that  in  the  past  year 
the  Railroad  Commission  has  saved  two  million  dol- 
lars for  the  people  by  reducing  the  rates  of  the  rail- 
roads within  this  State.  Accepting  that  statement 
for  the  present  purpose,  it  means  five  per  cent  on  a 
borrowing  capacity  of  forty  millions  of  dollars.  Which 
is  more  important  to  this  State,  that  forty  millions 
be  spent  in  the  increase  of  railroad  facilities  to  serve 
San  Francisco  and  California  or  that  the  railroads 
have  two  million  dollars  stricken  from  heir  earnings? 

I  would  like  to  ask  any  one  in  this  room  whether 
he  has  been  benefited  in  his  own  business  to  any 
appreciable  extent  by  that  reduction. 

The  fact  is  that  the  trade  relations  of  San  Fran- 
cisco demand  railroad  facilities.  Your  destiny  is 
from  San  Francisco  to  the  interior.  San  Francisco 
is  a  city  set  upon  the  eastern  edge  of  the  horizon  of 
the  Pacific.  The  commerce  that  sails  through  the 
Panama  Canal  into  the  Golden  Gate  will  not  thrive 
unless  San  Francisco  is  a  point  from  which  railroads 
radiate  north  and  east  and  south  and  with  increasing 
number,  increasing  mileage  and  increasing  resources.

Permission  to  have  white  \vitne.sses  in  Chinese 
immigration  cases  examined  at  the  Appraisers 
Building"  instead  of  having  to  made  the  tedious 
trip  to  Angel  Island,  will  be  requested  of  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce  and  Labor  by  the  Cham- 
ber. The  action  will  be  taken  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Chamber's  committee  on  National  and 
Foreign  Affairs.  George  A.  Newhall,  chairman. 
The  Chamber  will  also  request  the  adoption  of 
such  rules  as  will  permit  a  Chinese  alien  to  be 
represented  by  his  own  attorney  and  interpreter 
when  being  examined  for  admission  into  the 
United  States. 


The  men  of  San  Francisco  have  to  be  on  guard.

They  cannot  go  forward  except  with  mincing  steps 
by  reducing  railroad  rates.  They  can  go  forward  by  .. 
fostering  such  encouragement  to  railroad  construc- 
tion and  development  as  will  induce  capital  to  come 
and  build  railroads  for  you.  Liberal  treatment  for 
the  railroads  that  are  here  is  the  only  enticement  for 
other  railroads  to  come,  and  for  the  railroads  here 
to  pour  millions  upon  millions  of  money  into  new 
construction. 

WORKING  WITH  DESTINY. 

Gentlemen,  San  Francisco  as  the  Queen  City  of 
the  Pacific,  the  metropolis  of  our  Coast,  can  well  be 
the  first  to  set  the  example  of  presenting  to  the  entire 
world  that  unfailing  relation  of  good  will  and  har- 
mony among  ourselves  which  will  prove  to  be  the 
best  advertisement  of  our  advantages  as  a  great  com- 
mercial center  and  of  splendid  civic  spirit.  Con- 
tention does  not  make  for  happiness,  and  turmoil  does 
not  help  prosperity. 

"San  Francisco,  Make  It  Known,"  is  the  subject 
of  the  evening.  If  I  have  endeavored  to  make  these 
things  known  to  you,  I  am  sure  you  will  bear  with 
me  generously  in  this  serious  treatment  of  what  I 
deem  a  very  serious  subject,  that  is,  to  the  purpose 
of  the  evening  all  in  good  will  and  good  faith. 

Gentlemen,  the  destiny  of  San  Francisco  is  in  the 
making.  A  city  depends  upon  the  country  whose 
necessities  it  serves,  but  to  San  Francisco  has  been 
given  more.  To  the  millions  of  bountiful  acres  served 
by  the  rivers  and  railways  leading  to  San  Francisco 
are  added  the  sunshine  and  sparkle  and  stimulant 
throughout  the  year  of  as  bracing  an  air  in  San  Fran- 
cisco as  humanity  ever  breathed.  All  combine  to 
give  assurance  that  it  is  the  destiny  of  San  Francisco 
to  be  filled  with  overflowing  around  her  spacious 
bay  with  homes  of  happiness  garnered  from  all  the 
civilizations  of  the  world.  To  that  end  let  us  strive 
together.

Charles  K.  Field,  editor  of  Sunset  Magacinc, 
spoke  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  banquet  in 
part  as  follows : 

\\'hen  it  comes  to 
making  an  informal  talk 
under  these  conditions, 
it  helps  some  that  this 
is  a  boosting  dinner; 
the  last  time  I  was  in 
this  place  at  a  little  in- 
formal gathering  like 
this  it  was  a  dinner  for 
Knox. 

I'm    going   to    follow 
one    bad    pun    with   an- 
other,     but      you      can 
think   it   over   seriously 
while  I'm  talking  about 
something  else.     It's   a 
thought    that   ought    to 
go   right  alongside  any 
thought  of  publicity  for 
San     Francisco.       Per- 
haps   there's    a    slogan 
in  it: 
•   Oh,  you  whom  poets  choose  to  call 
"Serene,  indifferent  of  fate," 
Let  opportunity  do  all 

The  knocking  at  the  Gate. 
Once,  and  once  only,  I  made  a  really  formal  ad- 
dress to  a  chamber  of  commerce.  That  was  in 
Peking  and  my  speech  was  viseed  by  the  American 
minister.  Air.  Calhoun.  He  pronounced  it  harmless. 
And  yet,  right  afterward,  that  country  was  in  the 
throes  of  revolution. 

.SOMEBOnY    H.\S    ST.ARTED    SOMETHING. 

I  assure  you  I  am  not  here  to-night  to  agitate,  or 
Start  very  much  of  a  revolution.  Perhaps  I  do  hope 
a  little  to  fan  a  flame  already  kindled,  for  observe: 
this  dinner  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Publicity 
Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. The  subject  is:  "San  Francisco — Make  It 
Known." 

It  must  be  evident  to  all  of  j^ou  that  somebody 
has  started  something.  Somebody  with  irreverent 
hand  has  punctured  that  household  poem  beginning: 
"Serene,  indifferent  of  fate. 
Thou  sittest  at  the  western  gate." 
Otherwise,  why  get  together  in  the  heretical  name 
of  that  unknown  god.  Publicity? 

CH.ANGING  VIEWS. 

The  Publicity  Committee  agreed  that  there  might 
be  something  wrong,  after  all,  with  the  time-hallowed 
doctrine  that  San  Francisco  needs  no  advertising, 
that  she  will  get  hers  by  the  divine  right  of  the 
inevitable  metropolis:  they  conceived  it  possible 
that  serene  indiflference  of  fate  might  work  out,  in 
one  way  or  another,  as  an  actual  interference  with 
fate. 

Xow,  I've  lived  here  all  my  life,  practically,  and 
I  know  that  we  San  Franciscans  have  something  of 
the  broad  outlook  of  New  Yorkers,  who  are  noted 
for   their   freedom   from   any   taint   of  provincialism. 

I  know  we  are  honest  in  this  thought  and  I'm  not 
going  to  argue  the  point.  I  wish  simply  to  submit 
that  there  is  no  publicity  apparatus  like  the  vast  wire- 
less system  which  runs  from  mouth  to  ear  between 
those  who  have  seen  a  place  and  those  who  have  not; 
to  suggest  that  the  more  people  who  see  San  Fran- 


cisco and  see  her  right,  and  by  that  I  mean  more 
than  civic  boundaries,  the  greater  the  service  over 
that  wireless  system. 

STORY    OF    A    YOUNG    M.AN    IN    A    GRE.\T   CITY. 

I  would  like  to  suggest  further  how  publicity  may 
at  least  begin  at  home,  and  I  ask  your  indulgence 
while  I  tell  you  the  story  of  my  life,  onlj'  48  hours 
of  it — the  life,  not  the  story — limited  strictly  to  last 
week. 

On  Tuesday  last,  on  a  rather  overcast  morning,  I 
entered  San  Francisco  for  the  first  time  ("that  is,  for 
the  purpose  of  this  dinner.)  I  was  friendless  and 
alone,  save  for  a  mythical  wife  whom  I  had  left 
somewhere  in  the  city  and  whom  I  brought  in  for 
effect  when  marriage  improved  the  situation. 

Desiring  like  a  good  tourist  to  make  no  mistake 
and  to  get  properly  directed  and  informed,  I  selected 
certain  major  and  minor  sources  of  knowledge  to 
which  I  applied  in  the .  course  of  that  eventful  day. 
These  sources  were: 

a  transportation  office; 

an   information   agency; 

two  leading  hotels; 

one  middle-class  hotel; 

one  bank; 

one  department   store; 

one  newspaper; 

one  rubberneck  wagon; 

two  streetcar  conductors; 

one  news  stand; 

one  common  or  garden  citizen,  and 

the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
I  learned  a  great  deal  that  surprised  me  and  some 
things  that  did  not,  since  I  was  a  tourist  who  under- 
stood that  southern  CaHfornia  is  most  of  California. 
Everybody  suggested  the  rubberneck  wagon  or  the 
sightseeing  car.  Almost  everybody  suggested  Tam- 
alpais.  A  few  said,  "Go  over  to  Berkeley."  Nobody 
said  waterfront  or  transport  docks  or  Presidio.  No- 
body said  Telegraph  Hill. 

In  a  confidential  way  I  explained  to  the  Delphic 
oracles  whom  I  consulted  regarding  my  stay  in 
San  Francisco  that  wife  and  I  had  come  in  on  the 
train  on  our  way  to  Los  Angeles;  that  we  had  been 
advised  on  the  train  to  give  about  two  days  to 
Frisco  and  then  hurry  south. 

This  did  not  seem  to  trouble  the  Wise  Men  at 
the  hotel  information  bureaus.  They  took  the  thought 
of  losing  us  so  soon  with  calm  resignation  doubtless 
born  of  long  habit.  I  explained  that  I  could  stay 
over  longer,  if  I  could  see  orange  groves  and  mis- 
sions in  this  section  of  the  State. 

At  one  hotel  I  was  told  by  two  people  that  there 
were  no  orange  groves  up  this  way;  at  another  that 
there  were  some  but  no  better  than  I  could  see  down 
south. 

There  was  a  mission  at  San  Jose  and  also  an 
observatory  on  Mt.  Hamilton,  BUT  a  long  stage 
ride  to  get  to  it.  Was  it  a  horse  stage?  He  really 
couldn't  say.  A  memory  came  to  me  from  my  pre- 
vious incarnation — a  memory  of  that  wonderful 
auto  ride  with  the  silver  bay  cleaving  the  green 
valley  far  below  and  road  and  mountain  splashed 
with  blood  by  a  strange  sunset,  as  marvelous  as 
the  ensuing  visit  to  the  stars. 

It  dawned  upon  me  that  they  probably  knew  I  was 
not  registered  with  them.  So  I  went  to  the  big 
newspaper.  There  I  found  a  cordial  and  interested 
young  man.  who"  devoted  himself  to  me  and  gave  me 
iiteraUire    and    correct    data    about    summer    resorts. 
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I  appreciated  this  but  it  was  not  especially  valuable 
to  me  in  December. 

From  liim  I  learned  that  the  State  is  divided  into 
two  distinct  climates  by  the  Tehachapi  Mountains. 
In  discoursing  upon  the  climatic  differences  he  neg- 
lected to  tell  me  that  Oroville  that  morning  had 
begun  a  celebration  of  the  shipment  of  the  first 
oranges  out  of  California. 

CLOSING  YOSEMITE. 

He  said  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  was  very  pretty, 
but  most  of  the  places  there  were  closed  for  the 
winter.  I  was  sorry  to  learn,  also,  that  Yosemite 
was  closed,  because  I  had  always  felt  that  when  I 
came  to  California  I  must  see  the  valley.  But  it 
was  ver}'  plain  that  Yosemite  was  closed  up  tight. 
Everybody  said  so.  To  be  sure,  the  middle  class 
hotel  did  say  that  the  valley  was  open,  but  added 
that  most  of  the  larger  hotels  were  closed. 

The  middle-class  young  man,  learning  that  my 
wife  was  interested  in  missions,  said  that  out  on 
Dolores  Street  I  would  find  the  San  Migg-you-ell 
Mission;  not  so  quaint,  though,  as  those  down  south. 
Also  there  were  no  oranges  up  here,  but  they  were 
within  walking  distance  at  Los  Angeles.  And  there 
were  no  big  trees  near  here. 

I  went  into  a  bank.  There  was  no  danger  of  my 
being  recognized.  Here  I  received  very  courteous 
treatment  and  was  informed  that  my  idea  of  two 
days  for  San  Francisco  was  all  wrong,  that  I  should 
give  two  weeks.  But  I  would  not  find  oranges  up 
this  way  and  there  were  better  missions  down  south. 
Also  after  Yosemite  had  just  been  opened  for  me 
by  the  middle-class  hotel,  the  bank  foreclosed  it 
promptly. 

Then,  by  proper  procedure,  I  went  from  the  bank 
to  the  department  store.  There,  at  the  information 
bureau,  with  a  real  San  Francisco  complexion  and 
nice  brown  eyes,  I  found  a  booster. 

"My    goodness,"    she    said,    "you're    not    going    to 
leave    here    without    seeing   this    part    of   th'e    State 
Why,  you  won't  see  California!" 

Down  she  pulled  a  map  and  proved  it.  Oranges? 
Yes,  indeed,  in  lovely  country,  too.  She  forgot  to 
mention  that  they  ripened  there  first,  but  that  was 
a  detail.  And  missions?  The  finest  mission  in 
the  State  was  in  Monterey  County.  She  wouldn't 
lift  the  bank's  embargo  off  Yosemite  for  me,  but 
she  said  there  were  fine  Big  Trees  in  the  Santa 
Cruz  i\Iountains.  where  it  was  summer  weather  all 
the  j'-ear.  And  I  must  see  Sacramento,  the  capital 
of  the  State. 

Then,  as  she  warmed  to  the  subject,  she  said: 
"And  if  you  have  time,  you  ought  to  see  Iron 
Canyon.  It's  not  big,  but  it's  very  pretty,  given  by 
General  and  Mrs.  Bidwell — you've  heard  of  them — 
they  were  pioneers— it's  at  Chico.  That's  my  home 
town." 

Bless  her  heart!  If  we  were  all  like  her,  there'd  be 
no  "indifference  of  fate." 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  all  right.  The 
young  man  there  deluged  me  with  printed  matter  and 
when  J  murmured  my  story  about  Los  Angeles  he  fixed 
me  with  his  glittering  eye  and  said,  "See  here,  Fm  not 
a  betting  man,  but  I'll  buy  the  dinner  if  j'ou  find  that 
town  as  good  as  this."  If  he  referred  to  this  dinner, 
he  was  some  sport. 

TR.WELS   WITH   A  TROGLODYTE. 

A  few  words  must  suffice  to  tell  of  my  joy  ride  that 
afternoon  in  the  rubberneck  wagon.  Doubtless  many 
of  you  have  tried  it.  It's  a  harrowing  experience. 
Children  cry  out  upon  you.  shrilly,  "Rubberneck." 
Everyone  in  _  vehicles  or  walking,  gives  you  a  con- 
temptuous smile.  For  some  reason,  the  whole  population 
despises  you. 

But  never  mind;  before  the  rubberneck  wagon's 
lecturer  gets  through  with  you,  the  honors  are  about 
even. 

The  megaphonologist  on  our  wagon  was  a  wild  crea- 
ture—a   sort   of   cross   between   Jack   London   and   the 


cave-man  he  wrote  about — and  his  line  of  talk  was  as 
fierce  as  his. face. 

Not  a  word  about  the  new  City  Hall,  the  Civic 
Center ;  nothing  about  Van  Ness  Avenue  as  the 
triumphal  approach  to  the  Exposition.  As  we  went  up 
Market  Street,  "To  the  left  is  the  ruins  of  the  Power 
House,  shook  down  by  the  quake;  on  j^our  right  is 
McGinnis's  hardware  store,  one  of  the  leading  firms  of 
the  city." 

Ahead  of  us  rose  Twin  Peaks,  .a  bifurcated  green 
island  in  a  sea  of  homes.  The  wild  man  lifted  up  his 
instrument  of  torture  and  yelled  through  it :  "We  are 
now  about  to  pass  between  Twin  Peaks."  "What !" 
thought  I,  "has  the  tunnel  been  built  so  soon?"  And 
then  we  turned  into  the  cut  where  Duboce  Avenue  gets 
through  into  Market  Street. 

"Looking  at  Twin  Peaks  on  either  side  of  you,  one 
and  all,  you  can  see  how  San  Francisco  looked  before 
she  was  built." 

So  it  went  for  the  rest  of  the  trip — liberties  with 
language  and  fact  that  Kolb  and  Dill  might  envy,  until 
at  last  we  came  down  town  again,  after  having  been 
given  the  bandstand  in  the  Park  by  Rudolph  Spreckels 
and  offered  the  Sutro  house  and  garden  at  Sutro  Heights 
for  six  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

That  fellow  struggled  bravely  with  the  Exposition, 
but  he  and  Charlie  Moore  should  get  together. 

As  a  last  favor,  the  Mission  Dolores  was  pointed  out 
to  us  from  the  corner  of  Sutter  and  Leavenworth. 

The  Publicity  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce should  edit  that  cave  man's  talk. 

That  night  I  went  to  Chinatown,  a  dreary  trip,  even 
to  a  novice,  and  one  that  it  seems  to  me  might  easily 
be  made  better,  even  if  the  splendid  squalor  of  the  old 
quarter  is  gone  forever.  And  at  the  end  of  the  tour, 
without  saying  by  your  leave,  seventy-five  men  and 
women  were  trundled  leisurely  through  Pacific  Street, 
enabled  from  their  elevated  seats  to  look  over  the  swing- 
ing doors  of  the  joints  and  to  catch  glimpses  that  most 
likety  were  magnified  in  the  memorj'. 

Poor,  bad  publicity,  gentlemen,  all  of  it.  But  why 
can't  it  be  made  better?  It's  a  private  business  to  be 
sure,  but  3'et  it's  a  kind  of  public  franchise,  after  all. 
The  city  is  responsible  to  its  guests.  There's  a  com- 
bination there  of  hospitality  and  self-protection.  Find 
some  way  to  stage  the  Chinatown  attraction  to  save  it 
from  disgrace.  And  reserve  the  Barbary  Coast  for 
those  that  ask  to  see  it. 

Now,  gentlemen,  these  are  trifles,  light  as  air.  and 
they've  made  you  smile,  and  they've  made  my  talk  an 
informal  after-dinner  chat  instead  of  a  speech.  I'm  in 
between  two  speeches  here  like  chopped  olives  in  a 
sandwich,  cut  thick.  But  of  course  there's  a  serious 
thought  back  of  all  this  fooling.  None  of  what  I've 
told  you  has  been  made  up  for  the  occasion.  Every 
word  of  it  happened  last  Tuesday.  But  I'll  leave  you  to 
get  the  lesson  out  of  it,  such  as  it  is. 

let's  all  learn  the  story. 

A  kind  of  inertia,  not  discreditable  and  not  com- 
mendable, has  isolated  San  Francisco  in  the  thought  of 
the  world;  removed  her  from  the  realm  she  rules  and 
depends  upon,  as  Los  Angeles  has  not  been  isolated.  The 
sparkle,  the  life,  the  laughter  of  San  Francisco  are 
famous ;  her  indomitable  spirit  is  recognized ;  her 
financial  supremacy  is  understood.  The  follies  and 
diversion  upon  which  financial  capitals  have  ever  been 
built  since  the  first  metropolis  appeared  upon  the  earth, 
these  need  no  advertising ;  the  world  loves  to  report  and 
to  hear  them. 

But  the  other  story,  the  picture  of  the  queen 
city  beside  her  bay  at  the  confluence  of  the  rivers, 
receiving  in  her  open  lap  the  tribute  of  farm  and 
mine,  and  manufacture,  and  spreading  town,  or 
fiower-covered  bungalows — the  imperial  city  of  pleas- 
ure and  art  and  culture  for  a  wealth-bringing  section 
that  combines  all  that  the  world  has  come  to  know, 
love  and  long  for  as  California — that  story  needs 
to  be  told,  that  picture  to  be  painted  by  every 
means,  at  home  and  abroad,  that  publicity  can  devise. 
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Dr.  Aked  Gives  His  Reasons  for 

His  Love  for  San  Francisco

Mr.  President,  Mr. 
Mayor  and  Gentlemen : 
I  have  no  words  with 
which  to  acknowledge  as 
I  should  like  to  acknowl- 
edge the  distinguished 
honor  you  do  me  in  per- 
mitting me  a  share  in 
these  festivities.  I  can 
only  congratulate  you 
upon  your  courage. 
Your  willingness  to  allot 
this  fascinating  toast, 
'"San  Francisco,  the  City 
of  Our  Dreams,"  to  a 
benighted  preacher,  is 
proof  that  the  sporting 
instinct  of  your  ancestors 
is  not  yet  dead  and  that 
you  are  willing  on  occa- 
sions still  to  go  looking 
for  trouble. 

My  knowledge  of  San  Francisco  is  not  yet  two  years 
old.  And  in  so  graciously  allowing  me  to  speak  on 
this  toast  at  the  end  of  a  convivial  gathering  you  are 
certainly  taking  chances  with  a  healthy  recklessness 
that  recalls  the  days  of  old.  You  welcome  the  sheep 
and  the  goats  and  the  little  black  lamb.  I  have  my 
own  reasons  for  being  grateful  for  the  fact  that  you 
have  not  narrowed  your  large  hospitality.  All  the 
same,  gentlemen,  it  is  dangerous  to  give  me  leave  to 
utter  all  that  is  in  my  heart  concerning  San  Francisco, 
this  city  of  our  dreams. 

THE   REAL    AMERICA. 

A  New  York  editor  lately  offered  me  a  substantial  fee 
to  write  a  character  sketch  of  a  man  I  know  well.  I  de- 
clined on  the  grounds  that  I  disliked  him  so  much  I 
would  not  trust  myself  to  tell  the  truth  about  him. 

It  may  be  equally  dangerous  for  me  to  attempt 
to  speak  a  character  sketch  of  San  Francisco  but 
for  an  entirely  opposite  reason — I  love  San  Fran- 
cisco so  warmly,  so  deeply,  it  so  possesses,  dom- 
inates, enthralls  me,  body,  mind  and  spirit,  that 
perhaps  I  am  not  capable  of  telling  all  the  truth 
about  her.  This  is  to  me  America,  the  real  America 
which  I  came  to  find;  and  morning,  noon  and  night 
I  give  thanks  to  God  because  I  have  found  it. 

Let  me  tell  you,  if  I  may,  some  of  the  things  which 
have  so  charmed  and  fascinated  me,  some  of  the  things 
which  so  possessed  me  that  I  yearn  to  San  Francisco 
with  the  passion  of  a  lover  and  the  devotion  of  a  saint. 
Many  of  you  have  felt  as  I  feel,  but  the  Chair  has  given 
me  authority  to  put  your  feelings  into  words. 

First,  I  have  not  yet  recovered  from  my  wonder  at  the 
amazing  bigness  of  the  country  of  which  San  Francisco 
is  the  inevitable  metropolis.  When  I  am  writing  to 
British  friends  and  correspondents  tr3ang  to  give  them 
some  idea  of  the  wonderful  Western  world  to  which  I 
have  come  I  have  a  formula :  I  tell  them  that  this  is 
one  State  out  of  nearly  half  a  hundred  that  constitute 
the  American  Union,  and  yet  it  is  three  times  the  size 
of  England;  it  is  one-third  bigger  than  England,  Ire- 
land, Wales  and  Scotland  put  together.  When  I  am 
writing  to  friends  in  the  East  I  do  not  find  it  as  the 
lawyers  used  to  say,  immaterial,  irrelevant  and  incom- 
petent to  say  that  California  is  bigger  than  New  York, 


Massachusetts,  Maine,  Vermont,  New  Hampshire, 
Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey  and  Ohio 
all  rolled  into  one. 

ONLY    ONE   VIEW    IN    EUROPE   LIKE   IT. 

And  I  love  San  Francisco  for  her  unsurpassable  love- 
liness. Beautiful  for  situation,  the  joy  of  the  Pacific 
Slope  is  San  Francisco,  the  Queen  City  of  the  Sea. 
Six  months  ago  a  painter  of  European  fame  was  here, 
a  stranger  within  our  gates ;  late  in  the  afternoon,  from 
the  terrace  of  the  Fairmont  Hotel  he  sketched  with 
swift  strong  strokes  the  bay,  the  islands,  the  city  with 
her  encompassing  hills.  The  emerald  tints  died  out  of 
the  early  evening  sky  and  he  said,  with  a  kind  of 
petulance,  "there,  it's  going."  And  a  friend  standing 
by  ventured  the  bromidic  remark,  "It's  beautiful,  isn't 
it?"  And  he  turned  upon  her  with  a  fierce  joy  that  was 
a  kind  of  pain  and  he  said,  "Beautiful!  beautiful!  why, 
it's  stupendous  I  Do  you  know  that  there  is  only  one 
view  in  all  Europe  that  can  compare  with  this?" 

I  love  San  Francisco  because  here  we  live.  There  is  a 
certain  gathering  of  the  clans  in  the  old  country,  and 
when  they  meet  for  their  annual  gathering  they  begin 
the  opening  session  with  the  singing  of  a  cheerful 
hymn,  the  first  line  of  which  is,  "And  are  we  yet 
alive?"  That  fact  to  them  seems  a  source  of  perennial 
surprise. 

Mr.  President,  we  are  not  surprised.  We  do  not 
wake  up  every  morning  amazed  to  find  we  did  not  die 
overnight. 

I  love  even  those  great  roaring  winds  that  come 
sweeping  in  from  the  Pacific  laden  with  life  and  with 
health.     Tennyson  sang: 

"It  is  life  of  which  our  nerves  are  scant. 
Oh  life,  not  death,  for  which  we  pant, 
More  life  and  fuller  than  we  want." 

But  Tennyson  had  never  been  in  San  Francisco. 

BREEZES  LADEN   WITH   LIFE. 

Every  breeze  that  comes  roaring  in  from  the  Pacific 
is  laden  with  life.  We  breathe  these  airs  of  Heaven 
from  off  the  biggest  body  of  water  on  the  globe,  fresh 
before  anybody  else  has  breathed  them.  And  to  jaded 
nerve  and  sick  soul  they  come  with  healing  on  their 
wings. 

Florence,  in  the  centuries  of  her  renown,  gave  to  the 
world  merchants,  princes,  bankers,  world  rulers,  states- 
men, poets,  painters,  sculptors,  children  of  genius  whose 
place  is  with  the  immortals. 

HAS   ALL   THAT  FLORENCE   HAD. 

Mr.  President,  here  we  have  all  that  ever  made 
Florence  great.  The  flowers  and  fruits  of  the  earth; 
a  sun  like  that  of  Italy;  air  as  crisp  and  as  invig- 
orating as  that  of  the  Alps;  unimaginable  colors 
that  beam  upon  us  day  and  night  from  sea  and  sky; 
and  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  this:  the  most  enter- 
prising, the  most  resourceful  and  the  most  daring 
people  to  be  found  anywhere  on  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

Now  this,  gentlemen,  is  the  San  Francisco  that  I 
have  found,  the  real  San  Francisco  that  I  have 
found  for  myself  and  that  I  love.

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How  to  Plan  a  Selling  Campaign 

Study  Your   Territory  and  Know  What  It  Ought  to  Yield 

By  George  H.  Eberhard 


To  obtain  anything  like  one  hundred  per  cent 
sales  efficiency,  sales  managers  and  business 
executives  must  study  the  economic  utility  v^lue 
of  their  product,  its  probable  demand  and  the 
reasonable  expectation  of  sale,  and  only  appor- 
tion territories  to  salesmen  after  referring  to 
carefully  prepared,  accurate  information ;  valu- 
ing the  section  to  be  traveled  on  as  logical  basis 
of  expectancy  for  a  normal  standard  of  effort. 

Sales  managers  must  study  how  to  get  the  best 
average  result  from  each  salesman  under  con- 
ditions zi'hich  zvill  permit  him  to  do  constructive 
and  intensive  development  zvork  to  forestall  com- 
petition and  to  prepare  for  future  planned  expan- 
sion. 

MANY  FACTORS  INVOLVED. 

The  majority  of  business  men  are  poorly  in- 
formed on  subjects  vital  to  their  best  interest 
and  profit.  Their  reports  mean  just  "expense 
and  earnings"  to  them,  while  the  truth  is  that  a 
business  to  reach  its  full  success  must  weigh 
many  other  factors,  on  as  carefully  prepared  and 
accurate  a  scale  as  that  governing  the  keeping 
of  the  firm's  profit  and  loss  records.. 

Business  men  must  know  what  is  going  on  in 
every  part  of  their  field  of  distribution ;  the 
material,  the  social,  the  political  conditions.  The 
earning  power  of  the  consumers,  their  habits, 
their  environment,  have  more  to  do  with  the  suc- 
cess or  failure  of  an  enterprise  than  most  busi- 
ness men  appreciate. 

Every  concern  should  have  a  definite  plan  to 
build  to,  year  by  year,  for  at  least  two  years 
ahead. 

A  hluc-print  diagram  of  policy,  purpose  and 
reasonable  expectancy  to  build  to,  is  a  necessity 
to  the  manager  of  any  institution  that  desires  to 
rely  on  more  than  brute  effort  plus  luck. 

Accurate  immediate  records  are  readily  ob- 
tained if  the  data  is  collected  intelligently  and 
compiled  by  one  interested,  or  experienced 
enough  to  understand  its  value. 

In  the  work  of  securing  and  utilizing  informa- 
tion from  salesmen,  a  clear  appreciation  of  what 
is  required  must  guide  the  work,  or  the  waste  is 
enormous. 

Most  salesmen's  reports  are  wasted  because 
the  data  asked  for  cannot  be  used,  or  if  of  value 
it  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  inexperienced  em- 
ployees or  neglected  until  out  of  date. 

WHAT   SHOULD  BE   KNOWN. 

The  following  accurate  reliable  data,  tabulated 
up  to  the  minute  and  compared  in  the  right  man- 
ner, is  invaluable  to  the  sales  manager  and 
directing  heads  of  anv  business: 


The  exact  number  of  possible  customers  in 
each  section,  town  or  city. 

The  exact  sale,  on  your  leading  lines,  of  every 
possible  customer  in  each  section,  town  or  city. 

The  exact  number  of  possible  customers  whose 
trade  is  desirable  in  each  section,  town  or  city. 

The  possible  consumption  of  your  commodity 
based  on  population  (all  factors  of  environment, 
occupation,  etc.,  considered)  in  each  section, 
town  or  city. 

The  average  sale  of  competitive  lines. 

The  amount  of  business  normally  due  from 
each  customer  and  possible  customer,  making 
reasonable  allowance  for  competition  from  year 
to  year. 

The  amount  of  business  secured  in  comparison. 

The  salesmen's  record  of  sales  in  comparison 
with  the  normal  number  of  customers,  and  as 
compared  with  other  salesmen. 

Supplement  this  analysis  of  each  territory  and 
salesman's  work  in  percentage  ratings  as  to 
efficiency,  as  shown  by  the  sales  cost,  advertising 
cost,  and  the  other  factors  enumerated,  and  you 
can  deal  intelligently  with  your  salesmen  and 
your  selling  problems. 

In  weighing  these  statistics  you  must  consider 
the  advertising  used,  such  as  supplementary  win- 
dow displays,  painted  signs,  electric  signs,  and 
similar  factors. 

A  wholesale  house  that  would  assemble  data 
showing  the  towns  covered,  the  responsible  trade 
in  each  town,  the  present  estimated  or  known 
business  on  certain  lines  that  are  desirable  to  sell, 
the  business  obtained  by  their  salesmen  irom 
each  dealer,  the  possible  dollar  value  of  trade  that 
they  could  aspire  to  for  this  year  and  the  next 
year  on  each  line  of  goods  from  each  dealer,  pop- 
ulation and  all  local  factors  considered,  could 
develop  the  trade,  and  use  its  men  and  selling 
aids  to  maximum  effect. 

The  above  formula  if  properly  worked  out 
will  give  a  result  in  business  of  cans,  barrels,  or 
dollars  per  unit  per  thousand  or  ten  thousand  of 
population  for  each  section,  town  or  city  as  may 
be  desired. 

WHAT  A  LITTLE  INFORMATION   CAN  DO. 

With  statistics  of  this  character  you  can  make 
accurate  comparisons  of  the  work  done  by  each 
salesman. 

To  illustrate:  I  know  of  an  instance  where 
proper  analysis  and  territory  valuation  was  used 
as  the  basis  for  comparison  and  a  salesman  who 
covered  a  territory  sparsely  populated  in  one 
portion  and  heavily  populated  in  another  was 
found  to  be  doing  his  full  quota  of  business  in 
the  heavily  populated  section  and  less  than  half 
his  quota  in  the  thinly  populated  section. 

In  another  instance,  a  salesman  raised  a  quota 
of  $80  to  the  unit  of  ten  thousand  of  population, 
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to  the  normal  quota,  figured  for  his  territory,  of 
$170  for  each  unit  of  ten  thousand,  after  being 
shown  how  accurately  all  of  the  factors  had  been 
analyzed  and  tabulated. 

This  salesman,  by  the  way.  was  considered 
before  the  statistics  were  gathered  to  be  one  of 
the  few  securing  his  full  share  of  business. 

In  the  same  campaign  furnishing  the  above  in- 
stance, another  salesman  who  was  considered 
one  of  the  poorest  was  found  to  be  securing  over 
twenty  per  cent  above  the  quota  of  his  territory 
per  unit  of  population  and  received  a  substantial 
increase  in  salary  instead  of  a  possible  discharge, 
which  would  have  followed  had  he  been  judged 
much  longer  under  the  old  guesswork  system. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast  we  see  many  glaring 
illustrations  of  the  lack  of  territory  analysis  and 
valuation  by  Eastern  sales  organizations. 

Salesmen  are  sent  out  to  sell  articles  that  are 
consumed  in  limited  quantities  where  the  cost  of 
salary  and  expense  prohibits  a  profit  being  made. 
Some  sales  manager  had  evidently  looked  up  the 
map.  seen  a  large  area  of  territory  and  heard 
tales  of  the  good  times  in  San  Francisco  and 
other  Coast  cities,  and  out  comes  one  of  his  best 
men  to  sell  something  that  the  people  don't  use, 
or  if  they  do.  use  it  only  in  very  limited  quan- 
tities. 

KNOW  YOUR  TERRITORY. 

We  meet  with  salesmen  who  have  been  sent 
out  without  an  understanding  of  the  territory 
or  the  trade  almost  every  week,  and  constantly 
we  see  advertising  such  as  that  of  a  radiator 
company  featuring  snow-clad  bungalows  as  an 
inducement  for  the  purchase  of  radiators,  and 
other  advertisements  showing  ice  skates,  with 
pictures  of  icy  scenery,  in  newspapers  circulated 
in  parts  of  California  where  snow  and  ice  are 
unknown. 

The  present  plan  of  keeping  sales,  and  trade 
records  ends  zi'ith  a  history  of  the  past.  What 
to  work  for,  figured  on  a  sane,  reasonable  basis  is 
tnissing. 

Careful  territory  analysis  and  valuation  save 
mental  and  physical  waste.  Salesmen  are  not 
sent  after  the  impossible.  The  drones  are  often 
found  to  be  the  men  with  the  largest  sales,  be- 
cause they  have  been  given  trade  and  territory 
where  little  effort  brings  a  good  return  in  com- 
parison with  the  less  favorable  territories  of  other 
salesmen. 

Most  salesmen  are  routed  on  a  basis  of  the 
number  of  towns  they  can  cover  in  a  given 
period  of  time.  Nothing  is  more  primitive  or  in- 
efficient, with  the  possible  exception  of  sending 
men  out  without  route  schedules,  or  the  instruc- 
tions I  once  overheard — 

"You  have  the  States  of  ^Minnesota  and  the 
Dakotas.  be  sure  to  send  in  your  mail  address 
each  week." 

The  length  of  a  salesman's  stay  in  a  town  or 


city  should  be  based  on  an  accurate  valuation  of 
the  trade  possibility  and  reasonable  consuming 
strength  of  each  place. 

Reliable  analysis  and  valuation  reports  and 
statistics  mean  sane  success,  and,  what  is  of  more 
value  in  the  living  of  one's  business  life,  less 
mental  and  physical  waste  to  all  identified  with 
the  enterprise.

RECLAIMING  SUTTER  TULE  BASIN.

More  than  1000  tons  were  shipped  out 
from  Marysville  during  the  past  season.  The  surplus 
product  now  wasted  will  be  handled  by  a  new  pickle 
plant  to  be  built  by  San  Francisco  people.    The  INIarys-

CAN  COMPANY'S  SAN  JOSE  PLANT. 

San  Jose. — The  American  Can  Company's  new  plant 
on  Fourth  Street  will  soon  be  in  operation.  The  output 
will  be  300,000  cans  a  day,  which  will  be  increased  to 
500,000.  The  plant  will  employ  from  100  to  150  hands. 
From  fifty  to  sixty  cars  of  tin  will  be  received  every 
month,,  and  about  two  cars  a  day  will  be  used.  The 
capacity  for  one  month  will  be  6,000,000  cans. 

One  of  the  live  features  of  promotion  for  Santa  Clara 
County  has  been  the  movement  inaugurated  by  the  San 
Jose  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  estabhsh  a  deep  water 
harbor.  Port  San  Jose,  on  San  Francisco  Bay.  about 
II 1/2  miles  from  the  former  city  limits. — Jos.  T.  Brooks, 
Secretary  and  Manager  San  Jose  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


ZINC  FACTORY  ON  THE  BAY. 

San  jMateo. — The  factory  of  the  Reed  Zinc  Company 
at  Ravenswood,  at  the  southern  end  of  the  county  on 
San  Francisco  Bay,  is  practically  completed.  The  plant 
is  connected  with  the  Southern  Pacific  by  a  spur  track. 
Local  capitalists  at  Redwood  City  have  formed  a  com- 
pany for  the  development  of  manufacturing  sites  on  the 
bay  shore  at  that  point. 

The  city  of  Burlingame  has  voted  $175,000  worth  of 
bonds  for  providing  a  municipal  water  plant.  Test  bor- 
ings for  a  well  supply  are  now  being  made.

The  launching  of  the  magnificent  river  steamer  "Fort 
Sutter"  at  San  Francisco  marks  another  forward  step 
in  the  development  and  improvement  of  river  naviga- 
tion between  Sacramento  and  San  Francisco.  The  com- 
merce on  the  Sacramento  River  is  increasing  rapidly  and 
this  year  will  amount  to  fully  500,000  tons. — O.  H.

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  issues  the  table  herewith  to  show  tlie  remarkable  gains  in 
San  Francisco-New  York  tonnage  going  by  the  two  Isthmian  routes.  It  will  be  observed  that  these 
gains  began  after  the  organization  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  in  1909. 

American-Hawaiian  Company's  figures  are  for  calendar  years,  and  hence  are  not  yet  available 
for  1912.  This  company's  figures  for  191 1,  however,  show  the  same  effects  of  the  Traffic  Bureau's 
efforts  in  stimulating  water-borne  transportation.  Its  total  business  for  1912  will  probably  exceed 
600,000  tons,  which  will  make  a  grand  total  over  the  two  routes  of  more  than  900,000.  Compare 
it  with  the  small  quantity  moving  between  New  York  and  San  Francisco  by  sea  in  1900.

The  interests  of  the  San  Francisco  shippers 
were  represented  by  the  manager  and  attorney  of 
the  Transportation  Department  of  the  Chamber 
at  hearings  before  Examiner  Mackley,  of  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission,  held  in  San  Fran-

Under  dates  of  December  5th  and  6th  the 
Transportation  Department  of  the  Chamber  was 
represented  at  hearings  before  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission in  the  State  of  California  in  the  matter 
of  certain  proposed  changes  in  classifications  in- 
creasing rates  and  charges  on  certain  commo- 
dities. 


Apropos  of  the  acquisition  by  San  Jose  of  water 
transportation  facilities,  brought  about  by  in- 
cluding within  its  city  limits  a  strip  of  land  ex- 
tending to  the  southern  shores  of  San  Francisco 
Bay,  Manager  Wheeler  of  the  Transportation 
Department,  representing  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  addressed  on  November 
2 1  St  a  large  and  enthusiastic  meeting  of  the 
]\Ierchants'  Association  of  San  Jose  at  their  invi- 
tation on  the  subject  of  "Advantages  of  \\'ater 
Transportation.'' 

The  Transportation  Department  has  urged  the 
commercial  organizations  of  the  East  to  partici- 
pate in  eliminating  objectionable  features  of  the 
so-called  Seaman's  Bill.  H.  R.  2^67;^,  which 
passed  the  House  of  Representatives  August  3, 
1912.  and  is  now  before  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Commerce. 
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San  Francisco  Must  Work   With  the 

Chamber's  Foreign   Trade  Department 

By  Capt.  Robert  Dollar,   Chairman  Foreign  Trade  Committee 


Panama  Canal  prospects  and  changed  condi- 
tions in  China  have  lifted  San  Francisco  into 
world  prominence.  To  hold  this  proud  position 
San  Franciscans  must  work  on  commercial  lines 
as  never  hefore. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
recognizes  these  facts  and  is  acting  accordingly. 
The  new  era  calls  for  new  methods  and  measure- 
less energy,  and  the  concerted  efforts  of  business 
men. 

Three  months  ago  the  Chamber  formed  a  De- 
partment of  Foreign  Trade,  and  began  an  active 
campaign  on  broad  lines.  The  keynote  of  this 
campaign  is  community  of  interest.  In  the  first 
instance  the  department  presented  its  plans  to  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  the  De- 
partment of  State,  and  the  four  hundred  diplo- 
matic and  consular  representatives  of  the  United 
States,  and  asked  for  analysis,  criticism  and  sug- 
gestion. The  responses  ran  into  the  hundreds 
and  were  uniformly  favorable. 

TRADE  PLANS  WIDELY  APPROVED. 

The  foreign  trade  ideas  of  the  Chamber  were 
endorsed  in  principle  and  pronounced  practical. 
The  consular  representatives  in  this  city  also 
commended  the  plan.  These  representatives  were 
quick  to  see  that  the  plans  were  based  on  equi- 
table and  harmonious  relations  between  the 
nations  of  the  earth,  in  the  absence  of  which,  as 
history  abundantly  shows,  foreign  trade  invari- 
ably suffers. 

The  hundreds  of  endorsing  letters  that  marked 
the  opening  of  the  foreign  trade  campaign  were 
followed  by  letters  of  inquiry  and  suggestions  to 
which  there  promises  to  be  no  limit. 

The  department  has  shown  its  practical  value 
by  bringing  together  visiting  foreigners  and  local 
business  men  and  actually  promoting  trade  ar- 
rangements. The  office  at  Merchants  Exchange 
Building.  Chamber  of  Commerce  floor,  is 
equipped  with  maps,  directories  and  reference 
data  and  also  has  a  register  for  foreign  trade 
visitors.  Foreign  business  men  presenting  let- 
ters of  introduction,  and  asking  to  be  put  in  touch 
with  local  exporters  and  importers,  are  assisted 
in  every  possible  way.  Performance  has  suc- 
ceeded planning  and  multiplying  activities  have 
insured  the  future  usefulness  of  the  department. 

MAKIXG  SAX  FRAXCISCO  KNOWN. 

A  pleasing  feature  of  the  correspondence  is  the 
general  recognition  of  San  Francisco's  growing 
importance.  The  American  consuls  and  the  con- 
sular representatives  of  other  governments  see  in 
San  Francisco  a  city  that  can  make  its  future 
what  it  will.  At  the  same  time  they  know  and 
we  know  that  the  future  will  not  materialize  in  a 


dreauL  We  have  to  work  for  results  and  work 
hard. 

In  order  to  appreciate  the  correspondence  fully 
it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  letters  cover 
every  fairly  important  commercial  district  on 
the  face  of  the  globe. 

If  the  correspondence  had  merely  developed 
the  world's  estimate  of  San  Francisco  enterprise 
it  would  have  been  well  worth  while.  But  it  has 
done  more.  It  has  directed  the  eyes  of  the  whole 
commercial  world  to  us.  The  letters  have  shown 
that  this  city  is  now  recognized  as  a  world  center 
for  barter  and  sale,  and,  most  important  of  all,  a 
coming  rate-making  base.  The  financial  suprem- 
acy of  the  city  is  a  determined  fact.  Now  we 
must  work  for  the  commercial  supremacy  that 
the  world  admits  we  may  have  for  the  taking. 

As  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  formed  to 
promote  and  protect  trade,  the  bringing  together 
of  buyer  and  seller  and  the  distribution  of  reli- 
able commercial  literature  are  two  of  its  most 
important  functions.  The  departments  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  the  American  consular  officers,  and 
business  men  generally,  not  only  appreciate  the 
trade-producing  value  of  the  Chamber's  Depart- 
ment of  Foreign  Trade,  but  also  realize  that  this 
is  the  time  for  expanding  the  foreign  trade  of 
the  port.  The  ofifers  of  co-operation  in  the  work 
of  expansion  are  .not  prompted  by  mere  courtesy. 
They  are  based  on  the  idea  that  through  the 
Panama  Canal  cut-off,  and  the  reorganization  of 
China.  San  Francisco  is  coming  into  its  own. 

The  department  is  grateful  for  advice  re- 
ceived. Some  of  the  advice  has  proved  invalu- 
able. 

Adx'icc  and  suggestions  are  as  iceleome  as  they 
arc  necessary. 

The  department  cannot  fully  succeed  without 
the  assistance  of  those  familiar  with  the  needs 
and  advantages  of  foreign  trade  affecting  or 
likely  to  affect  the  port  of  San  Francisco.

Dear  Sir  : — In  assisting  the  promotion  of  our  foreign 
trade,  I  have  been  brought  into  contact  with  the  Foreign 
Trade  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  inasmuch  as  I  have  been  so  favorably 
impressed  with  the  work  of  this  committee  in  the  cause 
of  extending  American  business  in  Japan  and  the  far 
East,  I  wish  to  place  on  record,  before  returning  to  my 
post  in  Yokohama,  my  sincere  appreciation  and  hearty 
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commendation     of     j-our     businesslike     and     effective 
methods. 

American  trade  in  the  far  East,  and  particularly  in 
Japan,  is  increasing  very  rapidly — very  much  niore 
rapidly  in  fact  than  the  ratio  of  increase  reported  by  the 
European  commercial  countries  at  the  present  time. 
We  are  establishing  a  record  for  rehability  in  the  far 
East  and  the  time  is  ripe  for  a  still  further  rapid  increase 
in  the  amount  of  business  which  we  are  capable  of  doing 
in  that  part  of  the  world.  In  order  to  secure  and  hold 
this  business,  it  is  necessary  that  Foreign  Trade  Com- 
mittees should  become  familiar  with  every  detail  of  the 
situation  and  continue  year  in  and  year  out  to  cater  to 
the  wants  and  requirements  of  the  consuming  millions 
of  population  throughout  the  Orient. 

I  feel  that  the  Foreign  Trade  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  accomplishing  a 
practical  and  successful  work,  not  only  on  behalf  of  the 
commerce  of  San  Francisco  and  the  State  of  California, 
but  on  behalf  of  American  foreign  trade  generally. 

Again  complimenting  j-ou  and  your  honorable  body 
upon  the  work  of  your  Foreign  Trade  Committee,  I  beg 
to  remain.

Hon.  Thomas  Sammons,  United  States  Consul 
General  at  Yokohama,  was  the  guest  of  the  For- 
eign Trade.  Committee  of  the  Chamber  at  an  in- 
formal luncheon  on  November  27th,  at  the  San 
Francisco  Commercial  Club.  James  Otis,  vice- 
chairman  of  the  committee,  presided. 

Sammons  stated  that  the  commerce  of  the  Far 
East  is  approximately  doubling  every  ten  years. 
In  1880  the  exports  from  the  United  States  to  the 
Orient  aggregated  about  eleven  and  one-half  mil- 
lion dollars,  while  at  the  present  time  it  is  about 
one  hundred  and  eighteen  million  dollars.  During 
the  above  period  the  importation  of  oriental 
products  into  the  United  States  increased  from 
sixty-five  million  dollars  to  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  million  dollars. 

The  total  commerce  of  the  Far  East  is  estimated 
to  be  about  four  billion  dollars,  although  about 
fifty  per  cent  of  this  is  represented  by  inter-orient- 
al trade.  Of  this  total  commerce  of  the  Far  East 
the  United  States  at  the  present  time  have  but 
a  very  modest  percentage.  Nevertheless  the  ex- 
ports from  the  United  States  to  the  Far  East,  par- 
ticularly to  Japan,  are  increasing  with  unprece- 
dented rapidity. 

The  fact  that  our  trade -with  Japan  increased 
fourteen  million  dollars  in  exports  during  the  past 
year  is  considered  sufficient  evidence  of  inviting 
trade  possibilities  in  that  part  of  the  world.

The  members  of  the  Brazilian  Trade  Commis- 
sion were  guests  of  honor  at  a  luncheon  at  the 
Commercial  Club  presided  over  by  Captain 
Robert  Dollar,  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Trade 


Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  on  November  18th. 

Count  Candido  Mendez  de  xA.lmeida,  chairman 
of  the  delegation,  delivered  the  principal  ad- 
dress. He  emphasized  the  importance  of  estab- 
lishing direct  steamer  service  between  this  city 
and  Rio  Janiero. 

Dr.  Eugenio  Dahne,  Commissioner  General  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Industry  and 
Commerce,  also  laid  great  stress  on  the  necessity 
for  a  better  acquaintance  between  the  commer- 
cial interests  of  the  two  countries  preliminary  to 
the  increased  exchange  of  commodities  which 
will  follow  the  opening  of  the  canal. 

Other  guests  were :  Candido  ]\Iendez,  Jor.,  son 
of  Count  ]\Iendez ;  Dr.  Jayme  de  Argello,  Jor.,  a

AUSTRALIANS  TO  HAVE  A 

TRADE  AGENCY  IN  THIS  CITY 


F.  T.  A.  Fricke,  of  Melbourne,  Australia,  has 
established  himself  in  San  Francisco  as  the  official 
representative  of  the  Mctorian  Government,  after 
close  study  of  all  Coast  cities.  This  is  the  first 
time  the  Victorian  Government  has  appointed  a 
representative  and  instructed  him  to  arrange  a 
trade  program.  In  the  course  of  a  consultation 
with  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Cham- 
ber, Mr.  Fricke  said : 

"Our  inquiries  go  to  show  that  we  are  at  the 
present  time  doing  one-third  of  the  trade  with 
America  that  America  is  doing  with  us.  It  is 
reasonable  to  suppose  from  these  figures  that  the 
extension  of  the  American  trade  with  Australia 
cannot  expand  unless  there  is  a  return  in  the  ship- 
ping. At  the  present  time  the  ships  are  going 
down  practically  full  and  returning  only  half  full. 

"The  Victorian  Government  has  already  ex- 
tensively exported  to  Europe  and  Great  Britain 
all  fresh  products  and  now  desires  extending  into 
San  Francisco  such  items  as  fresh  meat,  butter, 
fresh  fruits,  onions,  potatoes  and  tomatoes.'  We 
are  one  of  the  greatest  producing  countries  in 
the  southern  hemisphere,  capable  of  producing 
fresh  products  at  a  time  when  they  cannot  be 
produced  in  the  northern  hemisphere,  where  the 
great  population  is." 


The  Information  service  of  the  Chamber,  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  W.  Manley.  has  put  out  421  letters 
during  the  month,  or  about  15  a  working  day,  in 
response  to  inquiries  about  commercial  and  in- 
dustrial opportunities,  real  estate  values  and  the 
like.  The  inquiries  are  growing,  and  show  a 
rapidly  widening  interest  in  San  Francisco. 
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Predicts  Great  Influx  at  This  Port 


Former  Mayor  Rose  of  Milwaukee  Tells  Downtown  Committee 
of  This  City's  Bright  Future 


San  Francisco,  the  greatest  of  Pacific  Coast 
ports,  as  the  Castle  Garden  of  the  near  future, 
with  a  mighty  stream  of  immigration  pouring 
through  the  city,  was  the  picture  held  before  the 
Downtown  Committee  of  the  Chamber  at  the  com- 
mittee's meeting  of  November  27th,  by  the  Hon. 
David  S.  Rose,  former  mayor  of  Milwaukee.  He 
declared  the  city  would  become  the  center  of  a 
world-wide  commerce. 

A   TREMENDOUS    FUTURE. 

"California  now  ships  much  of  its  output  East 
in  carloads  and  buys  it  back  in  driblets,  but  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  San  Francisco  will 
manufacture  not  only  for  herself  but  for  a  great 
back  country  and  for  a  thriving  export  trade." 

At  this  meeting  Chief  of  Police  White  and  his 
secretary,  Capt.  John  0']\leara,  were  present  and 
promised  to  give  their  personal  attention  to  the 
abatement  of  a  number  of  nuisances,  such  as  side- 
walk blockades  in  front  of  double  show  threaters. 
littering  of  streets  and  consequent  obstruction  of 
drains  with  paper  wrappings,  poor  service  by 
some  of  the  Chinatown  guides,  loafing  about  cigar 
stands,  and  obstructing  of  entrances  to  business 
places  by  some  of  the  newsboys. 

The  Downtown  Committee  kept  up  its  good 
work  for  the  improvement  of  conditions  in  the  re- 
tail district  of  San  Francisco  during  November, 
and  held  several  fertile  discussions,  at  its  weekly 
meetings,  of  plans  and  methods  for  making  this  a 
more  attractive  city,  under  direction  of  W.  D. 
Fennimore,  chaimian. 

At  one  of  these  meetings.  Lieutenant  Matheson 
of  the  Traffic  Squad  suggested  that  the  committee 
take  up  with  the  United  Railroads  the  plan  of 
having  two  conductors  for  cars  at  the  safety  sta- 
tions on  Market  Street  during  the  rush  hours. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  Chairman  Paul  Elder 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Committee,  and  the  plan  is 
now  in  operation,  with  marked  success.  He  also 
suggested  the  elimination-  of  the  stick  wagon  for 
the  hauling  of  building  materials,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Street  Committee,  of  which  Frank 
E.  Carroll  is  chairman. 

PHOTOGRAPHS  OF  SIDEWALK  OFFENSES. 

Complaints  were  filed  at  this  meeting  against 
open  elevator  doors  and  cases  of  goods  left  on 
sidewalks.  Both  were  referred  to  Engineer  Schil- 
ler for  readjustment  through  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. Frank  E.  Carroll,  chairman  of  the  Street 
Committee,  produced  a  number  of  snapshot 
photographs  showing  some  of  the  most  flagrant 
offenses. 

B.  D.  Caldwell,  president  of  Wells  Fargo  & 
Company,  was  entertained  at  luncheon,  and  de- 


livered an  interesting  business  talk  on  co-opera- 
tion between  the  carriers  and  the  public.  He  was 
followed  by  A.  Christeson,  local  manager  for  the 
company. 

The  Mayor  and  the  United  Railroads  were 
thanked  for  the  settlement  of  the  Sutter  Street 
car  line  difficulty. 

The  committee  is  carrying  on  an  agitation  for 
the  still  better  lighting  of  the  downtown  district, 
and  at  the  meeting  of  December  4th,  Rollin  C. 
Ayres  of  the  Ad  Men's  Club,  Captains  Shea  and 
Gleason  of  the  Police  Department,  and  Super- 
visors Koshland  and  Nolan  contributed  some 
valuable  ideas  on  the  subject. 

"Humanity  and  moths  go  where  the  light  is," 
said  Ayers ;  while  Koshland  declared  San  Fran- 
cisco was  probably  the  best-lighted  city  in  the 
country,  though  it  might  not  be  generally  appre- 
ciated because  the  lighting  spread  far  into  the 
outlving  districts. 


GREETING  OF  LISBON  CHAMBER 


His  Excellency,  J.  Betalha  De  Freitas,  Portu- 
guese Minister  to  China  and  Commissioner  to  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  was  the 
guest  of  honor  at  an  informal  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce luncheon  in  the  Red  Room  of  the  St.  Fran- 
cis Hotel  on  November  25th.  The  luncheon  was 
presided  over  by  Wm.  P.  Sesnon,  First  Vice- 
President  of  the  Chamber  and  chairman  of  the 
Reception  and  Entertainment  Committee. 

Sesnon  referred  feelingly  to  the  reception  ac- 
corded at  Lisbon  to  the  Commission  Extra- 
ordinary of  the  Exposition  and  expressed  his 
pleasure  at  being  able  to  reciprocate  in  the  name 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Director  John  S.  Drum  delivered  an  address 
of  welcome. 

His  Excellency  read  a  formal  greeting  from 
the  Lisbon  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber.

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Chamber  Favors  Recognition  of  China 

Speedy  recognition  of  the  Chinese  Republic  is  favored  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  the  following  resolutions,  adopted  by  the  Directors  on 
recommendation  of  the  Foreign  Trade  and  National  and  Foreign  Affairs  com- 
mittees : 

Whereas,  The  Chinese  people  have  formed  a  Republic  and  abundantly  demonstrated  their 
capacity  for  self  government,  and 

Where.\s,  The  Republic  of  China  is  entitled  to  full  official  recognition  by  the  United  States 
Government,  and 

Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  advocated  the  recognition  of  the  Republic 
of  China  by  the  United  States  Government ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  favors  the  speedy  recognition 
of  the  Chinese  Republic  by  this  Government  and  the  strengthening  of  the  bonds  of  friendship 
uniting  the  two  nations ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of 
China  in  order  that  they  may  be  fully  advised  of  the  position  of  this  Chamber  with  respect 
to  the  recognition  of  the  Repubhc  of  China  by  the  United  States  Government. 


Chamber   Will  Actively  Foster 

The  National  Guard  of  California 


The  Chamber  will  soon  have  a  special  standing 
committee  on  California  National  Guard  and 
Naval  ^Militia,  on  which  one  director  will  serve, 
to  encourage  in  all  possible  ways  the  upbuilding 
of  organizations  for  the  national  defense. 

Already  California  and  San  Francisco  are  well 
organized  in  this  regard,  but  there  is  necessity  for 
filling  up  the  rosters  and  keeping  the  regiments 
up  to  full  strength.  Crack  military  organizations 
are  coming  to  San  Francisco  from  New  York 
and  other  Eastern  States  for  the  Panama-Pacific 
Exposition.  San  Francisco  must  be  prepared  to 
keep  abreast  of  them  in  all  points  of  comparison. 
In  order  to  bring  this  about  employers  must  be 
made  to  see  that  the  public  interest  demands  that 
men  shall  have  every  reasonable  opportunity  to 
enlist,  that  there  shall  be  no  disabilities  put  upon 
them  and  that  they  shall  have  time  to  attend  en- 
campments and  maneuvers.  There  must  be  un- 
derstanding, sympathy  and  encouragement  for 
the  service  on  the  part  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  what  it  represents. 

The  general  functions  of  the  committee  will 
be  to  suggest  such  action  as  may  seem  proper  to 
assist  the  State  forces,  to  keep  in  touch  with 
their  affairs,  to  persuade  them  of  the  friendly 
interest  of  the  Chamber,  and  to  assist  them  in 
securing  legislation  that  may  appear  necessary 
in  this  field. 

The  militia  of  to-day  is  a  far  different  institu- 
tion from  the  militia  of  a  few  years  ago.  when 
companies  were  in  the  nature  of  private  social 
clubs  and  their  encampments  often  anything  but 
military.  Under  the  Dick  law  the  State  forces 
are  required  to  conform  to  regular  army  stand- 
ards, a  strict  discipline  is  maintained  and  serious 
work,  and  valuable,  is  done  by  every  national 


guardsman.  The  service  is  not  play.  The  train- 
ing is  of  real  value,  especially  in  the  Coast  Ar- 
tillery, Signal  Corps,  and  Naval  Militia  forces 
stationed  in  San  Francisco. 

Of  the  Coast  Artillery  there  are  ten  companies 
located  in  and  about  this  city.  A  magnificent 
armory  is  being  built  at  Fourteenth  and  Mission 
Streets,  to  cost  $300,000.  It  will  cover  a  space  of 
240  by  280  feet,  and  will  contain  gun  and  mortar 
batteries,  a  plotting  room  and  other  fire-control 
equipment ;  a  swimming  tank,  a  gymnasium,  a 
rifle  range,  a  drill  court  168  by  240  feet,  a  social 
hall,  library  and  reading  room.  Equipment  is 
furnished  by  the  Government  through  allotment 
to  the  State.  The  recent  army  maneuvers  direct- 
ed by  the  War  Department,  from  the  Salinas 
\'alley  northward,  showed  how  important  the 
militia  was  considered  by  the  Washington  au- 
thorities from  the  standpoint  of  national  defense. 
^^'hat  is  wanted  and  what  the  Chamber  can  and 
will  supply  is  encouragement  and  interest,  and  a 
standing  committee  to  which  the  problems  of 
the  citizen  soldiers  can  be  referred  and  which 
can  assist  in  their  solution. 

The  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  such 
a  committee,  and  it  has  proved  of  the  greatest 
value.  Among  the  organizations  that  will  visit 
San  Francisco  in  IQI^  will  be  New  York's  famous 
Seventh  Regiment.  The  California  Coast  Artil- 
lery is  planning  to  hold  its  own  in  competitive 
drills  and  gim  service  with  any  regiment  of  State 
troops  that  may  visit  us.  and  this  will  be  aided 
by  making  the  men  feel  that  they  have  the  ap- 
proval of  the  city's  central  civic  body.  It  all 
goes  to  the  credit  of  San  Francisco  and  the  up- 
building of  local  confidence  and  pride,  than  which 
no  city  can  have  more  valuable  capital.

On  the  bulletin  board  of  the  Exchange. Hall  the 
Chamber  has  recently  posted  a  notice  to  members, 
calling  on  them  to  join  in  boosting  for  their  city, 
to  talk  about  its  good  points  instead  of  its  bad, 
its  truly  great  accomplishments  and  not  its  petty 
failings,  and  declaring  intention  to  furnish  am- 
munition in  the  shape  of  weekly  statements  of 
bank  clearings,  building  contracts,  climatological 
data,  and  the  like,  which  will  be  posted  as  often 
as  available.  The  idea  is  one  Director  Paul  T. 
Carroll  brought  back  from  a  trip  to  one  of  the 
wide-awake  American  cities,  where  it  is  operated 
with  the  best  results.  But  it  can  only  be  worked 
through  co-operation.  It  will  do  no  good  to  post 
statistics  if  they  are  not  to  be  discussed  and  used. 
It  is  trite  to  say  that  San  Franciscans  do  not  talk 
up  the  merits  of  their  city  and  that  they  are  slow 
to  fall  in  with  concerted  schemes  for  its  advance- 
ment, yet  it  is  true  to  some  degree.  Here  is  a 
test.  Let  all  that  have  business  "on  the  floor," 
watch  the  bulletin  board,  and  they  will  find  matter 
for  pride  in  their  city,  and  talking  points  to  im- 
press strangers  with  its  value. 


LUNCHEON  TO  B.  D.  CALDWELL 


A  complimentary  luncheon  was  given  Novem- 
ber 15th  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  at  the  Hotel 
St.  Francis,  to  B.  D.  Caldwell  of  New  York, 
president  Wells  Fargo  &  Company ;  A.  Chris- 
teson,  vice-president  and  general  manager  Pacific 
Department ;  C.  R.  Graham,  traffic  manager,  and 
F.  S.  Holbrook,  general  traffic  manager. 


During  November  the  Bureau  of  Inspection 
kept  close  track  of  the  progress  of  the  work  under 
the  sewer  bond  issues  of  1904  and  1908 ;  the  Aux- 
iliary Water  Supply  System  for  Fire  Protection, 
and  the  Garbage  Disposal  System. 

Work  on  the  sewers  was  prosecuted  in  a  satis- 
factory manner  with  the  exception  of  the  section 
which  crosses  Golden  Gate  Park  at  Forty-eighth 
Avenue.  The  contractor  on  this  job  was  unable 
to  cope  satisfactorily  with  the  conditions  which 
obtained  and  has  abandoned  the  work.  Either 
the  bondsmen  will  take  the  job  off  the  contractor's 
hands  or  the  Board  of  Public  Works  will  re- 
advertise  the  contract. 

On  the  Tonquin  Street  sewer  (1904  bond  issue) 
bids  were  called  for  and  contract  was  awarded 
before  sufficient  bonds  to  cover  the  cost  had  been 
disposed  of.  The  contractor's  bid  was  very  low 
on  this  job  and  he  is  endeavoring  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  technicality  to  withdraw  from  his 
contract.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  will  prob- 
ably permit  this,  as  an  unwilling  contractor  with 
a  losing  contract  has  before  this  proved  expensive 
to  the  city. 

The  progress  on  the  laying  of  the  high  pressure 
mains  was  satisfactory  and  with  the  completion 
of  the  present  contracts  all  of  the  pipe  will  have 
been  laid  that  can  be  laid  under  this  bond  issue. 
On  contract  No.  49  the  contractor's  superintend- 
ent very  often  reports  sections  of  the  line  ready 
for  testing  a  day  ahead  of  time.  This  causes  con- 
siderable waste  of  time  on  the  part  of  the  in- 
spectors. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Twin  Peaks  Reservoir,  the 
specifications  for  repairs  are  ready  and  contract 
will  soon  be  let.  The  Ashbury  Heights  Reservoir 
was  practically  completed  during  the  month  and 
is  now  in  use. 

The  work  on  the  Islais  Creek  Incinerator  pro- 
gressed satisfactorily  during  the  month.

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Rincon  Hill  Re- Grading  a  Step  Nearer

have  been  far  enough  developed  by  the  engineer- 
ing department  of  the  Chamber  to  be  submitted 
to  the  special  committee  of  the  Associated  Sav- 
ing Banks,  of  which  Director  John  S.  Drum  of 
the  Chamber  is  chairman,  as  a  basis  of  a  plan  for 
financing  the  project,  and  also  to  the  property 
owners  for  their  consideration.     They  comprise : 

1.  A  list  of  all  the  property  owners  in  the  district 
to  be  graded. 

2.  The  areas  of  their  respective  holdings. 

3.  The  assessed  valuation  of  every  lot. 

4.  The  valuation  of  the  improvements. 

5.  The  existing  bank  mortgages  on  each  piece. 

6.  The  number  of  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be  re- 
moved from  each  lot,  if  graded. 

7.  The  area  of  city  streets  and  parks  involved. 

8.  The  cubic  yards  to  be  removed  from  this  area. 

9.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  removal. 

10.  The  proper  street  grades  to  establish,  worked 
out  from  a  careful  study  of  the  kind  of  traffic  and 
the  way  in  which  it  will  be  served. 

11.  Large-scale  maps  showing  the  existing  im- 
provements. 

This  has  taken  months  of  continuous  effort  on 
the  part  of  Engineer  H.  A.  Campbell,  in  charge 
of  the  Chamber's  Inspection  Bureau,  while  the 
work  of  inspecting  municipal  bond  issue  improve- 
ments was  carried  along  without  interruption ; 
but  it  was  necessary  in  order  that  the  committee 
of  bankers  appointed  at  the  Chamber's  request, 
might  have  data  to  go  upon  in  the  work  of  de- 
vising a  plan  whereby  the  costs  of  grading  the 
private  property  could  be  met  without  swamping 
the  small  property  owner. 

AN    INTRICATE  TASK. 

If  Folsom  Street  is  to  be  regraded,  and  this  is 
the  scheme  most  in  favor,  there  are  in  the  dis- 
trict involved  about  779  separate  parcels  of  prop- 
erty, held  by  over  725  different  owners. 

The  labor  of  preparing  the  data  for  all  these 
lots  has  been  enormous,  and  anyone  unfamiliar 
with  such  work  might  well  be  excused  for  under- 
estimating the  time  and  effort  involved — but  it  is 
just  such  thorough  examination  that  must  pre- 
cede any  large  engineering  project,  and  the 
banks  must  be  informed  with  exact  detail  before 
they  can  consider  lending  their  depositors' 
money  to  the  scheme. 

The  information  is  contained  in  a  roll  of  thirteen 
blue-print  sheets,  containing  statistical  tables  of 
all  pertinent  data  about  every  block  affected ; 
maps  of  the  present  grades  and  the  proposed 
grades  according  to  both  plans ;  a  large-scale 
map  with  the  names  of  owners  and  the  property 
divisions ;  another  showing  the  location  and  char- 
acter of  the  existing  improvements ;  a  coast  sur- 
vey map  of  San  Francisco  and  its  vicinity  in 
1857;  photographs  of  scenes  on  Rincon  Hill, 
indicating  its  evolution  to  its  present  stage,  and 
exhibits  showing  regrade  work  in  Pittsburgh  and 
other  progressive  cities  that  have  had  to  do  more 


of  it  than  San  Francisco,  and  that  have  gone  at 
it  and  done  it. 

The  cutting  down  of  Rincon  Hill  in  San  Fran- 
cisco's big  improvement  task,  its  Panama  Canal, 
and  every  possible  contingency  must  be  foreseen 
and  provided  for.  Hence  the  exhaustive  care  that 
has  been  devoted  to  the  preliminary  steps.  It  is 
the  same  sort  of  problem  (though  much  larger) 
as  the  cutting  down  of  Beale  Street,  which  was 
accomplished  by  the  same  organization,  under 
the  name  of  the  Merchants'  Association,  pursuing 
the  same  sure  methods.  The  Beale  Street  project 
succeeded,  and  so  will  the  Rincon  Hill  project, 
provided  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  can  have  the 
co-operation  of  the  city  government  and  the  prop- 
erty owners. 

INSUFFICIENT  GRADING  UNPROFITABLE. 

The  data  thus  far  compiled  does  not  include 
estimates  of  benefits  and  damages,  of  loss  of 
revenue  from  existing  improvements,  nor  cost  of 
reconstructing  improvements.  Some  of  the  items 
have  been  doubled  in  difficulty  by  the  presenta- 
tion of  two  plans,  one  eliminating  Folsom  Street 
and  the  other  including  it.  The  past  history  of 
the  hill  shows  that  the  grading  down  of  Second 
Street  in  1869  failed  to  produce  all  the  benefits 
expected  of  it  because  it  did  not  go  deep  enough, 
but  left  prohibitory  grades  in  places.  An  al- 
ternate scheme  designated  Plan  No.  i,  providing 
for  cutting  down  only  the  eastern  part  of  the  hill, 
is  not  considered  seriously,  because  it  would  fail 
to  remove  the  real  barrier,  and  be  of  compara- 
tively limited  public  benefit. 

There  are  twenty-five  blocks  of  streets  to  be 
graded  down.  The  work  of  grading  public 
streets  and  parks,  and  private  lots,  must  go  on 
together  unless  the  costs  are  to  be  greatly  in- 
creased. The  problem  thus  involves  the  co-opera- 
tion of  everybody  concerned  in  order  that  there 
may  be  a  workable  concert  of  action. 

Another  point  of  municipal  policy  on  which,  to 
the  lot  owners,  the  value  of  the  whole  project 
hangs,  is  in  regard  to  spur  tracks.  The  owners 
cannot  be  interested  in  this  great  undertaking  tc> 
transform  an  old  residence  district  into  a  swarm- 
ing industrial  center  unless  they  can  be  assured! 
that  the  industrial  center  is  going  to  swarm  to 
some  purpose;  which  involves  the  essential  of 
spur  tracks  threading  it  in  every  quarter.  The 
ideal  plan  would  be  a  spur  up  the  middle  of 
every  block,  serving  every  establishment  at  its 
back  door. 

The  present  value  of  real  estate  in  the  eighteen 
blocks  of  private  property  embraced  in  Plan  No. 
3,  taking  the  assessment  as  representing  fifty  per 
cent  of  the  market  value,  is  $8,818,020.  It  is 
worth,  roughly,  an  average  of  $2.00  a  square 
foot.  Cut  down  to  two  per  cent  grades  it  is 
admitted  that  it  will  be  worth  at  least  $3.50  a 
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square  foot,  or  $15,495,916,  a  gain  of  $6,677,- 
896.    Much  of  it  will  be  worth  more. 

PREPARING  FOR  A  WORLD  COMMERCE. 

Across  the  docks,  and  along  the  Embarcadero, 
between  Harrison  Street  and  the  Channel,  there 
will  move  one  and  three-quarter  million  tons  of 
cargo  annually.  Back  of  the  Embarcadero  in  this 
quarter  should  be,  and  will  be  when  the  plan  is 
carried  out,  great  warehouses,  factories  and  as- 
sembling plants,  served  by  the  cars  of  the  Belt 
Railroad  to  and  from  the  pier  sheds,  and  by 
trucks  into  all  quarters  of  the  city. 

At  present  San  Francisco  has  no  such  equipped 
and  organized  focus  of  industry  and  trade,  but 
the  preparation  of  the  ground  for  one  by  the  re- 
moval of  Rincon  Hill  will  be  the  best  and  most 
valuable  improvement  of  the  port  for  the  han- 
dling of  the  commerce  that  will  be  brought  to 
San  Francisco  Bay  by  the  Panama  Canal. 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  enhancement  of  the 
values  of  property  in  this  area.  The  question 
confronting  may  of  the  lot  owners,  however,  is 
how  they  are  to  meet  the  costs  before  the  values 
accrue,  and  until  that  question  is  settled  in  some 
satisfactory  way  their  necessary  co-operation 
cannot  be  obtained.  It  was  to  devise  ways  and 
means  to  this  end  that  the  Chamber  asked  the 
Associated  Savings  Banks  to  appoint  a  special 
committee  of  bankers,  and  then  had  its  engineer- 
ing department  prepare  for  that  committee  the 
data  described. 

The  burden  might  perhaps  have  been  left  to  the 
city,  but  the  Chamber  undertook  it  so  that  when 
the  time  came  to  present  the  scheme  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  the  details  would  be  in  complete 
and  presentable  form. 

Beale  Street  has  been  cut  down.  There- fol- 
lowed a  movement  to  have  Main  Street  lowered. 
This  has  been  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, and  it  will  not  interfere  with  the  general 
plan,  as  it  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Rincon  Hill 
project,  and  will  accomplish  that  much  of  it  in 
advance.  At  a  meeting  of  the  lot  owners  with  the 
Chamber's  Committee  on  Municipal  Affairs  a 
tentative  agreement  was  reached  to  the  effect  that 
they  would  favor  the  removal  of  the  whole  hill 
if  the  thing  could  be  done  in  a  proper  and  thor- 
ough-going manner  and  without  a  freeze-out  of 
the  small  lot  owner. 

It  will  be  the  function  of  the  Savings  Bank 
Committee  to  frame  a  plan  of  financing  the  small 
lot  owner  so  that  he  may  carry  his  part  of  the 
burden  and  get  his  share  of  the  benefit.  This  is 
the  next  stage  and  it  is  one  that  will  require 
many  weeks.  If  the  committee  brings  in  a  work- 
able plan  the  whole  proposition  will  be  presented 
by  the  Chamber  to  the  property  owners  and  if  a 
majority  of  them  agree  upon  it,  the  matter  will 
then  be  in  shape  for  action  by  the  city  and  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Supervisors  for  appropriate 
action. 

With  this  article  the  Journal  presents  a  sum- 


mary of  the  tabulations,  accompanied  by  estimates 
of  the  costs  of  the  work.  They  will  be  found  on 
page  5- 

City  Engineer  O'Shaughnessy  declares  the  re- 
duction of  the  whole  hill  is  the  ideal  plan.  He 
says : 

This  Rincon  Hill  property  is  focally  located  between 
the  new  docks  and  the  warehouse  district.  If  it  were 
graded  it  would  be  worth  from  $400  to  $500  a  front 
foot.  Its  present  vaUie  is  not  much  more  than  $125 
a  front  foot.  There  is  rock  foundation  throughout  the 
entire  area  and  no  piling  would  be  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  the  largest  buildings.

INSPECTION  BUREAU  NOTES 

PROGRESS  ON  PUBLIC  WORK 


Work  on  contracts  for  public  improvements 
being  made  under  the  bond  issues  of  1904  and 
1908.  the  auxiliary  fire  protection  system  and  the 
garbage  disposal  system,  has  been  closely 
watched  by  the  Inspection  Bureau  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  during  December.  The  Bureau 
notes  that  progress  has  been  satisfactory  on  the 
sewers  and  that  during  the  month  sections  M, 
X,  and  C-2  of  the  North  Point  main  were  com- 
pleted. 

In  the  matter  of  the  failure  of  the  contractor 
to  prosecute  the  work  on  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
and  Forty-eighth  Avenue  sewer,  the  facts  have 
been  submitted  to  the  City  Attorney  for  an 
opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  the  bondsmen. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  on  the 
high  pressure  mains,  which  are  now  practically 
completed  except  in  ISIission  Street  from  New 
Montgomery  to  Fourth  Streets ;  Third  Street 
from  INIarket  to  Howard,  and  from  Bryant  to 
Townsend  Street ;  and  in  Townsend  Street  to  the 
pumping  station.  Work  has  been  held  up  in- 
definitely on  that  portion  of  the  system  in  First 
Street  from  Bryant  to  Brannan  Streets,  and  in 
Brannan  Street  from  First  to  Second  Streets  on 
account  of  sewer  construction  now  in  progress. 

On  pumping  station  No.  2,  the  walls  have  been 
poured  and  the  intake  tunnel  has  been  broken 
through  to  the  bay. 

Progress  on  the  Islais  Creek  incinerator  was 
satisfactory  and  machinery  is  being  installed. 
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Do  You  Know  What  Your  City  Government 

Has  Accomplished  Since  the  Great  Fire  ? 


Over  $29,000,000  Has  Gone  Into  Permanent  Improvements 


Do  you  realize  how  much  has  been  accom- 
plished by  San  Francisco  in  the  way  of  public 
work  since  the  fire  ?  Few  people  in  this  city  have 
any  appreciation  of  it,  even  among  the  tax  payers 
who  must  ultimately  foot  the  bills.  The  work  has 
been  enormous,  whether  expressed  in  miles  of 
street  pavements  and  sewers,  or  in  the  amounts 
expended  for  them.  What  the  municipality  has 
achieved  since  the  fire  is  a  matter  for  civic  pride. 
Here  are  the  figures,  as  compiled  by  the  Inspec- 
tion Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which 
has  watched  almost  every  dollar  of  the  expendi- 
ture and  every  yard  of  work,  to  see  that  the  people 
got  value  for  the  money  spent :

IS  STARTED  AT  HARBOR  VIEW 


With  air  ships  sailing  sky-high  and  aero- 
planes skimming  the  blue,  with  fire  tugs  and  naval 
submarines  performing,  with  brass  bands  boom- 
ing and  big  guns  saluting,  with  at  least  100,000 
l>eople  enjoying  the  sunshine  of  as  fair  a  day 
as  California  sees  in  any  season,  some  even 
celebrating  the  event  by  swimming  and  other 
aquatic  sports,  the  first  shovelful  of  earth  was 
turned  by  President  Moore  on  the  site  of  the 
Machinery  Building  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Ex- 
position, on  New  Year's  Day,  1913. 

Much  credit  for  the  eclat  with  which  the  event 
passed  off  is  due  the  old  Portola  committee. 
Director  Paul  T.  Carroll,  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  chaimian  of  its  Publicity  Committee, 
was  Grand  Marshall  of  the  great  parade  that 
swept  out  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  through  the 
Fillmore  Street  entrance  of  the  grounds.  Otto 
F.  Schiller  was  adjutant.  Thousands  of  school 
children  were  in  line.  There  were  eight  com- 
panies of  the  National  Guard,  Coast  Artillery 
Reserves.  Battery  B  of  Oakland,  the  California 
Grays,  the  Nationals,  the  League  of  the  Cross 
Cadets,  the  Columbia  Park  Boys'  Band,  two 
Chinese  bands,  and  other  civil  and  military  or- 
ganizations, including  the  mounted  police  and 
the  motor  apparatus  of  the  Fire  Department.  In 
the  leading  automobiles  were  the  following 
among  the  speakers  and  guests :

The  JMachinery  Building,  for  which  Mr.  Moore 
turned  the  first  shovelful,  will  be  the  largest 
frame  structure  ever  attempted  in  the  world, 
according  to  the  statement  of  Clarence  Ward,  its 
architect.  Its  8,000,000  cubic  feet  of  lumber 
would,  if  made  into  flooring,  cover  200  acres, 
and  it  will  be  more  than  a  mile  around. 
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What  the  Chamber  Has  Been  Doing 

Vital  Interests  of  the  City  Receive  Directors'  Attention 


On  recommendation  of  its  Committee  on 
National  and  Foreign  Affairs,  George  A.  New- 
hall,  chairman,  the  Board  of  Directors  has 
strongly  endorsed  the  legislation  introduced  at 
the  last  session  of  Congress  by  Representative 
Sulzer  of  New  York,  providing  half  a  million 
dollars  to  acquire  premises  for  United  States 
diplomatic  establishments  at  the  City  of  Mexico, 
Tokyo,  Berne  and  Hankow.  The  Crawford- 
Sulzer  bill,  which  seeks  to  provide  for  an  inter- 
national inquiry  into  the  high  cost  of  living,  was 
also  endorsed  by  the  Board. 

NATIONAL   BUDGET   ENDORSED. 

On  recommendation  of  the  same  committee 
the  Chamber  will  vote  in  favor  of  Referendum 
No.  I,  submitted  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  United  States,  which  seeks  to  provide  a 
plan  for  a  national  budget.  The  plan  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  President  of  the  United  States  by 
the  Commission  on  Efficiency,  and  emphatically 
approved  by  him  as  a  necessary  change  in  the 
method  of  making  appropriations. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Transportation 
Committee,  James  K.  Lynch,  chairman,  the  Board 
has  approved  the  Pomerene  bill,  which  seeks  to 
provide  for  a  universal  bill  of  lading. 

The  Chamber  has  asked  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors to  re-enact  the  old  sidewalk  elevator 
ordinance  that  was  in  effect  before  the  fire,  as 
there  have  been  numerous  complaints  about  ele- 
vator openings  being  left  without  guards  around 
them,  to  the  great  danger  of  pedestrians. 

THE  LIBERTY  BELL. 

The  Board  has  approved  the  recommendation 
of  the  Executive  Committee  that  if  the  Liberty 
Bell  should  be  sent  to  San  Francisco  during  the 
Exposition,  the  Chamber  request  the  Philadel- 
phia officials  to  arrange  its  routing  so  that  the 
greatest  number  of  people  in  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  country  will  get  a  chance  to  see  it. 

The  Directors  of  the  Chamber  have  strongly 
endorsed  the  Raker  bill  to  grant  an  extension  of 
time  for  entrymen  to  prove  up  on  desert  lands  in 
the  Chuckawalla  Valley  and  Palo  Verde  Mesa, 
California,  until  May  i,  191 3. 

STREET  RAILWAY  FRANCHISES. 

The  Chamber  will  ask  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors to  submit  to  the  voters  of  San  Francisco 
for  approval  at  the  election  of  November  4,  1913. 
a  charter  amendment  in  regard  to  street  railway 
franchises  that  will  be  fair  to  the  public  and  to 
the  companies  operating  street  cars,  and  that  will 
also  offer  tlie  latter  some  incentive  to  make  ex- 
tensions of  their  lines  to  outlying  territory  and 
provide  better  facilities  for  handling  the  crowds 
that  will  want  to  reach  the  Exposition  grounds. 
The  matter  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Legislation,  of  which  M.  S.  Esberg  is  chair- 
man, to  be  whipped  into  form.     The  determina- 


tion of  the  Board  was  based  on  a  recommendation 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  reciting  the  legal 
steps  necessary  and  calling  attention  to  the  fact 
that  such  an  amendment  could  be  adopted  and 
ratified  in  time  for  the  Exposition. 

CONFERENCE  OF  ORGANIZATIONS. 

A  general  conference  of  all  the  commercial 
bodies  about  the  bay  region  to  discuss  matters  of 
common  interest  connected  with  the  promotion 
of  manufactures  and  industries,  the  proper  ad- 
vertising of  the  attractions  of  the  bay  cities,  and 
the  location  of  immigrants  who  will  arrive  when 
the  Panama  Canal  is  in  operation,  has  been  set 
for  January  23rd,  at  a  dinner  at  the  Commercial 
Club.  The  conference  was  arranged  by  the 
Chamber,  through  its  Committee  on  Co-operation 
with  California  Organizations,  of  which  Fred- 
erick Whitton  is  chairman. 

Representatives  will  be  present  from  Oakland, 
Berkeley,  Alameda,  Richmond,  Haywards.  San 
Leandro,  San  Mateo,  Redwood  City,  Santa 
Clara,  Palo  Alto,  Burlingame,  South  City,  Niles, 
Albany,  Newark,  Martinez,  Antioch,  Bay  Point, 
Sausalito,  Benica  and  Vallejo.  They  will  be 
quests  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber. 


.  The  Municipal  Affairs  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  will  keep  complete  data  on  the  costs  of 
construction  and  operation  of  the  Geary  Street 
municipal  railroad,  so  that  accurate  results  of 
the  operation  of  street  railroads  by  the  city  may 
be  at  hand,  to  assist  at  any  time  in  determining 
the  advisability  of  extending  the  system. 

The  first  car  was  run  over  the  municipal  rails 
by  Mayor  Rolph  on  December  28th.

Downtown  Committee  Works  for 

Clean  Conditions  in  Its  District 


Streets,  Sidewalks  and  a  Cheap  Theatrical  Performance  Improved 


The  vigorous  activity  of  the  Downtown  Com- 
mittee of  the  Chamber,  W.  D.  Fennimore, 
chairman,  during  the  last  month  of  the  year  has 
resulted  in  more  or  less  material  and  moral 
house  cleaning  throughout  the  retail  section. 

The  manager  and  one  of  the  performers  at  a 
vaudeville  theater  near  Chinatown  were  con- 
victed, largely  on  the  testimony  of  the  com- 
mittee's engineer,  of  violating  the  ordinance 
against  obscene  performances,  and  the  convic- 
tion has  had  a  salutary  effect. 

At  the  request  of  the  Police  Committee,  An- 
drew McCarthy,  chairman,  Chief  of  Police  White 
put  a  special  detail  of  detectives  on  the  streets 
New  Year's  eve  and  seventy-three  known  pick- 
pockets were  arrested  for  vagrancy.  A  special 
detail  has  also  been  assigned  to  the  service  of 
compelling  the  removal  of  packing  cases  left  on 
the  sidewalks  by  merchants  longer  than  one 
hour ;  and  a  motorcycle  squad  has  been  estab- 
lished to  enforce  the  ordinances  against  automo- 
bile drivers  that  open  their  mufflers  needlessly. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Street  Committee, 
Frank  E.  Carroll,  chairman,  the  United  Rail- 
roads has  paved  between  its  tracks  on  Kearny 
Street,  from  Market  to  California  Street.  To 
this  committee  is  also  due  credit  for  the  fact  that 
the  public  service  corporations  refrained  from 
opening  street  pavements  downtown  during  the 
rush  of  the  holiday  trade. 

The  Lighting  Committee,  John  Hammersmith, 
chairman,  reported  damage  to  three  electroliers 
by  trucks  or  motor  wagons  belonging  to  three 
downtown  firms,  and  the  Supervisors  have  been 
asked  to  proceed  against  them  and  compel  re- 
placement, as  the  electroliers  are  city  property. 

A  rousing  meeting  on  street  cleaning  and  re- 
pair was  held  by  the  Downtown  Committee  at  the 
St.  Francis  on  December  nth.  Peter  G.  Owen, 
superintendent  of  the  street  cleaning  department 
of  the  Board  of  Works  was  present  and  explained 
some  of  the  difficulties  of  his  work.  "There  is 
only  one  way  to  have  clean  streets,  and  that  is 
to  have  good  ones,"  he  declared.  L.  M.  King, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Chamber,  formerly 
in  charge  of  the  street  cleaning  activities  of  the 
old  Merchants'  Association,  declared  block  men 
must  be  kept  busy  on  the  streets  during  the  day  if 
the  pavements  were  to  be  kept  in  presentable  con- 
lition. 

Andrew  IMcCarthy,  chairman  of  the  Police 
Committee,  reported  at  this  meeting  that  the 
police  were  assisting  the  committee  in  putting  a 
stop  to  extortion  by  some  of  the  taxicab  drivers. 
Adolph  Uhl  reported  a  spirit  of  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  some  of  the  public  service  corpora- 


tions in  regard  to  opening  streets  and  replacing 
the  pavements  afterwards.  B.  F.  Schlesinger 
called  attention  to  the  opening  of  the  Remedial 
Loan  Association's  office  at  43  Fifth  Street,  and 
asked  the  interest  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee in  its  favor. 

Police  Judges  Weller,  Sullivan,  Shortall  and 
Deasy  were  guests  of  honor  at  the  committee's 
luncheon  meeting  of  December  i8th.  They  ad- 
dressed the  meeting  on  the  subject  of  traffic  reg- 
ulation and  made  a  plea  for  patience  on  the  part 
of  the  merchants  in  dealing  with  the  problem. 
The  administration  of  the  police  courts  was 
discussed  at  length.  Chief  Murphy  was  also 
present  and  spoke  in  favor  of  the  bond  issue  for 
a  detached  fireproof  central  fire  alarm  building. 


MANUFACTURERS'  COMMITTEE 

SEES  OAKLAND'S  INDUSTRIES 


Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  of  the 
Chamber's  Committee  on  Manufactures  and 
Local  Industries  were  guests  of  the  Manufac- 
turers' Committee  of  the  Oakland  Chamber  of 
Commerce  at  an  informal  luncheon  at  the  Key 
Route  Inn  on  December  nth. 

After  luncheon  the  San  Francisco  delegation 
were  taken  in  automobiles  on  a  tour  of  inspection 
of  the  principal  industrial  plants  of  Oakland  and 
vicinity. 

The  trip,  which  was  designed  to  promote  bet- 
ter acquaintance  and  good  feeling  between  manu- 
facturers on  both  sides  of  the  bay,  and  to  make 
possible  an  exchange  of  helpful  ideas  and  meth- 
ods, was  a  return  visit  on  the  part  of  the  San 
Francisco  business  men,  who  recently  entertained 
the  Oaklanders  in  a  similar  manner.

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California  Now  on  the  Eve  of  a 

Great  Manufacturing  Expansion 


Equitable  Rail  Rates  Both  Ways  Will  Assist  It 


Two  recent  pronouncements  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  give  assurance  that  San 
I'^rancisco  and  other  Pacific  seaports  are  com^ 
ing  at  last  into  the  rights  that  are  theirs  by- 
reason  of  their  geographical  location,  accord- 
ing to  the  manager  of  the  Chamber's  Traffic 
Bureau. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  year  the  Commis- 
sion reaffirmed  its  opinion  about  wool  rates, 
and  said : 

It  is  the  right  of  a  shipper  of  wool  to  send  his  com- 
modity on  a  reasonable  rate  to  the  Pacific  Coast  ter- 
minal and  to  ship  it  from  there  by  water  to  the  Eastern 
market.  If  he  thereby  obtains  a  lower  rate  than  his 
competitor  farther  east,  it  is  due  to  the  advantages  of 
the  locality  in  which  he  lives.  It  is  the  duty  of  this 
Commission  to  prescribe  a  reasonable  west-bound  rate 
and  to  allow  competitive  conditions  to  work  out  the 
result. 

In  the  past,  railroads  have  sotight  to  close 
the  route  from  Western  territory  to  the  East  by 
way  of  San  Francisco,  Portland  and  other  Coast 
cities,  by  making  a  higher  rate  for  the  shorter 
haul  to  the  Coast,  thereby  throwing  the  busi- 
ness directly  eastward  at  higher  cost  and  de- 
priving the  Pacific  ports  of  a  tremendous 
amount  of  business  that  ought  to  be  theirs. 

A  somewhat  similar  practice,  with  a  similar 
object,  has  been  to  make  a  lower  rate  westward 
from  the  Missouri  River  to  Utah  common 
points  than  for  the  same  length  of  haul  from 
the  Coast  cities  to  the  same  points,  the  effect 
of  which  has  been  to  give  the  manufacturer  in 
the  Middle  West  such  a  handicap  over  the 
Pacific  Coast  producer  that  the  latter  could 
not  compete  in  Utah,  for  example.  Advanced 
rates  on  cooperage  from  St.  Louis  to  Salt  Lake 
City,  ordered  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, but  suspended  on  protest  of  the  Na- 
tional Cooperage  Company  of  St.  Louis,  will 
now  be  put  into  effect,  after  a  hearing  of  the 
protest,  and  the  Commission,  in  stimming  up 
the  case,  says : 

Protestant  urges  that  under  the  advanced  rates  it 
cannot  sell  in  Utah.  IF  THIS  IS  SO,  IT  IS  MAN- 
IFESTLY BECAUSE  OF  THE  NATURAL  AD- 
VANTAGES POSSFSSED  BY  THE  PACIFIC 
COAST  MANUFACTURER,  AND  OF  WHICH 
HE  MAY  NOT  BE  DEPRIVED  BY  THE  CAR- 
RIERS OR  BY  THE  COMMISSION.  It  is  well 
settled  that  we  may  not  make  the  needs  of  the  ship- 
per the  basis  for  reasonable  transportation  rates. 

In  speaking  of  these  decisions,  Manager 
Wlieeler  of  the  Chamber's  Traffic  Bureau,  says  : 

I  believe  that  we  in  California  are  now  on  the  eve 
of  a  great  expansion  of  manufacturing,  and  that  this 
State  cannot  be  much  longer  kept  a  mere  producer  of 
raw  material  for  railroads  to  haul  East  in  order  that 
they  may  haul  the  finished  product  back.    All  that  we 


ask  is  a  reasonable  rate  in  both  directions,  and  when 
rates  are  equitable  we  shall  become  a  great  manu- 
facturing community.  In  the  most  economical  and 
beneficial  way  to  producer  and  consumer  alike,  goods 
will  be  manufactured  somewhere  near  the  place  of 
production  of  the  raw  material,  and  one  long  rail 
haul  will  be  saved.  That  will  mean  an  increase  in 
efficiency  of  production — with  the  result  that  the 
consumer  will  get  his  goods  cheaper  and  the  Coast 
manufacturer  will  send  his  product  through  all  the 
territory  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  There  will 
be  more  people  employed  and  more  profits  going 
back  into  industry  in  San  Francisco  and  other  Pacific 
Coast  cities  every  year,  from  this  time  on.

WEST-BOUND  RATE  SUSPENDED 


The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  in  receipt  of  advices  from  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  that  westbound  trans- 
continental tariff  i-M  of  the  Transcontinental 
Freight  Bureau,  which  was  to  have  become 
effective  on  December  31,  1912,  and  which  con- 
tained advanced  rates  on  many  commodities  to 
Pacific  Coast  terminals,  has  been  further  sus- 
pended until  June  30,  1913. 
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Open  Hearth  Steel  Development 

Thriving  at  South  San  Francisco 


Preparations  are  being  made  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  Steel  Company's  shops  at  South  San 
Francisco  to  install  a  set  or  rolls  for  turning  out 
angle  steel  up  to  five  inches.  Already  this  con- 
cern has  the  only  open  hearth  steel  rolling  mill 
west  of  the  Rock)'-  Moimtains,  and  is  actually 
rolling  up  to  lOO  tons  of  reinforcing  steel  a  day. 

It  has  been  in  operation  less  than  a  year,  yet 
it  .ships  its  product  all  up  and  down  the  coast, 
and  gives  promise  of  becoming  one  of  the  most 
important  industrial  concerns  of  the  West,  the 
nucleus  of  a  steel  and  rolling  mill  industry  that 
will  supply  an  immense  demand,  as  the  coast 
cities  grow  under  the  stimulus  of  the  Panama 
Canal  and  developments  in  the  Pacific,  and  that 
will  bring  millions  of  money  into  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

A  S.\N   FRANCISCO  ENTERPRI.SE. 

This  plant  has  been  developed  by  San  Fran- 
cisco engineers  and  business  men  in  response  to 
the  local  demand  for  building  materials.  Taking 
three  heats  from  its  great  furnaces  and  running 
twenty-four  hours  a  day,  the  mill  cannot  fill  its 
present  orders  before  April. 

To  say  that  the  steel  produced  is  made  by 
the  open  hearth  process  is  to  say  that  it  is  the 
best  that  can  be  turned  out  at  all  under  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  art  of  steel  production.  The 
beauty  of  this  process  is  that  the  experts  em- 
ployed for  that  purpose  can  take  samples  of  the 
charge  as  the  melting  process  goes  along,  can 
analyze  them  chemically  and  test  them  for 
strength,  and  add  needed  ingredients  like  a  care- 
ful cook  making  a  good  stew.  The  result  is  a 
reinforcing  bar  that  can  be  bent  into  a  hairpin 
and  tied  in  a  knot  without  cracking  or  parting, 
and  which,  pulled  endwise  in  the  testing  machine 
up  to  a  high  elastic  limit,  will  spring  back  when 
the  strain  is  released  like  a  bit  of  rubber  band. 

Rut  these  are  technical  matters,  mainly  of 
concern  to  engineers  and  builders.  Quality  is 
expected  of  Californians.  Naturally  they  must 
make  things  better  here  than  elsewhere,  or  people 
will  send  abroad  for  what  they  need.  Commer- 
cially this  development  is  of  great  significance 
and  promise  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region. 

The  effort  has  been  succeeding  here  because 
the  location  is  right.  The  steel  produced  here 
is  made  partly  from  melted  scrap,  but  mingled 
with  it  is  a  great  deal  of  pig  iron  from  China, 
which  can  be  brought  to  San  Francisco  possibly 
fnore  cheaply  than  to  any  other  point,  and  for 
which  San  Francisco  is  the  natural  destination. 
Then  the  central  location  of  this  city  on  the 
Coast,  makes  it  a  natural  distributing  focus, 
from  which,  in  three  directions,  there  is  good  and 
cheap  transportation  by  land ;    and  north,  south 


and   west   by   sea.      Several   hundred   tons   have 
recently  been  shipped  to  Japan. 

Added  to  this  is  the  further  fact  that  Cali- 
fornia herself  contributes  an  important,  and  in 
fact  an  invaluable,  element  of  steel  manufacture, 
although  at  present  in  limited  quantities,  and  that 
is  the  exceptionally  pure  pig  iron  turned  out  by 
the  great  electric  smelters  at  Heroult-on-the-Pitt, 
in  Shasta  County.  The  South  San  Francisco 
plant  is  taking  at  present  all  it  can  get  of  this 
material,  and  this  means  that  it  is  putting  into 
its  manufacture  the  finest  pig  iron  that  can  be 
produced  in  the  world. 

California's  pure  pig  iron. 

There  is  a  mountain  of  iron  ore  in  Shasta 
County.  There  is  a  world  of  water  power  in 
Pitt  River  for  the  generation  of  electricity.  Such 
a  fierce  heat  is  produced  that  every  trace  of 
sulphur  and  other  undesirable  matter  is  driven 
off  in  vapor  before  the  ore  lands  in  the  retort 
where  it  is  smelted,  and  the  result  is  a  chemically 
pure  iron,  said  to  be  better  than  the  renowned 
Swedish,  or  anything  that  can  be  produced  in 
this  country. 

The  backers  of  the  South  San  Francisco  pro- 
ject are  properly  modest  about  what  they  are 
going  to  do.  They  say  they  prefer  to  creep  be- 
fore they  walk  and  that  it  may  be  long  before  they 
will  roll  anything  larger  than  five-inch  angle 
steel.  Yet,  with  a  surpassingly  fine  central  loca- 
tion such  as  San  Francisco  is,  with  good  rail  con- 
nections, with  the  enlarged  and  competing  facili- 
ties that  the  Panama  Canal  is  certain  to  develop 
at  this  port,  with  the  greatest  pig  iron  close  at 
hand  that  any  steel  makers  can  obtain,  and  cheap 
electricity  and  cheap  oil  fuel  to  work  it  with,  the 
prospects  are  reasonably  sure  for  still  larger  de- 
velopment of  this  particular  institution,  and  for 
a  following  of  its  leadership  by  allied  industries. 


The  Information  Service  of  the  Chamber,  in 
charge  of  Warren  Manley,  has  sent  out  404  re- 
sponses to  requests  for  information,  or  about 
fifteen  per  working  day. 


The  Playground  Commission  received  bids  for  the 
construction  of  the  bath  house  at  the  North  Beach 
Playground  and  awarded  the  contract  to  Carnahan  & 
Mulford  for  $13,389.00.  The  structure  is  to  be  of  rein- 
forced concrete  and  to  be  completed  within  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  calendar  days.

The  cows  that 
will  furnish  the  milk  for  the  occasion  and  the  swine 
that  will  furnish  the  pork  are  now  subsisting  exclu- 
sively on  the  same  sort  of  diet.

•     FACTORIES  ON  THE  PENINSULA. 

San  Mateo. — Under  the  direction  of  General  Manager 
Bertrand  B.  Grunwald  a  factory  is  being  located  on  the 
outskirts  of  Redwood  City  with  connection  by  spur 
track  to  the  Redwood  City-Dumbarton-Newark  spur  of 
the  Southern  Pacific.  A  site  of  ten  acres  has  been 
secured.  Secrecy  is  being  maintained  as  to  the  purpose 
of  the  factory,  but  it  is  supposed  that  it  is  being  erected 
for  the  manufacture  of  asbestos  roofing. 

The  plant  of  the  Lubricating  Products  Company  at 
Ravenswood  began  operations  last  week  and  in  that 
time  turned  out  thirty-five  thousand  gallons  of  lubricat- 
ing oil. 

A  sign  of  the  development  expected  here  witliin  the 
next  two  years  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  World's 
Fair  is  given  by  the  increased  demand  for  large  tracts 
for  subdivision  purposes.  One  hundred  and  twenty 
acres  in  the  foothills  near  Belmont,  owned  by  the 
Sharon  Estate  Company,  has  been  purchased  by  the 
Foothills  Development  Company  at  a  reported  price  of 
$100,000. 

The  Eastern  beef  packing  interests  have  been  making 
an  investigation  of  the  harbor  possibilities  of  South 
San  Francisco,  through  their  Coast  representatives  and 
engineers  sent  out  from  the  East,  and  as  a  result  it  is 
expected  that  they  will  spend  a  million  dollars  in  harbor 
improvements  at  that  point.^ — L.  E.  Fuller,  Manager  San 
Mateo  County  Development  Association.

Howard  Ball 
shipped  six  crates  of  this  plant  to  the  city  markets  and 
will  follow  these  up  with  many  tons.  He  is  so  highly 
pleased  with  the  one  acre  planted  as  an  experiment 
that  he  will  plant  eight  acres  more  in  the  spring. — J.  N.

SACRAMENTO'S  GIANT  STRIDES. 

Sacramento. — The  State  Reclamation  Board  has  re- 
ceived plans  for  the  reclamation  of  over  100,000  acres 
of  land  along  the  Sacramento  River.  This  includes 
about  80,000  acres  of  the  Sutter  basin,  between  the 
American  and  Feather  Rivers,  and  a  portion  of  the 
Yolo  basin  extending  from  the  mouth  of  the  Feather 
River  to  tide  water.  This  includes  the  construction  of 
by-passes.  Another  proposition  affecting  94,500  acres 
includes  a  cut  through  Knight's  Landing  ridge.  Yolo 
County.  The  ultimate  cost  of  this  work,  with  that 
projected  by  Sacramento  and  several  districts,  will  be 
many  millions. 

An  electric  suction  dredge  has  begim  two  years'  work 
on  a  reclamation  project  on  the  west  side  of  the  Sacra- 
mento River,  opposite  this  city. 

More  than  $200,000,000  has  been  invested  in  reclama- 
tion and  irrigation  projects  in  the  Sacramento  Valley  in 
the  past  three  years. 

In  a  table  of  building  statistics  of  the  seventy-two 
fastest  growing  cities  in  the  Nation,  which  was  recently 
published  in  the  New  York  Ti-ibtine,  Sacramento  stands 
third  in  the  United  States  in  point  of  comparative  ratio 
of  increase  of  building  during  the  month  of  October. 
Ninety-four  buildings  were  listed,  costing  $385,378. 

Work  will  soon  commence  on  a  $200,000  office  build- 
ing which  will  be  erected  at  Fourth  and  J  Streets,  to 
house  the  allied  fruit  interests  of  Sacramento.  The 
building  will  be  of  reinforced  concrete  and  will  be  seven 
stories  in  height. 
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The  value  of  the  orange  crop  of  Sacramento  County 
is  estimated  at  $210,000.  The  acreage  planted  to 
oranges  is  steadily  increasing. 

A  $40,000  rice  factory  is  being  built  at  Fourth  and  R 
Streets  by  a  Japanese  concern.  This  proves  that  the 
rice  industry  in  the  Sacramento  Valley  has  passed  the 
experimental  stage  and  has  become  a  permanent  com- 
mercial resource.— W.  W.  Wright. 

NAVIGATION  TO  MARYSVILLE. 

Marysville.— The  city  of  Marysville  has  just  finished 
building  a  new  city  wharf,  with  freight  sheds,  on 
Feather  River  about  four  blocks  from  the  business 
center  of  the  city.  The  Marysville  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  State  Engineer  have  about  finished  the 
work  of  clearing  the  channel  from  obstructions.  Ship- 
ments by  water  can  now  be  made  from  San  Francisco  to 
Marysville.  . 

It  has  been  announced  that  as  soon  as  its  Colusa 
branch  is  completed,  the  Northern  Electric  will  com- 
mence to  build  two  new  branch  lines  out  from  Marys- 
ville, one  to  Grass  Valley  and  Nevada  City,  the  other 
to  Woodleaf  in  Yuba  County.— G.  W.  Harney,  Secretary 
Marysville  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

PUBLICITY  AND  DEVELOPMENT. 

Eureka. — A  "Community  Publicity  and  Development 
Movement"  has  been  started  in  Humboldt  by  the  Hum- 
boldt Promotion  and  Development  Committee  of  the 
Humboldt  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

They  are  taking  up  three  years'  subscriptions,  and  aim 
to  reach  a  total  fund  of  $45.ooo,  which  should  be  readily 
accomplished,  as  over  $31,000  has  now  been  subscribed 
in  the  cities  of  Eureka  and  Areata  alone. 

Rufus  Rockwell  Wilson,  described  as  "The  man  who 
made  Seattle,"  has  been  engaged  to  conduct  the  cam- 
paign for  the  three  years,  and  is  now  at  work. — Geo.  A. 
Kellogg.  Secretary  Humboldt  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

For  this  vigorous  impulse,  much  credit  is  due  Leigh 
H.  Irvine,  formerly  of  San  Francisco,  now  managing 
editor  of  the  Eureka  Daily  Times,  who  began  agitating 
the  matter  by  tongue  and  pen  some  six  months  ago. 

PREPARING  FOR  MORE  SETTLERS. 

Madera  County.— During  the  year  now  closing  a  little 
over  150.000  acres  of  Madera  County  lands,  formerly 
contained  in  four  large  ranch  holdings,  has  been  opened 
to  settlement. 

A  movement  is  on  foot  to  organize  an  irrigation  dis- 
trict for  the  purpose  of  building  reservoirs  to  conserve 
all  of  the  waters  of  the  mountain  section  for  the  irriga- 
tion of  the  lands  of  the  county.— W.  C.  Maloy,  Secre- 
tary Madera  County  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

RAILWAYS  AT  COLUSA. 

Colusa.— The  Northern  Electric  Railway  Company 
has  a  large  force  of  men  laying  the  track  for  their  inter- 
urban  Colusa  and  Marysville  branch,  in  the  streets  of 
Colusa  at  this  time.

TONG  KING  CHONG  FETED  ON 

HIS  DEPARTURE  FOR  PEKIN 


The  first  annual  meetin.s:  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States  will  be  held  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  January  21,  1913.  Director 
Paul  T.  Carroll  will"  be  the  delegate  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber. 


A  social  and  civic  event  of  international  sig- 
nificance and  one  in  which  San  Francisco  is 
vitally  interested,  was  the  farewell  banquet  ten- 
dered Mr.  Tong  King  Chong  by  the  Chinese 
Republic  Association,  on  the  eve  of  his  de- 
parture for  China,  w'here  he  will  represent  the 
association  at  the  National  Convention  of  the 
new  Republic  of  China,  which  will  meet  in 
February  to  select  legislative  and  diplomatic 
officials. 

Mr.  Tong  is  the  editor  of  the  Chinese  Free 
Press  of  San  Francisco,  a  personal  friend  of 
Dr.  Sun  Yet  Sen,  and  has  been  one  of  the  most 
influential  American  Chinese  in  the  raising  of 
funds  and  influence  for  the  recent  successful 
revolution.  The  banquet  was  held  at  the 
Kong  Nam  Low  restaurant,  725  Grant  Avenue, 
and  covers  were  spread  for  200,  of  whom  some 
forty  were  Americans  and  the  rest  Chinese. 
Menu  and  service  were  both  Chinese,  and  there 
was  music  by  the  Young  Arrow  Band,  com- 
posed of  California  Chinese  boys,  who  play 
American  popular  airs  on  western  instruments. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  represented 
by  W.  D.  Fennimore,  chairman  of  the  Down- 
town Committee ;  John  L  Walter,  secretary, 
and  Otto  F.  Schiller,  engineer  of  the  same  com- 
mittee ;  T.  Cary  Friedlander,  controller  of  the 
Chamber,  and  L.  M.  King,  its  executive  secre- 
tary, and  C.  W.  Burks,  secretary  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Foreign  Trade  Committee.  William  M. 
Bunker,  a  former  director  and  W^ashington 
representative  of  the  Chamber,  was  also 
present. 

The  Mayor  was  represented  by  his  secretary, 
Mr.  Edward  Rainey ;  Mr.  Thos.  Hayden  repre- 
sented the  Commonwealth  Club,  and  Mr.

Graves. 

Mr.  Tong  sailed  Saturday,  January  4th.  on 
the  Tenyo  Maru,  having  sent  the  following 
message  of  farewell  to  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce : 

On  the  eve  of  my  departure  from  the  country  to 
which  I  owe  so  much,  I  send  these  few  words  of 
greetings  and  thanks.  I  leave  for  Pekin  on  Saturday, 
January  4th,  and  the  desire  to  serve  my  country  and 
my  people  is  indeed  tempered  with  poignant  regret  at 
the  conviction  that  I  must  leave  you  whom  I  have 
loved  so  much,  admired  so  greatly  and  regarded  so 
highly.

much  richer. 

It  seemed  to  strike  him  as  a  new  idea.  He 
hadn't  thought  of  it  that  way  before.  He  was 
accustomed  to  looking  at  things  from  the  old- 
fashioned  San  Francisco  point  of  view — feeling 
that  if  the  other  fellow  made  a  dollar  it  must  be 
at  your  expense,  and  that  the  only  way  to  get 
ahead  yourself  was  to  keep  other  San  Fran- 
ciscans from  getting  anything.  And  this  poor, 
sorry  old  game  of  beggar-my-neighbor  has  been 
going  on  in  this  city  ever  since  Leidesdorff  hit 
the  water  front.  In  spite  of  which  we  have 
nearly  half  a  million  people  on  the  peninsula 
north  of  the  San  Mateo  county  line.  In  spite  of 
which — when  we  ought  to  have  a  million. 

Thank  Heaven,  this  attitude  is  a  vestige,  a 
psychological  holdover!  We  are  going  to  have 
that  million,  because  the  old  theory  is  losing  its 
grip.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  organized 
in  order  that  there  might  be  unity  of  purpose 
instead  of  that  sort  of  sentiment ;  in  order  that 
plans  for  the  exploitation  of  every  good  thing  in 
the  city  for  the  whole  city's  benefit  might  not  be 
knocked  in  the  head  by  that  small  spirit  of 
jealousy  and  factionalism.  What  should  we  care 
who  gets  a  little  advertising  if  the  result  is  more 
money  in  San  Francisco  and  a  more  favorable 
appreciation  of  this  wonderfully  interesting  and 
romantic  city  among  the  visitors  that  are  shown 
how  to  eniov  it?     Hardlv  a  useful  thing  can  be 


done  here  without  advertising  som.ebody;  and, 
conversely,  if  nobody  is  to  be  advertised,  very 
little  will  ever  be  done. 

We  need  more  breadth  of  view,  more  gener- 
osity, more  disposition  to  let  the  other  fellow 
make  a  little.  Didn't  we  bury  Buncombe  Hammer 
the  other  night?  And  shall  it  be  truthfully  said, 
even  in  Stockton,  that  he  has  come  to  life  again? 
Let's  get  together,  keep  together,  work  together. 
It  is  the  modern  city-building  spirit,  because  it 
is  the  only  spirit  that  builds  cities. 


CALIFORNIA  FOR  AUTOMOBILES 


One  of  the  astonishing  developments  of  Cali- 
fornia is  in  respect  to  the  number  of  automobiles 
registered.  Licenses  for  machines  are  being 
taken  out  at  the  rate  of  almost  3,000  a  month, 
and  while  it  is  impossible  to  get  at  the  grand 
total  of  machines  in  use  for  the  reason  that  un- 
used license  numbers  are  not  canceled,  yet  the 
registration  of  24,526  cars  in  ten  months  is  prac- 
tically all  "alive,"  and  it  may  be  fairly  said  that 
each  number  represents  a  new  car. 

INIanufacturers  have  come  to  look  on  this  State 
as  one  of  their  best  markets.  The  largest  single 
shipment  of  automobiles  ever  handled  on  any 
railroad  arrived  from  INIichigan  this  month — 75 
double-deck  carloads  of  one  make,  or  375  cars, 
of  a  total  value  of  $482,400,  under  one  bill  of  i 
lading  to  the  Howard  Automobile  Company. 
And  this  gigantic  shipment  is  in  addition  to  the 
company's  allotment  of  150  machines  a  week. 
California  is  absorbing  ten  per  cent  of  the  output 
of  the  factory  represented. 

Considering  the  population  of  the  State',  the 
figures  are  prodigious.  One  financial  authority 
estimates  that  there  is  an  automobile  operated  in 
California  for  every  twenty-eight  inhabitants ; 
but  this  is  probably  too  high,  for  the  reason  stated 
above.  Nevertheless,  California  is  some  auto 
State. 

Why?  Well,  if  you  will  inquire  among  own- 
ers, you  will  find  that  a  large  part  of  the  reason 
is  the  climate.  A  car  can  be  used  the  year  around 
in  California,  for  pleasure  touring  as  well  as  for 
city  service.  There  is  no  need  of  anti-freezing 
mixtures  to  keep  the  water  in  the  radiator  from 
solidifying.  Our  roads  are  not  buried  a  yard 
deep  in  snow.  Long  stretches  of  fair  weather 
can  be  depended  •  upon,  even  during  the  rainy 
season,  when  one  can  be  sure  of  dry,  bright  air 
and  blue  skies  with  plenty  of  sunshine  and  with 
just  enough  frost  to  give  beauty  to  the  painted 
woods  and  make  more  cheery  the  open  fires  in 
hospitable  taverns. 

The  automobile  is  a  great  thing  for  California 
and  California  is  a  great  thing  for  the  auto- 
mobile. The  combination  is  a  grand  thing  for 
anybody  that  can  afford  it,  and  apparently  more 
people  have  a  chance  to  afford  it  in  California 
tlian  elsewhere. 
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Build  Up  Your  City's  Chamber  of  Commerce 

Throughout  the  annual  report  of  M.  H.  Robbins,  Jr.,  the  retiring  President  of 
the  Chamber,  and  the  inaugural  of  his  successor.  President  Sesnon,  ran  the  strong 
note  of  optimism,  and  of  confidence  in  San  Francisco's  future.  Opportunity  for 
advancement  and  development  awaits  this  city  to  an  extent  not  true  of  any  other 
city  on  the  continent.  Its  location  is  superb.  Its  financial  standing  is  pre-eminent 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  its  commercial  facilities  are  those  of  a  natural  giant  among 
cities. 

Nothing  can  either  defeat  its  destiny  or  greatly  discount  it,  except  the  inertia 
of  its  own  people  and  their  failure  to  understand  how  critical  the  next  two  years 
are  going  to  be.  If  they  deal  intelligently  with  the  present,  the  future  will  reward 
them  beyond  calculation. 

But  that  implies  organization,  united  action  for  the  common  good.  In  the  evo- 
lution of  a  city,  vital  problems  are  continually  calling  for  solution  by  some  disin- 
terested and  independent  agency,  some  organization  that  commands  technical 
knowledge  and  expert  skill,  and  the  experience  of  a  trained  staff  of  officers  and 
employees.  Amid  the  commercial  rivalries  of  to-day  no  ambitious  city  attempts 
to  get  along  without  such  organization,  and  none  could  afford  to.  In  San  Fran- 
cisco that  body  is  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  now  emerging  from  its  period  of 
formation,  and  ready  not  only  to  deal  with  the  unexpected  emergency  but  to  carry 
out  the  constructive  program  outlined  in  President  Sesnon's  address,  as  a  neces- 
sary preparation  for  the  shift  of  commercial  conditions  that  is  even  now  going  on, 
in  anticipation  of  the  Canal. 

This  is  an  age  of  collective  effort.  Men  do  not  try  to  promote  great  community 
undertakings  alone.  They  have  not  only  found  out  the  strength  of  organization, 
but  also  that  they  are  capable  of  working  together.  And  the  larger  their  combina- 
tions are,  the  more  power  they  have. 

As  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  it  is  to  your  interest  to  see  that 
the  Chamber  is  as  large  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it.  Every  new  member  adds  to 
its  strength,  and  to  the  value  of  your  membership  in  it. 

Your  pride  as  a  citizen,  ambitious  for  your  city,  should  impel  you  to  do  what 
you  can  to  make  this  Chamber  the  largest  body  of  the  sort  in  the  United  States 
before  the  year  is  out.  With  new  officers  and  committees  and  a  new  Board  of 
Directors,  it  is  about  to  enter  upon  a  program  of  active,  constructive  effort  to  put 
San  Francisco's  development  two  years  ahead  in  the  next  year.  Make  yourself  a 
membership  committee  of  one,  think  over  the  list  of  your  neighbors  and  business 
associates,  and  induce  one  of  them  that  is  not  now  a  member  to  join  forces  with 
you  for  San  Francisco's  upbuilding  by  joining  your  city's  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

It  is  equipped  for  service.  Make  it  more  effective.  It  is  strong.  Make  it 
stronger.  In  doing  so  you  strengthen  yourself  and  more  than  double  your  influence 
as  a  factor  in  the  community.  Above  all,  make  yourself  acquainted  with  what  it  is 
doing,  and  take  a  personal,  active  interest  in  its  work.

Hears  Plans  for  the  Year's   Work 


Large  Audience  Listens  With  Enthusiasm  to  the  Inaugural  Address  of 
President  William   T.  Sesnon

Before  a  members' 
meeting  that  glowed 
with  enthiLsiasm,  the 
y  e  a  r  '  .s  accompUsh- 
ments  of  the  Chamber 
were  reviewed  by  the 
retiring  President,  M. 
H.  Robbins,  Jr.,  and 
the  big  things  ahead 
for  the  development 
of  San  Francisco  that 
the  Chamber  has  un- 
dertaken for  next  year 
were  presented  in  an 
inaugural  address  by 
the  incoming  Presi- 
dent, William  T. 
Sesnon. 
It  was  the  second  annual  meeting  and  took 
place  on  the  floor  of  the  Exchange  Hall  on  Jan- 
uary 2ist.     Mr.  Robbins  presided. 

The  Controller  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  the  chairman  read  the  list  of  new  Directors 
elected  on  January  14th,  which  follows :

He  also  announced  the  election  by  the  Board 
of  the  following  officers  of  the  Chamber  to  serve 
during  the  year:

The  report  of  the  retiring  President  was  read 
by  the  Executive  Secretary.  Mr.  Robbins 
thanked  the  members  for  the  support  they  had 
given  the  officers  of  the  Chamber,  and  said : 

A  new  year  always  means  a  new  era  and  new  ef- 
fort. We  have  new  and  big  men  at  the  wheel.  You 
are  indeed  fortunate  in  having  for  your  new  Presi- 
dent a  man  of  undoubted  ability,  one  that  has  ample 
time  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  that 
has  the  ambition  to  do  his  best  unselfishly  for  your, 
his  and  my  city. 

AMBITIOUS   TO   SERVE. 

President  Sesnon  said  in  part : 

It  is  a  culmination  of  an  ambition  I  have  long 
cherished   to   be   able   to   serve,   in  a   civic   way,   the

city  of  my  birth.     The 

organization  as  it  stands 

to-day,  comprises  the 
best  that  is  in  this  com- 
munity.   We  want  your 

co-operation.    We  want 

your    assistance.      This 

is  not  our  Chamber;    it 

is  yours. 

My    first    duty    is    to 

thank   my    predecessor, 

M.  H.  Robbins,  Jr.,  and 

the       Directors       that 

served    with    him,    not 

merely  on  behalf  of  the 

Chamber,     but    of    the 

city  as  well,  for  having 

guided  this  organiza- 
tion through  its  forma- 
tive  year   and   brought 

it    to    a    state    of    high 

efficiency.      It   begins   its 

second  period  with  a  membership  of  3,200,  the  third 
largest  in  the  United  States,  and  we  confidently  hope 
to  make  it  the  largest  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the 
country  before  the  year  is  passed. 

The  opportunities  that  confront  San  Franacisco 
demand  such  an  organization,  for  they  are  the  larg- 
est within  the  view  of  any  American  city  to-day. 

Do  you  appreciate  the  possibilities  of  these  times 
in  a  local,  a  San  Francisco  sense?  One  ship  through 
the  Panama  Canal  and  the  map  of  the  world  is 
made  over  and  the  commercial  affairs  of  men  revo- 
lutionized. Our  field  is  no  longer  the  Pacific  Coast, 
but  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

The  next  two  years  will  be  the  critical,  the  preg- 
nant years,  for  San  Francisco.  No  other  American 
city  has  ever  confronted  a  period  like  this.  What 
these  years  will  bring  forth  depends  upon  what 
we  do  now.  We  San  Franciscans  of  to-day  must 
regard  ourselves  as  the  foundation  builders  of  a 
world   metropolis. 

A    CONSTRtJCTIVE    PROGRAM. 

This  situation  demands  that  certain  definite  items 
of  preparation  be  accomplished  by  this  Chamber  of 
Commerce  before  the  year  is  out. 

First:  A  strong,  active  co-operation  must  exist 
between  this  Chamber  and  every  other  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  local  development  organization  in 
California;  especially  those  in  the  metropolitan  area 
about  the  bay  of  San  Francisco,  where  all  the  com- 
munities are  aifected  alike  and  the  problems  of  one 
are  the  problems  of  all. 

Effective  work  for  California  is  the  best  work  we 
can  do  for  San  Francisco. 

Second:  We  must  exert  every  effort  to  make  this 
port  attractive  to  shipping.  People  operating  ships 
do  not  pay  extra  for  scenery,  and  the  most  beautiful 
harbor  in  the  world  will  not  attract  the  shipping 
that  competing  ports  are  seeking  unless  costs  are  as 
low  and  facilities  as  good  as  in  any  port  on  the 
Pacific. 

Third:  Having  invited  ships,  we  must  provide  for 
freights.  Facilities  for  handling,  assembling,  and 
trans-shipping,  and  for  manufacturing  and  distribut- 
ing, must  be  the  most  effective  and  the  cheapest  that 
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can  be  devised.  That  means  the  early  execution  of 
a  great  topographical  change  near  our  waterfront, — 
namely,  the  re-grading  of  Rincon  Hill.  That  barrier 
must  be  removed. 

Fourth:  We  must  take  care  of  the  great  popula- 
tion that  such  arrangements  are  going  to  help  to 
bring.  This  requires  a  proper  solution  of  our  water 
problem  and  the  development  of  our  street-railway 
facilities. 

With  increased  population,  a  great  stimulus  will 
be  given  our  retail  trade,  which  in  its  turn  already 
furnishes  one  of  the  great  attractions  of  our  city. 

Fifth:  If  San  Francisco  is  to  grow  industrially,  it 
must  be  made  industrially  attractive.  To  that  end 
the  Chamber  will  bend  every  energy  at  its  com- 
mand. It  will  seek  nothing  but  just  conditions  for 
all  San  Franciscans,  but  these  it  will  obtain  if  it  is  in 
any  way  possible. 

TWO  GREAT  DOMESTIC  TRADE  FIELDS. 

Sixth:  In  domestic  trade  we  have  two  great  fields 
to  develop:  the  local  jobbing  territory  and  the  East. 
In  each  it  is  the  Panama  route  that  gives  us  our  new 
and  broad  opportunity,  provided  we  defend  our 
chance  to  use  it.  San  Francisco  should  be  and  must 
be  a  distributing  focus  for  the  larger  part  of  the 
territory  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

But  we  must  rise  to  a  broader  vision  of  our  do- 
mestic trade  field.  For  our  great  output  of  farm 
and  factor}'  and  mine  the  canal  opens  a  way,  toll-free, 
to  the  Eastern  States,  the  Gulf  ports,  up  the  popu- 
lous ]\Iissouri  and  Mississippi  valleys,  and  to  the 
region  of  the  Great  Lakes. 

We  must  make  these  great  reaches  of  country 
the  fields  of  San  Francisco's  domestic  trade  in  a  far 
larger  measure  than  they  have  ever  been  before. 
Equitable  rail  rates  from  the  California  valleys  to 
San  Francisco,  and  economical  facilities  for  ship- 
ment from  this  port,  will  make  them  so,  and  these 
the  Chamber  is  determined  to  secure. 

Seventh:  Foreign  trade  expansion  for  San  Fran- 
cisco will  receive  even  more  attention  from  the 
Chamber  this  year  than  ever  before.  The  Chamber 
has  been  the  pioneer  in  making  general  foreign  trade 
connections  for  San  Francisco,  and  it  is  incumbent 
upon  this  organization  to  see  that  the  city  gains 
every  possible  advantage  from  the  world-commerce 
in  the  Pacific  that  will  be  stimulated  by  the  canal. 

Eighth:  In  the  matter  of  legislation,  the  Chamber 
is  prepared  to  foster  the  city's  interests  in  every 
proper  waj'.  Not  only  will  its  Legislation  Commit- 
tee and  its  Law  Department  in  San  Francisco  watch 
what  is  going  on.  but  it  will  maintain  a  representa- 
tive at  Sacramento  during  the  session,  and  another 
at  Washington,  so  that  we  may  be  early  informed 
about  all  State,  national  and  foreign  aflfairs  affecting 
this  city. 

The  Chamber  does  not  purpose  to  become  involved 
in  politics,  but  it  will  not  hesitate  to  make  its  voice 
heard  whenever  .San  Francisco's  interests  are  affected 
by  any  influence  whatever.  Every  member  is  in- 
vited to  send  his  suggestions  and  views  on  proposed 
legislation  to  the  Chamber,  and  they  will  be  given 
full  consideration  by  the  Legislation  Committee  and 
the  Chamber's  attornej-s. 

Ninth:  Publicity.  Here  I  wish  to  observe  that 
the  officers  of  the  Chamber  have  the  strongest  feel- 
ing of  gratitude  toward  the  press,  for  the  generous 
and  unwavering  support  it  has  given  this  organization 
and  its  policies. 

As  for  publicity  in  general,  I  wish  to  say  that  the 
quarter  of  a  million  pieces  of  literature  published 
and  distributed  by  the  Chamber,  in  order  to  pre- 
sent to  strangers  a  clear  understanding  of  the  na- 
ture, importance  and  attractions  of  San  Francisco, 
are  but  a  practice  march  for  the  campaign  that  is 
coming  and  that  is  even  now  being  planned  by  the 
Publicity  Committee.  If  we  can  obtain  the  proper 
support,  we  shall  place  the  name  of  the  city  favor- 


ably   before    millions    of    people    in    this    country    and 
abroad. 

In  addition  to  a  thriving  manufacturing,  trans- 
shipping and  distributing  center,  San  Francisco  can 
be  made  one  of  the  great  tourist  cities  of  the  world. 
This  also  is  part  of  the  Chamber's  work. 

APPOINTMENT   OF   POLICE  JUDGES. 

In  addition,  the  Chamber  will  continue  its  exer- 
tions for  better  streets  and  sidewalks,  the  removal  of 
temporary  shacks  from  the  fire  limits  and  the  elim- 
ination from  the  Exposition  City  of  everything  that 
is  unsightly  and  unclean.  It  will  make  every  effort 
to  restrict  the  number  of  saloons,  to  increase  the  sa- 
loon license,  and  to  have  such  places  absolutely  pro- 
hibited in  the  residential  districts. 

As  the  Police  Commissioners  have  the  widest  re- 
sponsibilities, we  believe  they  should  have  the  largest 
possible  discretionarj'  powers,  and  be  held  to  strict 
accountability  for  the  use  of  them.  W^e  believe  the 
police  judges  should  be  appointed,  not  elected,  and 
that  no  police  judge  should  be  eligible  to  any  other 
judicial  position  for  at  least  three  years  after  having 
held  office  as  such  police  judge. 

It  should  be  needless  to  say  that  loyalty  to  San 
Francisco  means  loyalty  in  every  sense  to  the  Pana- 
ma-Pacific Exposition  and  those  who  have  assumed 
the  burden  of  it. 

To  the  policies  mentioned  we  are  definitelj'  com- 
mitted, and  your  officers  and  directors  during  the 
next  twelve  months,  will  bend  every  effort  to  their 
fulfillment.  But  because  we  have  assumed  these 
burdens  it  will  not  do  for  you.  the  members  of  the 
Chamber,  to  leave  it  all  to  us. 

Team  work  is  what  we  need.  Team  work  is  what 
this  Chamber  means.  With  team  work  among  San 
Franciscans  at  this  time,  our  city's  possibilities  are 
without  limit. 

REPORT    WILL    BE    PUBLISHED. 

The  report  of  former  President  Robbins 
was  an  impressive  array  of  facts  accomplished 
by  the  ors^anization  to  improve  general  conditions 
in  San  Francisco.

This 
report  and  the  inaugural  address  of  President 
Sesnon  will  be  printed  in  full  in  a  separate  pam- 
phlet and  distributed  to  the  members,  in  order 
that  each  one  may  know  just  what  the  Chairiber  is 
doing  and  purposes  to  do.  \\'atch  for  it.  and 
read  it.

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Chamber  Organizes  a  General 

Committee  on  Retail  Trade 


It  Will  Represent  All  Lines  and  All  Sections  of  the  City 


The  Chamber  starts  on  its  second  year  with  a 
new  and  inflnential  executive  ami,  in  the  Retail 
Trade  Committee,  appointed  by  President  Ses- 
non  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Downtown  Com- 
mittee to  represent  all  sections  of  the  city.  At 
the  suggestion  of  the  Downtown  Committee  that 
body  was  not  reappointed,  as  it  represented  only 
one  retail  section. 

Over  fifty  members  representing  thirty-eight 
different  lines,  met  on  February  5th  in  the 
assembly  room  of  the  Chamber  and  effected  pre- 
liminary organization  of  the  Retail  Trade  Com- 
mittee. It  is  the  most  general  and  extensive  or- 
ganization of  the  retail  interests  ever  accom- 
plished in  San  Francisco. 

Frank  I.  Turner  presided  as  temporary  chair- 
man. 

B.  F.  Schlesinger  stated  that  it  was  desired 
that  each  line  form  itself  into  a  distinct  organiza- 
tion, like  a  craft  guild,  and  then  appoint  two  mem- 
bers to  serve  as  representatives  of  that  line  on 
the  general  committee,  which  would,  in  turn,  elect 
an  executive  committee  to  act  for  it. 

Col.  George  H.  Pippy  declared  the  idea  an  ex- 
cellent one,  which  should  have  been  put  into  ex- 
ecution fifteen  years  ago. 

A  general  discussion  followed,  in  which  the 
plan  was  heartily  commended  by  everyone  pres- 
ent. It  appeared  that  while  some  lines  were  al- 
ready organized,  or  had  been  before  the  fire,  there 
were  some  in  which  competition  was  so  keen 
that  organization  was.  in  the  opinion  of  the  dele- 
gates, impossible  without  the  central  and  inde- 
pendent action  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
they  welcomed  the  Chamber's  activity  in  the  mat- 
ter as  a  way  out  of  the  difficulty.  The  following 
is  the  temporary  organization  :

CHAMBER  ASKS  FOR  AN  ISSUE 
OF  $10,000,V00  OF  HARBOR  BONDS 


Anticipating  the  probable  exhaustion,  within 
the  next  two  years,  of  the  proceeds  of  the  present 
nine  million  bond  issue  for  harbor  improvements 
at  San  Francisco,  the  Chamber  has  introduced  a 
bill  to  submit  a  proposal  to  the  people  of  the 
State  for  the  issue  of  an  additional  ten  millions 
for  the  same  purpose :  namely,  general  harbor 
development. 

This  is  to  provide  for  extensions  of  docks  and 
other  facilities,  should  such  extensions  be  neces- 
sary, without  any  delay. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  present  bonds,  the  people 
of  California  will  not  be  taxed  one  cent  for  either 
principle  or  interest,  as  both  will  be  provided  for 
out  of  the  regular  port  charges  on  shipping.    .

From  this  time  on  I  will  talk  to  my  friends,  and  visitors  whom  I  meet,  of  my  city's 
advantages  and  not  its  disadvantages.  I  will  impress  them  with  the  good  things,  the  big 
things  San  Francisco  has  done  and  is  doing,  instead  of  the  things  not  yet  done;  for  by  so 
doing  I  shall  be  rendering  a  service  to  my  city. 


A  clear  sky  movement,  for  San  Francisco  will 
soon  be  started  by  the  Chamber.  It's  committee 
on  smoke  prevention,  consisting  of  Dr.  Edgar  R. 
Bryant,  Prof.  A.  G.  McAdie,  Cecil  F.  Davis  and 
Frank  Varney  are  engaged  in  a  study  of  the 
smoke  prevention  ordinances  of  the  principal 
cities  of  the  country,  and  will  be  ready  before 
long  with  plans  for  educating  engineers  of  me- 
chanical plants  in  the  proper  methods  of  firing 
furnaces  so  as  to  obtain  complete  combustion. 

TRADE    COMMISSIONER   GOES    ABROAD. 

William  M.  Bunker  left  on  the  "Chiyo  Maru," 
on  February  ist,  bearing  credentials  as  Honorary 
Commissioner  of  Foreign  Trade  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  to  study  trade  conditions  in  the  Far 
East,  the  Straits  Settlements,  the  East  Indies,  the 
Levant  and  Europe.  He  will  from  time,  to  time 
send  reports  of  opportunities  for  extending  the 
exports  of  San  Francisco,  and  these  will  be  on 
file  for  the  benefit  of  members,  in  the  Chamber's 
Foreign  Trade  Department. 

Bunker  will  be  gone  eighteen  months.  He  will 
visit  the  principal  cities  of  Hawaii,  Japan,  China, 
Java,  the  East  India  Islands,  Ceylon,  Arabia, 
Alediterranean  ports  and  all  the  European  cap- 
itals. He  is  no  novice  at  this  sort  of  mission. 
Twice  before,  at  his  own  expense,  he  has  made 
investigations  of  world  trade  conditions ;  once 
in  1899,  studying  in  Siberia  and  Russia  the 
probable  effect  of  the  trans-Siberian  railroad  on 
California's  wheat  industry,  and  again  in  1907 
reporting  on  trade  opportunities  in  Europe. 
Fine  results  for  San  Francisco  are  expected  from 
his  expert  field-work  on  the  present  trip.

Whereas,  On  October  eleventh,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eleven,  a  conference  of  Pacific  Coast  Chambers 
of  Commerce  and  the  Pacific  Coast  Congressional 
delegation  adopted  a  resolution  endorsing  the  prop- 
osition that  no  tolls  be  charged  through  the  Panama 
Canal  to  vessels  coastwise  flying  the  American  flag;

Francisco  Chamber,  on  December  eighth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eleven,  approved  the  position  taken  by 
the  conference  and  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tion:

Director  Paul  T.  Carroll  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  was  elected  to  the 
directorate  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States  at  Washington  on  January  23rd. 
Carroll  attended  all  sessions  of  the  recent  annual 
meeting  of  the  National  Chamber,  as  a  delegate 
from  this  organization. 

BIGGER    STATE    FAIR    WANTED. 

The  Chamber  has  given  its  strong  endorsement 
to  the  movement  for  a  greater  and  better  annual 
State  fair  at  Sacramento — one  that  will  be  thor- 
oughly financed  and  equipped  and  that  will  ade- 
quately represent  the  resources  and  the  products 
of  California  by  means  of  a  permanent  exhibit. 

It  desires  to  see  the  State  provide  a  proper 
home  and  facilities  for  the  institution,  so  that 
it  may  become  a  source  of  pride  and  also  of  bene- 
fit to  all  California. 


The  Chamber  gave  its  approval  last  month 
to  the  application  of  the  John  Center  Com- 
pany for  a  temporary  spur  track  permit  from  the 
Ocean  Shore  Railroad  into  Block  27  of  the 
Potrero,  to  serve  a  new  industrial  enterprise  that 
is  to  be  located  at  Florida  and  Mariposa  Streets. 
The  application  was  recommended  by  the  Street 
•Committee  of  the  Supervisors,  and  the  permit  has 
been  passed  to  print  by  the  Board.  A  large  steel 
fabricating  plant  is  to  be  established  in  the  block. 
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Assembly  Bill  216,  providinj:^  for  a  change  in 
the  method  of  electing  directors  in  non-profit 
co-operative  corporations  has  been  approved  by 
the  Chamber's  Directors.  At  present  it  is  neces- 
sary to  elect  all  the  directors  of  such  a  corpora- 
tion at  once.  If  the  bill  passes  it  will  be  possible 
to  rotate  a  certain  proportion  of  the  board,  which, 
especially  in  the  case  of  such  an  organization  as 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  itself,  would  be  an 
extremely  valuable  power. 

Reports  of  hearings  on  tarifif  schedules  before 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  have  been  received  by  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  placed  on  file  in  the  Ex- 
change Hall  of  the  Chamber,  where  they  can  be 
consulted  bv  members  having  access  to  the  floor.

COST  OF  GOOD  LIVING  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO 

The  general  impression  that  San  Francisco  is  the  cheapest  place  to  live  well,  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
and  cheaper  than  many  Eastern  cities,  has  received  strong  support  from  figures  compiled  early  in  the 
year  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Labor. 

Meat  is  cheaper  than  in  any  other  Coast  city,  while  eggs  are  as  cheap  as  anywhere;,  and  cheaper 
than  at  Portland  or  Seattle,  and  poultry  as  cheap. 

Quotations  from  five  leading  firms  in  each  city  during  July  and  August,  191 1,  showed  the  follow- 
ing results : 

Sirloin  steaks:  San  Francisco,  15  to  16  cents;  Los  Angeles,  18  to  22  cents;  Portland,  17Y2  to  20 
cents :    Seattle,  15  to  22  cents ;    Washington,  D.  C,  20  to  30  cents. 

Chuck  roasts:  San  Francisco.  10  to  15  cents;  Los  Angeles,  12^  to  15  cents;  Portland,  13  to  15 
cents;    Seattle,  11  to  15  cents;    Washington,  D.  C.  an  average  of  17  cents. 

Milk:  San  Francisco,  about  10  cents  a  quart;  Los  Angeles,  10  cents;  Portland,  10  cents;  Seattle, 
about  8  cents. 

Eggs :  San  Francisco,  271^  to  35  cents ;  Los  Angeles,  about,  the  same ;  Portland  30  to  35  cents ; 
Seattle  30  to  38  cents ;    Washington,  D.  C,  22  to  30  cents. 

Chickens :  San  Francisco,  20  to  25  cents  a  pound,  averaging  22 ;  Los  Angeles,  24  to  30  cents ; 
Portland,  ijYz  to  25  cents;    Seattle  18  to  25  cents.

Preparation  of  the  Bay  District 

For  the  Opening  of  the  Canal  is  Discussed 

Delegates  From  Neighboring  Cities  Studying  the  New  Conditions  to  Arise 


The  most  enthusiastic  meeting  ever  held  about 
the  bay,  on  the  subject  of  local  development,  v^^as 
the  one  arranged  at  dinner  at  the  Commercial 
Club  on  January  23rd,  by  the  Chamber's  Com- 
mittee on  Co-operation  of  California  Organiza- 
tions. The  one-for-all-and-all'-for-one  sentiment 
l^ervaded  it  in  the  speeches  of  Mayor  Mott  of 
Oakland,  James  Horsburgh,  Jr.,  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company,  and  in  the  spontaneous  utter- 
ances of  the  many  guests  from  the  v\'hole  bay 
region  after  the  formal  talks  were  over. 

It  was  felt  strongly  by  all  present  that  the 
time  to  really  do  something  to  prepare  the  bay 
region  for  the  opportunities  the  Canal  is  going 
to  bring,  is  pressing,  and  as  a  result  there  will 
be  a  strong  joint  committee  appointed  to  make 
plans  and  execute  measures  for  the  common 
good. 

Frederick  Whitton,  chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
Committee  on  Cooperation  with  California  Or- 
ganizations, which  arranged  the  meeting,  pre- 
sided. 

Some  of  the  many  angles  of  the  general  sub- 
ject were  presented  by  able  speakers  in  the  fol- 
lowing addresses : 

"Colonization,"  by  C.  H.  Kendrick ;  "Cali- 
fornia Development  Board,"  by  Robert  Newton 
Lynch ;  "The  Lnmigration  Commission."  by  S. 
J.  Lubin ;  "Location  of  Factories  and  Indus- 
tries," by  Hon.  Frank  K.  Mott,  Mayor  of  Oak- 
land;  "Selective  Immigration,"  by  Thomas  F. 
Hunt,  dean  of  the  Agricultural  college,  Llniver- 
sity  of  California,  and  "Interesting  the  Tourist," 
by  William  B.  Pringle,  of  the  Convention  League. 

In  addressing  himself  to  the  care  of  the  in- 
coming colonist,  Charles  H.  Kendrick  began  with 
the  proposition  that  the  bay  district  lands  were 
too  valuable  for  much  colonization,  which  is  more 
logical  for  the  large  unsettled  areas  in  the  in- 
terior valleys.  The  reflex  commercial  effect  will 
properly  compensate  the  bay  district.  Care 
must  be  used  to  see  that  the  colonist  is  located 
along  good  transportation  and  near  settled  com- 
munities. 

Robert  Newton  Lynch  defined  the  proper  scope 
of  the  Development  Board's  activities,  and 
showed  how  it  is  helping  in  the  accumulation  of 
detailed  information  about  the  whole  State.  S.  J. 
Lubin  told  about  the  Governor's  commission  of 
five  to  investigate  the  immigration  problems  that 
will  be  presented  to  us  on  the  opening  of  the 
Canal,  and  to  prevent  congestion  of  population 
and  other  evils  from  which  the  Eastern  States 
have  suffered  through  lack  of  foresight.  And 
William  B.  Pringle  declared  all  the  bay  cities 
were  interested  in  keeping  the  tourist  busy  hav- 


ing a  good  time  as  long  as  he  could  be  helped  to 
enjoy  the  locality.  James  Horsburgh,  Jr.,  en- 
joined more  activity  in  attracting  tourists,  and 
told  what  the  railroad  has  been  doing  to  arouse 
interest  in  California.  Mayor  Mott's  address 
raised  everyone  to  a  high  pitch  of  enthusiasm  and 
local  pride. 

If  any  bay  community  has  ever  had  any  small 
hatchet,  even  a  toy  one,  out  for  any  other  bay 
community,  it  was  decently  and  eft'ectively  buried. 
Everybody  recognized  the  spirit' of  mutual  help- 
fulness and  the  principle  of  co-operation.  The 
following  localities  were  represented :  Alameda, 
Antioch.  Benicia.  BerkeIe3^  Hayward.  Martinez, 
Newark,  Niles,  Oakland,  Palo  Alto,  Redwood 
City,  Richmond,  San  Francisco,  South  San  Fran- 
cisco, San  Jose,  San  Leandro,  San  Mateo,  San 
Rafael,  Santa  Clara,  Sausalito,  Vallejo. 


CONFERENCE  TO  OPPOSE 

DETRIMENTAL  LEGISLATION 


The  Chamber  has  called  a  conference  of  dele- 
gates from  California  commercial  and  civic  bodies 
to  meet  in  this  city  on  February  20th  and  or- 
ganize a  vigorous  opposition  to  those  bills  intro- 
duced in  the  Legislature  which  are  of  such  char- 
acter as  to  threaten  the  commercial  and  indus- 
trial development  of  the  State. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Directors  and  the  Legis- 
lation Committee,  there  are  many  measures  of  * 
this  nature  among  the  more  than  4,000  bills, 
joint  resolutions  and  constitutional  amendments 
introduced  at  the  first  term  of  the  "bifurcated" 
session,  and  as  the  session  was  bifurcated  in 
order  to  give  the  members  of  the  Legislature  a 
chance  to  hear  from  their  constituents,  the 
Chamber  feels  that  there  should  be  some  effec- 
tive action  on  that  plan. 

The  date  originally  set  was  February  14th,  but 
it  has  proven  impossible  to  get  such  a  mass  of 
bills  a  sufficient  time  beforehand  for  any  intelli- 
gent study  of  them,  so  the  conference  was  post- 
poned. 

The  call  has  been  sent  to  leading  organizations 
in  the  larger  population  centers,  and  responses 
are  coming  in  from  widely  separated  points. 

The  San  Mateo  County  Development  Associa- 
tion, the  Marysville  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Yolo  County  Board  of  Trade,  the  Modesto 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Kings  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce  have  accepted  the  invi- 
tation to  send  delegates,  and  other  responses 
are  expected  as  soon  as  the  various  organizations 
have  had  time  to  meet. 
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Pacific  Coast   Wants  Defenses 

Equal  to  Those  of  the  Atlantic 


Annual  Meeting  of  Coast  Chambers  Held 


At  a  well  attended  meeting  of  the  Associated 
Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  Pacific  Coast, 
W.  E.  Gibson,  president  of  the  Oakland  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  was  elected  president,  Mr. 
George  Scofield,  head  of  the  Tacoma  Commercial 
Club  and  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Vice-President, 
and  C.  W.  Burks  of  San  Francisco,  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

I\I.  H.  Robbins,  Jr.,  the  retiring  President, 
made  his  annual  report  of  work  •accomplished, 
saying  in  part: 

As  the  date  of  the  Canal  opening  draws  nearer,  the 
new  importance  of  the  Pacific  Coast  States  becomes 
more  and  more  apparent,  and  the  responsiliihties,  as 
well  as  the  advantages,  of  the  Coast  communities  in- 
crease with  the  passing  days.  We  cannot  enjoy  the 
advantages  without  assuming  the  responsibilities,  and 
we  cannot  meet  the  responsibilities  except  we  work  te- 
getlier  on  broad  lines  for  national  recognition  of  Coast 
commercial  interests.  I  think  \'ou  will  agree  with  me, 
gentlemen,  that  with  the  great  and  growing  interests 
of  the  Coast  at  stake,  and  our  golden  opportunity  draw- 
ing nearer  and  nearer,  we  should  bear  in  mind  at  all 
times  and  under  all  circumstances  that  unanimity  spells 
success.  The  increasing  importance  of  the  Coast  will 
create  conditions  compelling  new  legislation  and  new 
departmental  rulings.  And  you  know  as  I  know  this 
legislation  and  these  rulings  cannot  be  secured  by  di- 
vided opinions. 

The  Associated  Chambers  went  on  record  in 
favor  of  making  the  military  and  naval  estab- 
lishments of  the  Pacific  Coast  the  equal  of  like 
establishments  on  the  Atlantic  Coast. 

C.  B.  Yandell,  of  Seattle,  reported  that  Capt. 
Dollar  had  received  word  from  the  Chinese 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  invited  to  visit  this 
country,  that  the  visit  would  have  to  be  post- 
poned a  year. 

The  meeting  unanimously  adopted  a  resolution 
introduced  by  H.  Z.  Osborne,  of  Los  Angeles,  in 
support  of  the  Raker  bill,  now  in  Congress,  ap- 
propriating $100,000  to  enable  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  to  carry  out  certain  experiments 
with  methods  to  secure  the  fruit  industry  against 
damage  by  frost. 

The  wreck  of  the  "Rosecrans"  was  made  the 
basis  of  a  unanimous  resolution,  introduced  by 
the  same  delegate,  calling  the  attention  of  Con- 
gress to  the  continued  menaces  to  navigation  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  arising  from  the  lack  of  scienti- 
fic lighting,  and  endorsing  the  recommendation  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Light  Houses  for  addi- 
tional light  and  fog  stations. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  tendering  the  thanks 
of  the  organization  to  the  retiring  president.  M. 
H.  Robbins,  Jr.,  for  the  able,  courteous  and  vig- 
orous manner  in  which  he  has  administered  the 
affairs  of  the  Associated  Chambers  during  the 
past  year. 

The   San   Francisco   Chamber  entertained   the 


visiting  delegates  at  luncheon,  after  which  Presi- 
dent Scsnon  took  thein  for  an  auto  tour  of  the 
Exposition  site.

Whereas,  If  such  discrimination  did  exist,  it  could 
not  be  defended  from  a  standpoint  of  justice  and  fair- 
ness to  other  sections  or  States,  and,  if  persisted  in,  must 
inevitably  lead  to  reprisals  against  the  products  of  San 
Francisco  and  California;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  tlie  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce does  declare  that  it  is  unalterably  opposed  to 
any  action  that  will  interfere  with  the  free  exchange 
between  the  various  States  of  their  products,  both  raw 
and  manufactured ;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  proper  officers  of  the  Chamber 
are  instructed  to  take  such  steps  and  make  such  rep- 
resentations as  will  tend  to  the  removal  of  these  re- 
strictions.

Fine  Display  From  California 

Chamber  Lends  Its  Pictorial  Exhibit  of  San  Francisco

The  California  Development  Board  has  se- 
cured 4,800  square  feet  of  space  in  the  Palace 
of  the  Nations  at  the  Universal  and  International 
Exposition  to  be  held  in  the  historical  city  of 
Ghent,  Belgium,  and  will  put  in  a  representative 
exhibit  of  California.  As  the  wall  space  is  very 
much  in  evidence,  there  being  112  feet,  a  mag- 
nificent display  of  large  pictures  will  form  a 
prominent  item.  These  will  embrace  the  usual 
scenic  attractions  of  California ;  but  vineyards, 
orchards  and  other  agricultural  features  will  also 
be  displayed,  among  which  will  be  a  set  of  paint- 
ings by  Thulen,  of  Merced. 

A  full  set  of  large  pictures  of  the  new  San 
Francisco  has  been  loaned  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  The  drawings  and  plans  of  the  Pan- 
ama-Pacific International  Exposition  buildings 
will  also  occupy  a  prominent  position. 

The  exposition  opens  in  April  and  continues 
until  November,  and  promises  to  be  a  very  large 
afifair,  both  in  attendance,  importance  and  extent. 
It  celebrates  the  centennial  of  the  signing  of  the 
famous  treaty  of  Ghent.  Over  twenty  nations 
are  participating.  The  exposition  covers  250 
acres  of  ground  and  is  housed  in  fifteen  mag- 
nificent palaces.  Many  of  these  follow  the  regu- 
lar form,  such  as  Machinery  Hall,  Fine  Arts, 
Agricultural  Hall,  etc.,  but  others  show  more 
originality  and  new  departure — such  as  maritime 
development,  medical,  hunting  and  fishing,  and 
one  of  special  interest,  the  Palais  Du  Congo, 
which  will  demonstrate  the  great  work  that  Bel- 
gium has  accomplished  in  that  much-talked-of 
colony.  The  whole  is  under  the  patronage  of 
the  King  and  conducted  by  the  Belgium  Govern- 
ment, and  will  be  attended  by  the  peoples  of 
northern  Europe. 

The  California  State  Alining  Bureau  has  sup- 
plied a  comprehensive  assortment  of  mining  spec- 
imens. There  will  also  be  a  full  display  of  pe- 
troleum and  oil,  a  lumber  exhibit  showing  samples 
of  the  various  California  woods ;  a  full  line  of  the 
usual  processed  fruits- and  flowers,  canned  fruits 
and  dried  fruits,  and  also  of  California  wines. 

The  Italian-Swiss  Colony,  encouraged  by  tak- 
ing the  Grand  Prize  at  Turin,  is  again  putting  in 
a  fine  display  of  their  own,  as  are  the  California 
Fruit  Canners'  Association.  There  will  be  a 
model  farm  with  working  pumping  plants  and 
irrigation  ditches,  supplied  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company. 

The  north  of  bay  counties  will  maintain  a 
special  exhibit,  decorating  their  booth  charac- 
teristically with  redwood  bark,  and  the  various 
products  of  that  fruit  region  will  be  fully  dis- 
played, including  an  exhibit  of  Luther  Burbank 
products. 


Southern  California  and  the  Sacramento  Val- 
ley will  also  be  well  represented  by  special  fea- 
tures. The  United  States  Government  will  ex- 
hibit a  most  valuable  and  interesting  working 
model  of  the  Panama  Canal.  Altogether  the  dis- 
play will  be  comprehensive  and  creditable  to 
California. 

The  exhibit  has  been  assembled  and  ready  for 
shipment  and  will  be  under  the  care  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the"  Development  Board.  Vast  quanti- 
ties of  California  literature  will  also  be  distributed 
on  this  occasion  and  stereopticon  lectures  will  be 
delivered. 


Cn  Y'S  LOCATION  HAS  MADE 

THIS  FACTORY  A  SUCCESS 


Important  as  indicating  the  advantage  to  be 
gained  by  manufacturers  through  the  establish- 
ment of  factories  on  the  Pacific  Coast  is  the  en- 
terprise recently  set  in  motion  by  the  Western 
Stopper  Company  at  556  Fulton  Street,  San 
Francisco. 

This  interesting  little  plant,  which  will  manu- 
facture for  the  present  at  least,  the  single  item 
of  crown  corks  for  the  bottling  trade,  is  founded 
upon  the  differential  between  the  cost  of  bring- 
ing out  the  raw  material  and  that  of  shipping 
the  finished  product  even  by  the  cheapest  water 
route. 

T.  H.  Peniston.  manager  of  the  company,  says 
that  Pacific  Coast  bottlers  use  upward  of 
430.000,000  crown  corks  each  year,  this  being  the 
favorite  sealing  device  for  beer,  soda  water,  grape 
juice  and  to  some  extent  for  wine.  The  freight 
bills  paid  annually  on  shipments  of  crown  corks, 
which  have  formerly,  of  necessity,  been  purchased 
of  Eastern  manufacturers,  he  estimates  at 
$96,000,  and  the  saving  to  be  efifected  through 
the  importation  of  material  and  its  manufacture 
at  the  point  of  consumption  represents  alone  a 
tidy  margin  of  profit. 

Automatic  machinery  for  the  stamping  and 
shaping  of  the  tin  crowns  and  the  assembling  and 
securing  of  tlie  cork  discs  has  been  installed,  and 
since  January,  has  been  turning  out  the  finished 
product  at  the  rate  of  370  corks  per  minute  for 
two  daily  shifts  of  eight  hours  each. 

The  lithographing  of  the  trademarks  which 
each  crown  bears  is  done  at  the  San  Francisco 
branch  of  the  American  Can  Company, 

Later  the  company  will  put  on  the  market  an 
automatic  bottle  crowning  and  sealing  machine, 
capable  of  handling  120  bottles  per  minute,  which 
will  be  built  in  San  Francisco.

Finds  Favor  in  Brazilian  Market 

National  Exhibition  to  Open  at  Rio  Next  May 


The  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Cham- 
ber is  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Dr. 
Eugenio  Dahne,  Commissioner  General  for 
Brazil,  enclosing  an  extract  from  a  letter  of  Mr. 
Charles  Sutter,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Mr.  Sutter  is 
vice-president  of  the  Pan  American  Steamship 
Company  of  New  Orleans  and  recently  returned 
from  a  trip  to  Brazil.     He  says : 

I  trust  you  will  lose  no  occasion  to  mention  us  and 
our  efforts  to  prominent  Californians  and  the  desirability 
that  we  and  they  co-operate  togetlier  with  the  Brazilian 
Government  to  establish  suitable  transportation  facilities 
and  thereby  get  California  products  direct  into  Brazilian 
markets.  In  this  connection,  on  the  day  I  sailed  from 
Rio  (October  i6th)  I  happened  to  see  in  a  prominent 
fruit  shop  on  the  Avenida  a  number  of  boxes  of  pears 
from  the  .Santa  Clara  ranch  of  Mrs.  Sutter's  son-in-law 
(A.  Block  Fruit  Co.,  Santa  Clara,  Cal.).  I  learned 
subsequently  that  they  sent  a  first  consignment  of  five 
J  carloads  to  try  out  the  market  and  evidently  with  the 
very  best  success.  These  pears  were  of  moderate  size 
and  sold  for  seven  milrds  per  dozen.  There  is  no 
limit  to  the  California  products  salable  in  Brazil  and 
now  is  the  time  to  aggressively  prepare  for  the  opening 
of  the  canal." 
EXPOSITION   IN   RIO  DE  JANEIRO,    MAY    I3,    I913. 

In  his  letter,  Dr.  Dahne  makes  the  following 
remarks : 

A  great  national  exhibition  will  be  opened  at  Rio 
de  Janeiro  on  May  13th  next,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Government,  and  although  the  exhibition  being  national, 
the  Government  cannot  invite  foreign  participation, 
foreign  producers  are  permitted  to  exhibit,  or  advertise. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  shippers  of  such  products  as 
will  find  a  ready  market  witli  us,  such  as  apples,  pears, 
prunes,  peaches,  olives,  walnuts,  almonds,  figs,  raisins, 
canned  salmon,  wines,  etc.,  send  a  small  consignment 
to  be  exhibited  at  this  exhibition  and  afterwards  sold  in 
auction.  This  would  be  a  good  advertisement  and  also 
a  good  test  for  the  market  there  and  the  prices  that 
might  be  obtained,  and  at  the  same  time  it  would  supply 
the  excuse  for  obtaining  from  Congress  the  reduction 
or  abolition  of  duty  on  the  introduction  of  such  goods. 

If  any  shippers  you  know  of  care  to  make  this  at- 
tempt, I  shall  be  glad  to  assist  them  in  every  way  I  can 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements.

Following  the  protest  of  the  Traffic  Bureau 
against  the  advanced  class  rate  of  $3.70  on  hats 
and  caps  from  Eastern  territory  to  Pacific  Coast 
terminals,  which  became  effective  on  June  15, 
1912,  the  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  advice  from  the 
transcontinental  lines  to  the  effect  that  the  $3.00 
rate  which  was  in  effect  prior  to  the  advance, 
would  be  restored,  thus  effecting  a  saving  to  the 
hat  and  cap  trade  of  nearly  25  per  cent  of  their 
freight  bills. 

Information  received  from  the  officials  of  the 
transcontinental  lines  recently  in  conference  in 
Chicago  is  to  the  effect  that  proposed  groupings 
of  plumbing  goods,  as  contained  in  the  West- 
bound Transcontinental  Tariff  No.  i-]\I,  which 
was  to  have  become  eft"ective  June  30,  191 3,  will 
be  withdrawn,  and  that  old  groupings,  as  con- 
tained in  Tariff  i-L  will  practically  all  be  rein- 
stated; the  rates  to  remain  as  shown  in  Tariff 
i-M. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  having  protested  the  pro- 
posed advance  from  85  cents  per  100  pounds  to 
$1.15  per  100  pounds  on  tin  cans,  eastern  territory 
to  California  terminals,  it  is  now  in  receipt  of  ad- 
vice from  the  railway  officials  that  they  have  sug- 
gested a  compromise  to  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  offering  a  rate  of  $1.00  per  100 
pounds  from  Chicago;  $1.05  from  Cincinnati; 
$1.10  from  Pittsburgh,  and  $1.15  from  New 
York  ;  minimum  weight,  22,000  pounds. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Bureau  has  been 
instrumental  in  the  securing  of  material  reduc- 
tions in  proposed  westbound  rates  on  linseed  oil, 
plate  glass,  seeds  and  furniture. 


A  bill  has  been  introduced  in  the  Assembly  by 
Wyllie  of  Dinuba,  appropriating  $32,278.50  as 
the  State's  half  toward  the  costs  of  a  survey  of 
the  San  Joaquin  River  as  far  as  Herndon,  to  de- 
termine once   for  all  whether  a  reasonable  ex- 


penditure can  make  the  river  navigable  that  far 
or  not.  The  passage  of  the  bill  will  be  the  con- 
summation of  plans  and  efforts  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  ever  since  its  incep- 
tion. J 
In  spite  of  an  adverse  report  by  local  army  en-  | 
gineers,  the  Chamber  through  its  Traffic  Bureau 
persisted  in  a  campaign  to  have  this  survey  made, 
and  through  co-operation  with  Congressman 
Needham  succeeded  in  having  the  War  Depart- 
ment agree  to  allot  half  the  money  if  the  State 
would  provide  the  other  half.  The  agreement 
was  contained  in  a  letter  to  Governor  Johnson 
by  acting  Secretary  of  War  Robert  Shaw  Oliver, 
a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  the  Traffic  Bureau. 
]\Ianager  Wheeler  of  the  Bureau  argued  for  the 
survey  at  the  preliminary  hearing,  and  later  took 
up  the  matter  at  Washington  with  Congressman 
Needham  after  the  case  looked  hopeless.  The 
passage  of  the  present  bill  is  all  that  is  required 
to  carry  out  the  State's  part  of  the  contract.  The 
bill  provides  for  securing  information  covering 
the  following  points : 

1.  Low  water  at  various  points  in  the  section 
under  consideration. 

2.  Normal  flow  that  could  be  expected  under 
proper  control  of  present  irrigation  system  to 
prevent  waste. 

3.  Relation  of  volume  abstracted  from  river  for 
irrigation,  and  volume  rettirned  through  seepage. 

4.  Cost  of  improvement  by  slack  water  and  by 
regulation,  with  estimates  of  possible  period  of 
navigation. 

5.  Possibility  of  storage  and  supply  from 
Tulare  Lake. 

6.  Present  acreage  irrigated,  with  estimates 
of  possible  and  probable  irrigation. 

7.  Cost  of  improvement. 


The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Navigation  to  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  and  Labor,  has  an  interesting  bearing 
on  certain  lugdbrious  prophecies,  made  after  the 
Chamber  had  secured  the  exclusion  from  the 
Panama  Canal  of  railroad-owned  shipping: 

Twelve  ocean  steamships,  averaging  about  6,500  gross 
tons  each,  are  now  building  in  the  United  States  speci- 
fically for  the  Panama  Canal  trade,  and  some  of  the 
smaller  ocean  steamships  under  construction  will  doubt- 
less make  use  of  the  Canal  from  time  to  time,  even  if 
not  wholly  employed  between  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Coast 
ports.  All  the  economics  in  water  transportation  associ- 
ated with  large  steamers  will  appl)'  particularly  to  Canal 
navigation.  At  tlie  same  time  the  trade  between  our 
smaller  ports  on  the  two  oceans  and  the  Gulf  will  re- 
quire from  time  to  time  smaller  steamers  not  emploj'ed 
on  regular  lines,  and  will  help  establish  that  specializa- 
tion in  ship  building,  hitherto  impossible  in  our  ship 
yards,  which  has  been  one  of  the  reasons  for  the 
relatively  cheaper  ship  building  in  Great  Britain. 
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IMPROVING  SERVICE  BETWEEN 

THIS  CITY  AND  PORTERVILLE 

As  a  matter  strongly  afifecting-  San  Francisco's 
trade  with  the  rapidly  growing  Porterville  citrus 
district,  the  Chamber's  Traffic  Bureau  has  taken 
up  with  Southern  Pacific  officials  the  improve- 
ment of  the  passenger  service  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Porterville,  and  has  received  assur- 
ances from  one  of  the  passenger  traffic  officials 
that  the  company  hopes  to  put  on  a  through 
Pullman  between  these  points  in  the  spring. 

This  action  has  been  taken  on  recommendation 
of  Director  George  C.  Boardman,  who,  as  a  dele- 
gate from  this  Chamber  to  the  annual  banquet  of 
the  Porterville  Chamber  of  Commerce,  investi- 
gated the  subject,  and  reported  on  it  as  follows: 

There  are  eight  passengers  traveling  between  Por- 
terville and  Los  Angeles  to  one  between  Porterville 
and  San  Francisco,  and  many  of  the  merchants  told 
me  that  this  is  largely  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  facil- 
ities between  this  city  and  theirs. 

One  of  the  directors  of  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber 
of  Commerce  attended  the  banquet.  He  left  Los  An- 
geles at  9:40  the  evening  before,  arriving  in  Porter- 
ville at  8:45  a.  m.,  traveling  in  a  through  sleeper  and 
with  dining  car  service,  and  he  could  have  returned  to 
Los  Angeles,  leaving  at  6:45  p.  m.,  also  traveling  by 
through  sleeper. 

Your  delegate  left  San  Francisco  at  9 :40  p.  m.,  in 
the  Coalinga  sleeper,  which  he  left  at  Goshen  Junction 
at  7 :20  a.  m.,  transferring  there  to  a  motor  and  arriving 
in  Porterville  at  9 :20  a.  m.  for  breakfast.  Returning, 
it  is  necessary  to  leave  Porterville  at  9  p.  m..  arriving 
in  Fresno  at  11:40,  where  Pullman  accommodations 
can  be  had ;  or,  by  leaving  at  3  :30  p.  m.  and  remaining 
in  Goshen  Junction  from  5  p.  m.  until  7  130  p.  m.,  one 
could  possibly  secure  accommodations  on  the  Coalinga 
sleeper. 

The  director  recommended  that  a  Porterville 
sleeper  be  attached  to  the  train  leaving  San  Fran- 
cisco at  9:40  p.  m.,  and  operated  direct  via  Reed- 
ley  and  DinulDa,  with  a  return  trip,  beginning  at 
Porterville  in  the  evening. 

Of  the  Porter\alle  meeting.  Director  Boardrnan 
reports : 

It  was  intensely  enthusiastic  and  the  presence  of  a 
delegate  from  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  was  appar- 
ently greatly  appreciated. 


CAR  LINE  TO  FORT  MASON 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Chamber  was 
directed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  to  take 
up  with  the  Supervisors  the  matter  of  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Polk  Street  car  line  to  Fort  Mason 
with  a  view  to  securing  this  needed  service  as  soon 
as  possible. 


The  Executive  Committee  is  also  instructed  to 
urge  an  extension  of  the  Brannan  Street  line 
from  First  and  Brannan  to  the  Embarcadero  for 
the  convenience  of  persons  going  to  and  from 
the  steamer  docks  in  that  neighborhood.

Grand  and  difficult  achievements  are  not  neces- 
sary to  distinction.  Just  be  kind,  friendly,  sunny, 
and  you  will  be  conspicuous,  and  when  you  die 
men  will  feel  the  loss  of  you.  For  a  year  to 
come,  and  more,  whalers  that  meet  in  the  Arctic, 
skippers  in  the  China  seSs  and  natty  mates  of 
Cape  Horners  taking  on  cargo  at  Antwerp  or 
I.-iverpool,  are  going  to  tell  one  another,  as  more 
important  news  than  tidings  of  much  big  busi- 
ness :    "Mike  Fitzgerald  is  dead." 

It  will  not  be  necessary,  either,  to  specify 
which  INIikc  Fitzgerald,  nor  to  say  anything  about 
where  he  worked  nor  what  he  did.  I'rom  Cape 
Town  to  Vladivostock  they  know  him. 

During  thirty-two  years,  as  marine  reporter 
for  the  Merchants  Exchange,  and  more  recently 
for  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  he  has  greeted 
more  than  half  the  vessels  that  poked  their  noses 
into  the  Golden  Gate.  He  was  part  of  it. 
Every  skipper  knew  him.  He  was  twenty-two 
when  he  began  and  fifty-four  when,  on  January 
26th,  he  died  of  heart  failure.  And  he  was  not 
tired  of  his  job.  "It's  fine  out  here  at  old 
Meiggs'  wharf,"  he  often  told  the  writer.  "It's 
always  different.  The  sky  and  the  water  and  the 
hills  across  are  never  twice  alike.  It's  always 
pretty  to  look  at  and  there's  something  doing 
every  minute." 

Interest  unflagging  and  loyalty  unswerving — 
he  had  them  both.  The  Chamber  sent  out  a  big 
sign  for  the  porch  roof  of  his  station,  one  with 
"Chamber  of  Commerce"  on  it  in  gold  letters 
a  foot  high  that  could  be  read  half  way  across 
the  channel,  and  he  was  as  pleased  as  a  child 
about  it.  It  gratified  his  loyalty.  He  was  a 
master  hand  with  a  Whitehall  boat,  and  they  say 
he  had  saved  many  a  Hfe  along  his  part  of  "the 
front."  If  he  did,  he  never  boasted  of  it.  Just 
smile  and  do  your  work,  was  his  way.  So,  as  a 
result  of  pursuing  that  way,  the  wireless  system 
of  human  sympathy  and  regard  will  carry  the 
news  of  his  passing,  throughout  the  great  com- 
munity of  the  seas.

SANTA  CLARA  SAFE  FROM  FROST. 

San  Jose. — In  this  valley  deciduous  fruit.s  of  all  vari- 
eties, seeds,  nuts  and  early  vegetables  produce  an  annual 
income  of  $12,000,000.  No  damage  to  any  of  the  trees 
in  any  part  of  the  valley  occurred. 

There  are  8,000,000  fruit  trees  alone  in  this  valley. 
Cannas,  callas  and  some  varieties  of  fuchsia  were  frosted 
and  the  early  peas  raised  in  the  eastern  foothills,  which 


are  about  six  to  eight  inches  high  in  some  cases  were 
nipped,  but  is  of  little  significance  as  all  other  flowers, 
including  roses,  palms,  various  grasses,  geraniums,  etc., 
are  uninjured. 

The  head  of  this  valley  is  about  thirty  miles  south 
from  San  Francisco  and  extends  sixty  miles  southward. 
It  borders  on  San  Francisco  Bay.  It  is  remarkable  that 
the  region  around  San  Francisco  Bay  is  without  any 
fear  of  serious  frost. — Joseph  T.  Brooks,  Secretary  San 
Jose  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


NORTHERN    ORANGES   AT    SAN 
BERNARDINO. 

San  Bern.\rdino. — Oranges  and  lemons  grown  in  the 
Sacramento  Valley,  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  and  in 
Southern  California  will  be  exhibited  side  by  side  and 
will  all  compete  for  the  same  trophies  at  the  third 
National  Orange  Show  held  in  San  Bernardino,  Febru- 
ary 17th  to  22nd. 

It  is  not  so  many  years  ago  when  Southern  California 
monopolized  the  citrus  fruit  industrj'  in  California.  But 
other  sections  are  now  raising  large  crops  and  fast  ex- 
tending their  orchard  area,  thus  attaining  prominence 
as  growers  and  shippers  of  citrus  fruits.

The  capacity  will  be  one  hundred  barrels  of 
gasoline,  one  hundred  barrels  of  distilate  and  fifty  bar- 
rels of  coal  oil  per  day. 

The  Doran  Sanitarium,  which  has  been  constructed 
at  a  cost  of  over  $10,000,  was  opened  for  use  January 
I,  1913,  under  the  direct  management  of  Miss  Doran. 
It  is  one  of  the  finest  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley. — B.  B.  Price,  Secretary  Kings

DEPOT,  THEATER,  CANNERY,  ARMORY. 

Sacramento. — Tlie  Southern  Pacific  Company  re- 
cently announced  that  plans  are  being  drawn  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  railroad  depot  in  this  city.  The  cost 
will  be  $1,000,000  and  it  will  accommodate  a  city  of 
200,000  people.  Annoimcemcnt  has  also  been  made  that 
the  company  will  expend  $100,000  for  the  improvement 
of  its  buildings  comprising  the  great  manufacturing 
and  repair  plant  here. 

Sacramento's  beautiful  new  Empress  Theater,  erected 
by  the  Sullivan-Considine  comliine,  was  formally  opened 
to  the  public  Sunday  evening,  January  19th.  It  is  one 
of  the  largest  and  finest  theaters  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
cost  $150,000. 

Ground  was  broken  this  week  for  the  erection  of  a 
canning  plant  which  Libby-McNeil  &  Co.  are  to  establish 
in  this  city.  The  plant  will  cost  more  than  $200,000  and 
will  give  employment  to  over  1,000  people. 

Work  on  Sacramento's  $100,000  State  Armory  and 
Arsenal  is  now  under  wav. — W.  W.  Wright. 


NEW  BANK  FOR  MERCED.

MORE  PROVINCIALISM  NEEDED 


Provincialism  implies  pride  in  your  pro- 
vince, confidence  in  your  neighbors  and  your 
fellow-citizens,  community  self-reliance  and 
self-respect;  and,  yes,  perhaps  a  little  feeling 
of  self-sufficiency.  New  York  has  it  in  ex- 
cess. Magazines  published  in  that  city  cer- 
tainly give  us  more  than  enough  about  New 
York.  Boston  has  a  good  deal  of  it,  and  with 
reason,  being  quite  a  meritorious  sort  of 
place.  The  Chicago  spirit  is  provincial,  to 
just  about  the  right  degree.  Chicago  will  ap- 
propriate anything  good  that  anybody  brings 
it,  and,  in  fact,  is  largely  made  of  what  other 
people  have  brought  it ;  but  as  a  whole  it 
maintains  a  local  pride  that  cherishes  and 
develops  the  best  among  its  own  people. 
You  never  hear,  in  Chicago,  that  they  do 
things  better  in  Keokuk,  or  that  the  resi- 
dents of  Pink  Mink  Marsh  can  get  together 
for  any  great  collective  enterprise  but  that 
Chicagoans  never,  never  can. 

San  Francisco  sufifers  psychologically 
(and  in  the  long  run  that  means  in  dollars 
and  cents,  just  as  certainly  as  though  it  were 
an  uninsured  fire  loss)  from  undiscriminat- 
ing  self-criticism.  As  the  late  W.  PI.  L. 
Barnes  once  said,  California  is  the  land  of 
the  knocker.  Perhaps  it  is  a  consequence  of 
San  Francisco's  cosmopolitanism,  that  so 
many  San  Franciscans  incessantly  deprecate 
what  other  San  Franciscans  are  doing,  gird 
at  the  supposedly  disunited  spirit  of  the 
place,  cast  suspicion  of  self-interest  on  men 
that  have  undertaken,  from  the  best  of  mo- 


tives, to  render  great  public  services.  A  case 
in  point  is  the  recent  silly  utterance  of  some 
uninformed  people  about  the  Panama-Pacific 
board.  We  are  hearing,  continually,  dis- 
creditable comparisons  of  our  harbor  man- 
agement with  that  of  other  places,  of  our 
engineering  works,  of  our  lack  of  commer- 
cial enterprise  compared  to  that  of  some 
neighboring  city  that  does  less  than  a  third 
the  business  to  the  accompaniment  of  three 
times  the  noise. 

And  they  get  a  patient  hearing,  from  peo- 
ple that  are  mutually  distrustful,  merely  be- 
cause they  have  not  learned  to  understand 
and  to  value  one  another. 

A  little  more  provincialism  would  change 
that.  It  would  make  San  Franciscans  proud 
of  themselves,  their  cit)'  and  each  other,  and 
ashamed  to  be  unworthy  of  their  opportuni- 
ties. Provincialism  is  the  feeling  that  makes 
men  put  high  appraisal  on  their  own,  to 
realize  all  the  value  in  what  their  community 
has,  and  make  the  most  of  it.  We  have  some 
of  this  sentiment,  enough  so  that  when  a 
portly  gentleman  from  the  nation's  capital 
says,  "San  Francisco  knows  how,"  we  swell 
with  pride  and  commend  his  excellent  judg- 
ment. But  we  need  enough  more  to  enable 
us  to  see  it  first,  so  that  we  might  respond, 
"You  bet  San  Francisco  knows  how,  and  we 
know  she  knows  how  !" 

Discriminating  criticism  does  good.  Chi- 
cago, a  properly  provincial  city,  is  always  on 
the  look-out  for  it.  But  this  San  Francisco 
kind,  that  comes  cheap,  without  information 
or  study,  is  a  nuisance,  and  a  bore,  and  an 
out-and-out  flat  waste  of  steam.  It  has 
driven  some  of  our  finest  men  from  public 
life  and  caused  others  to  shun  the  public 
service  as  they  would  the  bubonic  rat. 

Discountenance  it.  Discourage  it.  Culti- 
vate in  its  stead  a  spirit  of  confidence  in  your 
city,  its  opportunities,  its  commercial  im- 
portance, its  rate  of  progress,  its  local  insti- 
tutions and  ways  of  doing  things.  Get  a 
broader  and  more  exalted  view  of  it  as  a 
factor  in  world  aflfairs.  Never  doubt  that 
this,  your  city,  is  THE  city  of  destiny.  They 
don't  do  things  much  better  anywhere.

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Chamber's  Retail  Trade  Committee 

Lays  Out  Its  Plan  of  Operation 


First  Monthly  Meeting  a  Great  Success 


The  Chamber  launched  its  Retail  Trade  Com- 
mittee at  a  luncheon  meeting-  in  the  Union 
Lea,e[ue  Club  on  Monday.  March  3rd.  President 
Sesnon  declared  the  organization  of  this  branch 
was  one  of  the  most  valuable  movements  in- 
augurated since  the  merger  of  the  city's  commer- 
cial bodies  over  a  year  ago. 

Seventy  representatives  of  forty-two  lines 
were  present,  and  more  are  on  the  way.  Chair- 
man Schlesinger,  who  presided,  said  the  idea  was 
to  get  away  from  the  plan  of  the  many  discussion 
societies  of  the  city,  and  get  down  to  action.  Dis- 
cussion could  go  on  in  the  craft  organizations  and 
the  conclusions  could  then  be  acted  on  by  the 
central  body. 

Col.  Pippy,  C.  F.  W.  Nichols,  Milton  Heyne- 
mann.  C.  K.  Mcintosh,  Frank  B.  Connolly,  and 
John  C.  Conner  spoke  on  various  phases  of  the 
new  movement,  and  the  committee  resolved 
unanimously  to  make  the  following  items  its 
opening  program  of  activity : 

1.  It  will  take  up  such  questions  as  pertain  to  local 
transportation  into  and  out  of  San  Francisco  and 
within  San  Francisco,  and  particularly  the  transporta- 
tion of  merchandise  sold  at  retail. 

It  will  work  for  more  reasonable  suburban  fares  on 
the  peninsula  and  in  the  Bay  counties,  or  improvements 
which  will  make  the  City  of  San  Francisco  more  ac- 
cessible to  suburban  cities  and  towns.  It  will  en- 
courage excursions  to  San  Francisco,  and  suggest  pro- 
visions for  the  entertainment  of  visitors,  and  help  carry 
them  out.  The  Executive  Committee  to  work  with  the 
Transportation  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce regarding  these  problems. 

2.  It  will  take  up  all  legal  problems  of  general  in- 
terest to  any  particular  trade,  through  the  legal  de- 
partment and  attorneys  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

3.  It  will  take  up  any  insurance  problems  of  general 
interest  to  any  trade,  through  the  Insurance  Committee 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

4.  It  will  take  up  any  legislative  problems  that  may 
interest  any  trade,  through  the  Legislation  Committee 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

5.  It  will  take  up  the  question  of  advertising  insofar 
as  abuses  are  concerned  and  insofar  as  the  demands 
of  the  respective  trades  for  correction  of  such  are 
concerned. 

It    will    endeavor    to    stop    fraudulent    advertising,, 
and  take  such  action  as  will  stop  fake  auction  sales. 

6.  It  will  endeavor  to  establish,  and  will  establish, 
if  required,  a  central  credit  bureau  to  act  as  a  retail 
credit  clearing  house  for  the  retail  community. 

7.  It  will  attempt  to  devise  ways  and  means  to 
stop  the  retailing  of  merchandise  by  wholesale  firms. 

8.  It  will  discourage  the  practice  of  giving  awaj' 
merchandise  as  premiums  by  retail  merchants. 

9.  It  will  endeavor  to  stop  the  sale  of  merchandise 
by  itinerant  merchants,  and  to  restrict  the  activity 
of  peddlers. 

10.  It  will  co-operate  with  the  Publicity  Bureau 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  endeavor  to 
carry  out  on  a  large  and  systematic  scale  a  cam- 
paign throughout  the  East  to  advertise  this  city  for 
the  purpose  of  attracting  the  tourist  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Northern  California. 


It  will  also  take  up  the  desirability  of  advertising 
San  Francisco  as  a  summer  resort  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  throughout  the  interior  of  the  State. 

11.  The  question  of  the  desirability  of  parades 
during  business  hours  on  the  principal  thorough- 
fares of  the  city,  and  the  question  of  the  desirability 
of  festivals  to  be  voted  on  by  the  retail  interests 
before  they  are  asked  to  subscribe  money  for  them. 

12.  The  desirability  of  the  retail  interests  com- 
bining in  such  events  as  the  Spring  and  Fall  Fashion 
Shows. 

13.  Concerted  action  on  donations  and  charities. 

14.  A  schedule  of  recognized  holidays  on  which 
the  stores  are  to  be  closed.  No  new  holidays  are 
to  be  added.  The  stores  not  to  be  closed  at  any 
other  times  except  these  recognized  holidays,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  retail  trades. 

15.  The  question  of  the  prosecution  of  offenders 
passing  fictitious  paper  on  members. 

16.  Advocate  the  immediate  enforcement  of  the 
ordinance  requiring  the  removal  of  all  shacks  in  the 
fire  limits,  maintained  contrary  to  law. 

17.  Discourage  the  importation  and  sale  of  dam- 
aged, salvaged  or  bankrupt  stocks  of  merchandise 
for  sale  in  San  Francisco.

MUNICIPAL  AFFAIRS 


Shacks  Must  Come  Down,  and 

Other  Matters  Are   Taken  in  Hand 

The  Municipal  Affairs  Committee  reports : 
Active  work  is  now  under  way  in  the  matter 
of  the  removal  of  shacks  within  the  fire  Hmits. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  committee  the 
new  President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
was  present  and  stated  that  owners  of  all  vacant 
shacks  have  been  served  with  a  notice  to  remove 
the  same  within  thirty  days  and  that  sixty  days' 
notice  has  been  given  owners  of  occupied  shacks. 
He  also  stated  that  property-owners  now  seem 
to  recognize  that  the  shacks  must  come  down, 
and  that  while  some  of  them  are  requesting  a 
few  months'  time  in  which  to  arrange  to  remove 
them,  when  this  was  granted  it  was  with  the 
distinct  assurance  on  the  part  of  the  owners 
that  the  shacks  would  be  removed  by  the  above 
time. 

The  City  Attorney  has  advised  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  that  the  city  can  itself  tear  down 
these  shacks  and  charge  the  cost  against  the 
property.  This  has  had  a  good  effect  on  the 
owners. 

The  Municipal  Affairs  Committee  has  assigned 
these  matters  to  sub-committees  for  investiga- 
tion and  report: 

Sidewalk  elevator  ordinance. 

Work  of  joint  street  repair  committee. 

Removal  of  shacks  in  fire  limits. 

Approaches  to  Beale-street  bridge. 

Use  of  sidewalk  areas  for  pipes  and  conduits  on 
streets  where  not  already  laid. 

Progress  report  on  bond  issue  improvements  under 
inspection. 

Transportation  along  the  waterfront. 

Use  of  pay  check  system  in  paying  city  employees. 

Poor  street  railway  service  to  and  from  Third  and 
Townsend  streets  depot. 

What  might  have  resulted  in  serious  damage 
to  the  Drumm  Street  sewer  was  prevented  by  the 
Chamber's  Inspection  service  late  in  January, 
when  back-filling  on  a  newly  completed  section 
before  it  had  hardened  sufficiently  to  withstand 
the  load  was  stopped  on  the  inspector's  com- 
plaint. Stripping  the  forms  in  less  than  the  pre- 
scribed time  after  pouring  the  concrete  was  also 
checked  in  similar  manner,  and  it  is  likely  that 
a  long  squabble  over  damage  was  averted. 

All  tests  of  fire  protection  pipe  line  are  being 


carefully  watched  by  the  Chamber's  inspectors, 
and  the  results  reported  to  the  Municipal  Affairs 
Committee,  of  which  George  C.  Boardman  is 
chairman.  The  allowable  and  actual  leakage  are 
figured,  in  order  to  make  sure  that  the  perform- 
ance is  up  to  the  contract. 

All  pipe  tinder  the  present  contracts  has  been 
laid  except  one  block  on  Brannan  Street,  between 
First  and  Second,  and  the  work  has  been  com- 
menced on  that. 

Repairs  have  begun  in  the  west  compartment 
of  Twin  Peaks  reservoir,  where  all  joints  have 
been  stripped. 


HARBOR  IMPROVEMENTS 

Port  Will  Be  Able  to  Take 

Care  of  Additional  Commerce 

With  the  assignment  by  the  Harbor  Board 
of  the  contract  for  Pier  39,  the  port  of  San 
Francisco  has  its  new  wharf  construction  well 
under  way  in  preparation  for  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal.  The  contract  has  already  been 
let  for  1770  feet  of  seawall,  starting  at  a  point 
between  ^fission  and  Howard  Streets  and  run- 
ning down  to  Harrison,  so  that  there  will  be 
added  docking  space  along  the  bulkhead  and  at 
wharves  to  build  from  there  out.  The  whole 
program  of  twelve  new  piers  and  some  added 
ferry  slips  will  be  put  through  as  rapidly  as  the 
money  comes  in  from  the  nine-million-dollar  bond 
issue. 

The  new  pier,  39.  will  be  the  largest  ever 
built  in  San  Francisco,  and  could  dock  such  a 
vessel  as  the  Imperator,  with  very  little  over- 
hang. It  will  be  880  feet  long  on  one  side,  and 
940  on  the  other,  giving  an  average  length  of 
910  feet.  It  will  be  120  feet  wide,  and  while  this 
is  not  a  record  here  for  width,  there  will  be  two 
decks,  the  lower  for  freight  and  the  upper  for 
passengers  and  their  baggage.  When  the  bag- 
gage has  been  passed  by  the  customs  inspectors 
it  will  be  dropped  to  the  lower  deck  by  means  of 
chutes  and  elevators.  There  will  also  be  waiting- 
rooms  for  the  incoming  travelers — another  inno- 
vation in  San  Francisco. 

Exclusive  of  the  superstructure,  the  pier  will 
cost  $436,400. 

Pier  39  will  be  about  opposite  the  foot  of 
Grant  Avenue.  It  will  be  the  first  of  seven  to  be 
built  north  of  the  Ferry.  Pier  41  will  be  beyond 
the  one  just  contracted  for,  and  beyond  that  will 
be  the  freight  slip,  which  will  have  to  be  torn  out 
of  its  present  position  at  the  foot  of  Battery 
Street  to  make  room  for  some  of  the  new  con- 
struction. 

South  of  the  Ferry,  Piers  26,  28,  30.  and  32 
are  under  construction  now.  Pier  46  is  pro- 
jected and  plans  for  it  are  under  way.

Let  every 
member  of  the  Chamber  join  in  the  movement  and  make  it  a  concert  of  action  on  the  part  of 
the  business  community  of  San  Francisco,  as  it  is  elsewhere.  An  appeal  is  being  sent  you  with 
this  Journal.     Back  up  the  National  Citizens'  League,  and  your  own  committee. 

Don't  neglect  this.  It  is  your  opportunity  to  help  bring  a  great  public  evil  under  control. 
Don't  wait  until  the  next  panic  and  then  say:  "Why  didn't  THEY  do  something?"  Act, 
yrourself.    Mend  the  roof  NOW. 


Chamber  Calls  State  Conference 

To   Ward  Off  Menacing  Legislation 

Delegates  Oppose  Freak  Bills  That  Threaten  the  Prosperity  of  the  State 


One  of  the  most  significant  and  important  con- 
ferences ever  gathered  together  in  this  city  w^as 
the  one  called  by  the  Chamber  for  February  20th, 
consisting  of  delegates  from  California  commer- 
cial and  civic  organizations,  to  devise  means  to 
protect  California  from  the  menace  of  ultra-rad- 
ical legislation.  Sixty-five  delegates  attended 
from  points  700  miles  apart. 

The  result  w^as  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
consisting  of  Capt.  H.  Z.  Osborne,  president  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Scott 
N.  Ennis  of  Sacramento,  C.  H.  Bentley  of  San 
Francisco,  WilHam  Robertson  of  Fresno  and 
W.  S.  Clayton  of  San  Jose,  to  represent  the 
opinions  of  the  conference  to  their  constituent 
bodies  and  devise  vv^ays  and  means  to  carry  out 
the  opposition  of  the  organizations  to  about  forty- 
five  bad  bills. 

President  Sesnon  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber opened  the  meeting,  and  declared  its  con- 
clusions were  not  to  be  considered  binding  on  any 
of  the  organizations  represented  unless  they 
should  be  confirmed  at  home. 

D.  W,  Carmichael,  president  of  the  Sacramento 
Ch-amber,  was  elected  chairman. 

Digests  had  been  prepared  by  the  Chamber's 
law  department  of  about  forty-five  of  the  most 
inimical  measures. 

There  is  no  space  to  enumerate  them  here,  but 
if  all  the  bills  that  the  Chamber  and  the  confer- 
ence opposed  were  passed,  these  among  other 
consequences  would  result : 

No  farmer  could  sell  a  crop  before  it  was  har- 
vested. 

Furniture  could  not  be  bought  on  installments. 


No  boy  under  eighteen  could  drive  a  wagon  con- 
taining passengers,  freight  or  supplies. 

Children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  could  not 
work  at  all. 

Gold  dredging  could  not  be  done  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  State  Water  Commission. 

No  manufacturing,  mining,  or  like  corporation 
could  conduct  a  company  store  if  there  were  another 
store  within  two  miles  carrying  any  supplies  what- 
ever. 

All  employees  would  have  to  be  paid  once  a  week, 
whether  they  wanted  to  be  or  not. 

Attachments  could  not  issue  except  in  suits 
against  non-residents,  or  where  a  resident  has  con- 
cealed himself  or  his  goods. 

Apprentices  would  be  excluded  from  the  steam 
engineering  trade,  and  licenses  would  be  required  for 
engineers  of  engines  of  four  horsepower  or  over, 
and  ten  pounds  pressure. 

It  would  be  a  misdemeanor  to  discharge  an  em- 
ployee on  the  report  of  a  spotter,  without  a  hearing. 

Foreign  corporations  doing  a  California  business 
would  have  to  keep  records  of  all  transactions,  here 
or  abroad,  for  the  inspection  of  any  creditor  or  stock- 
holder. 

Summons  in  suits  against  a  corporation  could  be 
served  on  any  agent  in  the  county  where  the  suit  was 
brought,  whether  he  ever  gave  notice  to  an  officer  of 
the  corporation  or  not. 

No  corporation  could  own  stock  in  any  other,  nor 
could  it  be  incorporated  for  more  than  one  line  of 
business,  nor  have  more  than  one  kind  of  stock. 

No  exemptions  would  be  permitted  to  the  Cart- 
wright  act,  and  farmers  could  not  conduct  co-opera- 
tive fruit  exchanges. 

Women  could  work  but  eight  hours  a  day,  and  the 
fruit  industry  would  be  paralyzed. 

Picketing  would  be  legalized  and  the  pickets  could 
go  upon  your  premises  during  a  strike  to  persuade 
your  employees  to  quit,  and  you  could  not  prevent 
the  trespass. 

Boycotts  would  be  legal  and  could  not  be  enjoined. 

But  blacklisting  would  be  a  misdemeanor. 
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No  alien,  of  any  race,  could  in  future  acquire  lands 
in  California. 

Every  owner  of  real  property  would  have  to  put  a 
price  on  it,  in  his  tax  returns,  as  a  perpetual  option 
in  case  the  public  wanted  to  buy  it. 

There  are  other  bills  opposed  by  the  conference, 
equally  bad. 

The  conference  declared  that  if  boycotting  and 
picketing  were  added  to  the  bill  making  black- 
listing a  misdemeanor  it  would  not  oppose  the 
measure.  It  decided  to  oppose  the  National  bill 
for  an  eight-hour  law  for  women,  which  con- 
tains a  provision  that  would  prohibit  an  inter- 
state railroad  from  carrying  California  fruit  if 
women  worked  over  eight  hours  in  any  one  day 
packing  it. 

The  delegates  also  went  on  record  as  favoring 
a  million-dollar  counties  building  at  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition,  and  thanked  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  for  calling  them  together.

CALIFORNIA    THE  BEAUTIFUL 


"The  Riviera  of  the  Golden  West,"  issued  by 
the  passenger  department  of  the  Western  Pacific, 
is  one  of  the  best  things  we  have  thus  far  seen 
on  California  travel. 

It  opens  with  the  poem  "Christmas  in  Cali- 
fornia," by  Edward  Rowland  Sill,  the  "poet's 
poet,"  whose  verses  are  singularly  suitable:. 

Can  this  be  Christmas — sweet  as  May 
With  drowsy  sun  and  dreamy  air. 

And  new  grass  pointing  out  the  way 
For  flowers  to  follow  everywhere? 

Has  Time  grown  sleepy  at  his  post, 
And  let  the  exiled  summer  back, 

Or  is  it  her  regretful  ghost. 
Or  witchcraft  of  the  almanac? 

Before  me  on  the  wide,  warm  bay 

A  million  azure  ripples  run ; 
'Round  me  the  sprouting  palm  shoots  lay 

Their  shining  lances  to  the  sun.  .  .  . 

There  follows  an  introduction  by  Rufus  Steele, 
and  when  Rufus  writes  of  California  one  is 
tempted  to  say  that  "he  on  honey  dew  hath  fed, 
and  drunk  the  milk  of  Paradise."  He  character- 
izes San  Francisco  in  such  passionate  terms  as 
these : 

For  natural  beauty  of  location,  for  commanding  sweep 
of  golden  bay  and  blue  ocean,  for  cosmopolitanism,  for 
Anglo-Saxon  commerce  and  Latin-blooded  romance,  for 
ships  and  show  places,  Oriental  bazaars  and  Occidental 
business  palaces,  flags  and  flowers,  markets  and  man- 
sions, boulevards  and  bouillabaisse,  pleasures  and  plazas, 
mandarins  and  mysteries,  any  other  American  city  is  to 
this  one  as  a  coal  heaver's  cottage  is  to  a  castle  of 
Aladdin. 

With  all  of  which,  every  one  that  has  seen  it 
properly  must  agree. 

The  bulk  of  the  little  booklet  is  made  up  of 
directions  for  reaching  the  main  points  of  in- 
terest about  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  Berkeley, 
Alameda,  Sacramento,  San  Jose,  and  as  far 
across  the  State  as  Lake  Tahoe  and  the  Yosemite. 

It  is  most  valuable  literature  from  a  local  pub- 
licity standpoint.  This  sort  of  advertising  by  the 
great  railroad  companies  must  take  high  rank 
among  the  thousand  and  one  new  forces  that  are 
causing  California  and  San  Francisco  to  forge 
ahead. 
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Transcontinental  Automobile  Road 

Must  Come  to  San  Francisco 


Chamber  Appoints  a  Strong  Committee  to  Bring  It  Here 


To  bring  the  transcontinental  automobile  high- 
way straight  across  country  to  San  Francisco  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  appointed  a  special 
committee,  with  E.  P.  Brinegar,  the  automobile 
dealer,  at  its  head,  to  be  known  as  the  Argonaut 
Trail  Committee.  Its  other  members  are : 
Charles  Templeton  Crocker,  Charles  E.  Green, 
M.  H.  Robbins,  Jr. ;  Leopold  Michels,  John  A. 
Britton,  Charles  S.  Wheeler,  R.  R.  L'Hommedicu 
and  Vincent  Whitney. 

This  matter  is  regarded  by  the  Chamber  as 
only  second  in  importance  to  the  acquisition  of 
another  overland  railroad.  Eastern  automobile 
men  declare  that  if  the  road  is  brought  directly 
into  California  by  the  central  route  over  25,000 
automobile  parties  will  use  it  in  191 5.  Four  per- 
sons to  a  car  would  make  100,000,  and  they 
would  not  spend  less  than  $10  apiece  while  here, 
making  a  million  dollars  at  the  most  conservative 
calculation.  It  is  more  likely  to  be  twice  that,  in 
numbers  and  money,  s^y  members  of  the  Cham- 
ber. 

Members  of  the  committee  realize  that  a  hard 
fight  will  have  to  be  made,  as  southwestern  in- 
terests have  been  agitating  for  some  time  for  a 
route  that  would  come  through  St.  Louis,  Kansas 
City,  Santa  Fe,  El  Paso,  through  Southern  Ari- 
zona and  into  Southern  California  by  way  of 
Yuma.  The  middle  route  is  preferred  by  Den- 
ver, and  advices  from  that  city  state  that  if  the 
question  were  put  up  to  the  Federal  authorities 
now,  the  southwestern  route  would  have  a  good 
chance  of  being  chosen. 

It  is  likely  that  $50,000,000  will  be  spent  on  the 
road  by  the  local  governments,  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment, and  the  automobile  interests.  The  latter 
have  already  raised  nearly  $3,000,000  and  mean 
to  make  it  $10,000,000  by  July  first  for  the  pur- 
chase of  road  materials  alone.  A  movement 
started  at  Indianapolis  last  fall  by  Carl  Fisher,  of 
Indianapolis  Speedway  fame,  at  a  banquet  of 
automobile  men,  resulted  in  subscriptions  of 
$300,000  in  ten  minutes.  One  tire  concern 
has  subscribed  $300,000.  and  the  automobile  in- 
terests are  regularly  assessing  themselves.  This 
movement  is  going  forward  under  the  name  of 
Ocean-to-Ocean  Highway  Association,  and  its 
literature  bears  the  legend  "New  York  to  San 
Francisco." 

Chairman  Brinegar  of  the  Argonaut  Trail  Com- 
mittee, says : 

"If  a  vote  could  be  taken  of  automobile  own- 
ers, especially  those  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
it  would  be  two  to  one  in  favor  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  terminus  of  the  main  line.  Branches 
could  be  taken  off  to  the  northwest  and  the  south- 
west, the  latter  being  the  most  direct  route  to  Los 


Angeles,  and  shorter  than  the  Santa  I'e  route. 
We  shall  organize  on  the  strongest  possible  lines 
to  win  this  fight  for  San  Francisco,  for  when  we 
do  we  win  for  the  whole  Coast,  including  the 
northwest.  It  is  the  middle  route  that  will  serve 
the  largest  number  of  people,  not  a  one-sided  road 
alonar  the  Mexican  border." 


CALIFORNIA   ALCOHOL   WINS 

BIG  GOVERNMENT   CONTRACT 


The  superiority  of  another  line  of  California 
manufacture  has  been  demonstrated  by  the 
awarding  of  a  large  government  contract  for 
alcohol  to  the  Western  Grain  and  Sugar  Products 
Company,  which  has  its  distilleries  at  Agnew, 
and  derives  this  product  from  beet  molasses. 

The  alcohol  is  wanted  by  the  government  for 
chemical  laboratory  research  work,  and  must  be 
as  pure  as  possible  —  what  is  called  "velvet 
spirits."  The  award  was  made  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  General  Supply  Committee  of  the 
government  (a  committee  of  experts  attached 
to  the  Treasury  Department)  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  California  bid  was  the  highest,  and  will 
cost  the  government  a  cent  a  gallon  more  than  if 
the  next  highest  had  been  successful.  The  inci- 
dent is  regarded  as  a  triumph  for  California  con- 
ditions and  industry.

CHAMBER  FIGHTS  MONOPOLY 

OVER   THE  BENICIA   CUT-OFF 


Traffic  Bureau  Argues  the  City's  Case 

Manager  Wheeler  and  Attorney  ]\Iann  of  the 
Traffic  Bureau  attended  hearings  before  the  Rail- 
road Commission  in  the  matter  of  the  unmerging 
of  the  Southern  Pacific,  Union  Pacific  and  Cen- 
tral Pacific,  which  were  begun  on  Wednesday, 
February  19th,  and  concluded  Mondav,  February 
24th. 

Manager  Wheeler  testified  before  the  Com- 
mission, showing  the  importance  to  San  Fran- 
cisco of  leaving  the  Sacramento-Benicia-Oakland 
cut-off  (owned  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany), open  to  negotiations  for  its  use  by  rail- 
roads other  than  the  Central  Pacific,  and  of  not 
allowing  the  power  of  veto  to  be  given  to  the 
latter. 

By  means  of  a  map,  prepared  for  the  purpose, 
Wheeler  explained  to  the  Commission  the  strat- 
egic position  of  this  Benicia  short  line  and  its  im- 
portance to  transcontinental  railroads  that  are 
now  reaching  out  toward  California  and  the  city 
of  San  Francisco.  He  showed  by  this  map  that 
the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  is  now  headed  for 
California  and  is  constructed  to  a  point  in 
Wyoming  not  far  east  of  the  meridian  of  Ogden, 
Utah,  and  some  1250  miles  from  Chicago.  Also 
that  the  Denver  &  Northwestern  Railway  Com- 
pany (known  as  the  Moffatt  Road),  is  about  to 
resume  negotiations  for  construction  through  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  with  Salt  Lake  as  its  immedi- 
ate objective  point.  Also  that  the  Winnemucca 
Northern  road,  projected  from  Winnemucca  to 
Boise,  Idaho,  will  bring  San  Francisco  a  large 
volume  of  trade  not  now  accessible. 

This  road  will  shorten  the  distance  between 
Boise  and  San  Francisco  more  than  400  miles  as 
against  the  present  existing  rail  routes,  and  its 
extension  to  Butte,  Montana,  which  is  also  con- 
templated, would  afford  a  connection  with  the 
Great  Northern,  Northern  Pacific  and  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railroads,  over  either  the 


Western  Pacific  or  the  Central  Pacific  at  Winne- 
mucca. By  using  the  Benicia  cut-off  with  this 
traffic  in  connection  with  the  existing  railroads 
which  operate  between  San  Francisco  and  Winne- 
mucca, the  shortest  possible  route  would  be  ac- 
complished to  Idaho  and  Montana. 

It  is  the  contention  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  of 
the  Chamber  that  the  grant  to  the  lessee  railroad 
of  the  power  to  veto  any  trackage  arrangement 
over  the  Sacramento-Benicia-Oakland  cut-off, 
would  have  the  practical  and  certain  effect  of 
preventing  the  use  of  this  piece  of  road  by  any 
other  than  the  U.  P.-C.  P.  combination,  a  con- 
dition hurtful  to  San  Francisco  and  to  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  took  a  like  position  with 
regard  to  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  agree- 
ment which  grant  to  the  Central  Pacific  the  use  of 
Southern  Pacific  industrial  tracks  and  vice  versa 
to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  roads. 


DO   YOU  EAT  FISH? 


At  the  preliminary  meeting  to  organize  the 
retail  fish  dealers  as  part  of  the  Chamber's  Re- 
tail Trade  Committee,  INIr.  F.  E.  Booth  had  some 
interesting  things  to  say  about  the  general  habit 
of  making  Friday  the  one  fish  day  of  the  week. 

Large  numbers  of  people  get  their  fish  on  Fri- 
day, supposing  that  to  be  the  only  day  they  can 
be  sure  of  getting  it  fresh.  According  to  Mr. 
Booth,  Friday  is  the  day  on  which  they  are  most 
likely  to  get  hold-over  fish. 

There  is  always  fish  to  be  had  on  Friday, 
whether  it  was  too  stormy  for  the  boats  to  go 
out  Thursday  or  not.  That  is  because  a  certain 
part  of  each  day's  catch  is  iced  and  held  in  re- 
serve for  the  Friday  stock. 

San  Francisco  has  a  bountiful  fish  supply  and  it 
is  a  pity  consumers  do  not  understand  that  every 
day  here  is  a  good  fish  day.  If  that  knowledge 
were  more  general,  it  would  be  better  for  the 
trade  and  the  consumer  too. 


A  new  Handbook  of  Manufactures  in  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  District  will  shortly  be 
compiled  by  the  Chamber.  Return  postals 
will  be  sent  to  all  local  manufacturers,  ask- 
ing for  data.  If  you  receive  one,  stop  what 
you  are  doing  at  the  time  and  give  it  youi^ 
personal  attention.  As  in  all  else  it  does, 
the  Chamber  wants  to  DO  THIS  PROP- 
ERLY, and  must  depend  on  the  manu- 
facturer for  the  accuracy  of  the  information 
it  will  publish. 


The  decree  of  the  Federal  Court  that  Cali- 
fornia makers  of  champagnes,  burgundies, 
moselles  and  sauternes  must  prefix  the  name 
"California"  to  the  brand  on  the  labels,  is  going  to 
help  advertise  the  State  enormously.  No  one 
can  doubt  it  unless  he  also  doubts  the  quality 
of  the  California  output — which  no  well-informed 
person  does.

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What  the  Chamber  Is  Doing 

A  Few  Items  In  the  Long  List  of  the  Month's  Activities 


To  make  our  building  statistics  conform  to 
facts  instead  of  falling  a  couple  of  million  a  year 
short  of  the  contracts,  the  Chamber  will  ask  to 
have  the  building  laws  amended  in  such  a  way 
that  permits  will  be  issued  for  all  work. 

At  present  it  is  not  necessary  to  obtain  per- 
mits for  State,  Federal  or  municipal  construc- 
tion ;  and  where  permits  are  required  there  is  no 
penalty  for  minimizing  the  cost  to  escape  the 
assessor.  Fees  are  not  required  for  jobs  costing 
under  $500,  and  considerable  work  of  this  kind 
is  done  without  permit.  In  a  city  the  size  of 
San  Francisco  the  construction  of  barns,  sheds 
and  private  garages  will  run  over  half  a  million 
a  year,  and  what  is  done  without  permit  escapes 
the  statistics. 

An  exhaustive  study  of  the  practice  in  other 
cities  has  been  made  by  the  agents  of  the  Cham- 
ber, and  an  amendment  will  be  asked  for  impos- 
ing a  penalty  for  misrepresentation,  and  making 
it  necessary  to  obtain  a  permit  before  proceeding 
with  city,  State  or  Government  construction — 
not  with  a  view  to  imposing  a  fee  where  none  is 
charged  now,  as  the  fees  are  already  larger  than 
they  are  elsewhere,  but  in  order  that  the  city  may 
not  continue  to  suffer  by  comparison  with  others 
that  include  more  in  their  statistics  than  San 
Francisco  does. 

No  attempt  will  be  made  to  include  the  Ex- 
position buildings,  as  they  are  for  a  temporary 
purpose,  but  an  effort  will  be  made  to  bring  all 
normal  building  operations  into  the  count. 


The  Chamber  has  sent  a  wire  to  President 
Wilson,  asking  him  to  give  consideration  to  the 
need  of  banking  and  currency  reform,  should  a 
special  session  be  called  to  take  up  the  tariff. 
The  matter  is  represented  as  one  of  "vital  concern 
to  the  commerce  and  industry  of  the  country." 


The  Chamber  will  join  with  the  San  Jose 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  San  Mateo 
County  Development  Association  in  forming  a 
Tsi-Counties  Conference,  to  take  up  matters  of 
concern  to  the  peninsula.  This  body  will  consist 
of  ten  representatives  from  each  organization. 
Its  first  efforts  will  have  to  do  with  securing  bet- 
ter transportation  facilities,  the  creation  of  auto- 
mobile highways  leading  out  of  the  city  south- 
ward, and  the  improvement  of  harbor  facilities 
down  the  western  shore  of  the  bay. 


Chairman  Frederick  Whitton  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Co-operation  of  California  organiza- 
tions has  reported  that  a  joint  committee  of  bay 
district  organizations  is  to  be  formed,  to  inter- 
est  tourist's   and    induce   them    to   prolong   their 


stay  in  the  bay  region.     The  Directors  have  ap- 
proved the  report. 


David  Atkins,  W.  N.  Moore,  G.  Knecht  and 
^Marshal  Hale  have  been  appointed  a  special  com- 
mittee of  the  Chamber  to  investigate  the  deliveries 
of  mail  in  San  Francisco  and  see  if  some  improve- 
ment cannot  be  suggested  to  the  local  postal 
officials. 


A  map  showing  all  of  San  Francisco's  direct 
steamship  connections  with  leading  foreign  ports 
of  the  world,  from  Hamburg  to  Hong  Kong  and 
Sydney,  has  been  compiled  by  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
is  now  on  exhibition  at  the  office  of  the  depart- 
ment. This  is  the  only  map  of  the  kind  in  the 
city,  and  the  first  one  ever  drafted  that  shows 
them  all. 


James  Otis,  of  Otis,  McAllister  &  Co.,  will  rep- 
resent the  Foreign  Trade  Department  at  the  In- 
ternational Exposition  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  this  year. 
Mr.  Otis  will  also  take  up  with  the  Brazilian 
government  the  question  of  preferential  reduced 
tariffs  on  California  wines,  fruits  and  other  prod- 
ucts.    He  expects  to  start  some  time  this  month. 


The  Smith-Lever  bill  (H.  R.  22871),  provid- 
ing for  the  establishment  of  extension  work  by 
land  grant  colleges  of  agriculture,  has  been  en- 
dorsed bv  the  Chamber. 


As  an  expression  of  appreciation  on  the  part 
of  his  colleagues,  M.  H.  Robbins,  Jr.,  former 
President  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, has  been  presented  with  a  large  sil- 
ver punch  bowl  and  ladle  by  his  fellow  members 
of  the  old  Board  of  Directors. 

The  presentation  took  place  at  a  luncheon 
given  the  former  President  at  the  Commercial 
Club.  Almost  all  the  members  of  the  Board  for 
1912  were  there  except  absentees  from  the  city. 
President  Moore  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposi- 
tion Company  was  present  as  a  guest. 

President  Sesnon  of  the  Chamber  presided, 
and  Capt.  William  Matson  acted  as  toastmaster. 
The  formal  presentation  was  made  by  John  S. 
Drum.

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Rice  Culture  Will  Be  One  of  the 

Great  Industries  of  California 


Heavy    Crops  Are   Obtained,    Tender  Most  Economical   Conditions 

By  J.  A.  Gorman. 


California  is  always  developing  something  new  and  magnificent.  Within  two  years 
a  great  industry,  previously  foreign  to  our  State,  has  passed  the  experimental  stage  and 
entered  upon  a  phase  of  wealth  production  that  will  add  millions  of  dollars  of  capital  and 
hundreds  of  prosperous  farms  to  the  already  thriving  condition  of  the  Sacramento  Valley. 
Probably  it  will  not  be  long  before  rice  will  be  extensively  traded  in,  upon  the  floor  of  the 
exchange  hall  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  one  of  our  great  staple  products.  The 
Journal  has  asked  Mr.  J.  A.  Gorman  of  Oroville  to  describe  the  conditions  of  rice  culture 
in  his  neighborhood.  He  is  not  a  real  estate  agent  and  he  has  no  land  to  sell,  but  speaks 
of  his  own  experience,  and  what  he  says  is  worth  your  reading. 


Having  just  returned  from  a  ten-day  inspection  of  rice 
fields  and  their  primitive  cultivation  in  different  parts 
of  Butte  Coimty,  T  am  in  a  position  to  reply  to  your 
request  of  recent  date. 

There  is  not  to-day  in  any  part  of  the  world,  the 
same  opportunity  to  make  good  for  a  man  who  has  the 
knowledge,  or  is  willing  to  be  taught  by  experienced 
men,  that  the  rice  fields  of  Butte  County  give  to  every 
man  who  uses  common  sense,  hard  work  and  a  small 
capital. 

First,  the  land  is  known  as  adobe  with  a  shell  base 
that  is  required  to  hold  the  water  for  rice  flooding.  I 
cannot  answer  as  to  the  exact  amount  of  acreage  suit- 
able for  rice,  but  it  runs  into  thousands  in  Butte  County 
alone.  I  am  told  that  other  counties  of  Northern  Cali- 
fornia have  land  suitable  for  rice,  but  personally  I  have 
not  seen  it  and  can  only  give  this  part  as  heresay. 

After  finding  the  required  land,  the  natural  draining 
is  the  next  essential  feature.  Water  can  be  had  by  our 
wonderful  system  of  ditches.  But  independent  of  the 
irrigating  or  ditch  system,  this  entire  country  is  under- 
laid with  a  lake  of  water  in  a  perfect  bed  of  sand  and 
gravel.  Pumps  that  are  now  in  operation  have  never 
shown  the  slightest  fall  of  water  in  the  wells.  The 
wells  are  from  sixty  to  eighty  feet  deep.  The  water 
rises  to  within  four  feet  of  the  surface,  thus  insuring 
all  the  water  for  the  prefect  raising  of  rice. 

This  land  can  be  bought  now  at  $60  to  $75  per  acre, 
but  in  the  next  j'ear  this  same  land  cannot  be  bought 
for  $100  or  $150  per  acre,  as  there  is  land  now  in  the 
rice  belt  selling  for  $100  to  $125  per  acre  that  has  some 
improvements.  The  cheaper  land  is  open  or  unimproved. 
Not  all  this  land  is  really  rice  land.  This  is  one  product 
that,  as  my  black  mammy  taught  me,  "Mam  nature  alone 
must  be  consulted."  I  mean  by  this,  that  a  reasonable 
fall  for  the  natural  drainage  is  necessary,  and  not  enough 
to  prevent  the  maintaining  of  sufficient  water  to  flood 
3'our  crop  during  its  growth,  without  making  your  checks 
or  levee  too  high. 

I  have  found  many  errors,  whether  from  lack  of  ex- 
perience or  an  attempt  of  some  one  to  experiment,  I  do 
not  know,  but  with  experienced  men  to  direct  his 
efforts,  from  plow  to  warehouse,  the  skilled  producer 
will  get  over  100  per  cent  advance  over  the  inexperienced 
man. 

The  rice  industry  is  one  to  which  all  thinking  men 
should  give  careful  consideration,  and  use  their  best 
efforts  to  keep  for  the  white  man  alone. 

The  raising  of  rice  stands  alone  to-day,  as  the  only 
agricultural  industry  in  which  the  white  man,  with 
small  capital  and  plenty  of  hard  working  ability,  can  in- 
vest and  from  which  he  can  pay  for  his  land  and  have 
a  reasonable  profit  in  one  year  or  on  one  crop. 


The  entire  cost  of  raising  rice  per  acre  is  $35.  You 
can  raise  forty  sacks  per  acre,  of  no  pounds  per  sack, 
which  sells  at  the  warehouse  for  $2.10  per  sack. 

Men  who  have  some  knowledge  of  what  they  are  doing 
have  raised  seventy-two  sacks  per  acre  and  more.  The 
quality  is  exceptionally  fine,  but  in  my  opinion  the  large 
Hawaiian  and  Honduras  rice  is  much  better.  The  kernel 
is  more  than  twice  the  size  of  the  rice  they  are  raising 
here  now,  which  is  the  small  red  Japanese  variety. 

There  is  no  comparison  between  rice  and  wheat  cul- 
ture, for  rice  is  a  sure  and  profitable  crop.  It  only 
needs  one  of  experience  to  watch  it  and  give  it  reason- 
able attention  until  you  get  it  to  the  warehouse. 

Though  the  by-products  of  rice  are  many,  I  hesitate 
to  enumerate  their  wonderful  scope ;  the  straw  for  rice 
paper  alone  beggars  description  to  minds  who  are  not 
familiar  with  California's  great  productive  soil.  To  my 
personal  knowledge,  there  is  no  rice  raised  in  any  other 
part  of  the  United  States  in  commercial  quantities  out- 
side of  or  above  the  Mason  and  Dixon  line  except  in 
California.  We  have  within  eight  miles  of  Oroville  as 
fine  rice  land  as  ever  laid  out  doors  and  up  to  within 
the  last  year  no  one  gave  it  a  thought. 

With  plenty  of  water,  two  steam  railroads  and  one 
of  the  finest  electric  lines  in  any  part  of  the  United 
States,  with  the  Oro  Electric  Power  Company  able  to 
supply  power  in  any  quantity  wanted,  this  country  is 
wired  all  over  the  rice  belt.

The  table  does  not  include  students  in   the   San    Francisco   Institute  of  Art.   in  Uni- 
versity Extension  work,  in  University  Farm  short  courses  in  agriculture,  in  correspond- 
ence courses  at  Davis,  in  Farmers'  Institutes,  in  the  W'ilmerding  School  of  Industrial  Arts 
at  San  Francisco,  nor  those  receiving  instruction  from  the  agricultural  train.

According  to  a  bulletin  prepared  by  the  L'nited  States  Bureau  of  Education  and  just  issued  from 
the  government  printing  office  at  Washington,  the  University  of  California  stands  first  among 
eighty-seven  state  universities — (i)  in  total  undergraduate  enrollment  in  collegiate  departments,  (2) 
in  total  enrollment  of  graduate  students  in  the  same  departments,  (3)  in  total  attendance  at  the 
summer  session. 

The  bulletin  covers  the  year  ended  June  30.  1912,  but  returns  already  received  from  state  institu- 
tions for  the  current  academic  year  1912-13  indicate  that  California's  lead  will  be  greater  this  year 
than  last. 

The  Commissioner's  report  shows  3602  collegiate  undergraduates  enrolled  at  Cahfornia  during 
regular  terms,  as  against  3492  for  Illinois,  3445  for  Michigan,  and  2745  for  Minnesota.  Of  graduate 
students  California  reported  578,  Illinois  329,  Michigan  216,  Minnesota  159.  The  Commissioner's 
returns  for  summer  sessions  are  for  191 1.  since  the  summer  registration  for  1912  was  not  complete 
at  the  time  of  the  compilation  of  his  report.  The  191 1  enrollment  in  summer  sessions  exceeding  1000 
students  each  was  as  follows :

NEW  BANK,  WITH  SOUTHERN  CAPITAL. 

Orland,  Glenn  Co. — The  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  new  Masonic  Temple  to  be  erected  on  the  corner  of 
Colusa  and  Fourth  Streets  in  Orland  are  nearly  ready 
to  be  submitted  for  contracts.  The  new  temple  will  be 
a  three-story  building  and  when  completed  will  be  one 
of  the  handsomest  buildings  in  Orland.  The  first  floor 
will  be  occupied  by  the  First  National  Bank  of  Orland. 
This  is  a  new  institution  formed  by  local  capitalists  and 
Los  Angeles  men.

FREE  MILLING  ORE  NEAR  SAN  JOSE? 

San  Jose. — The  Peninsular  Railroad  Company  in 
blasting  through  ledges  of  rock  and  shale  to  put  in  steel 
bridges  crossing  Penetencia  Creek,  which  flows  through 
Alum  Rock  Park,  a  San  Jose  city  reservation,  opened 
up  a  ledge  of  mineral  which  is  reputed  by  J.  H.  Harrell 
of  San  Jose  to  be  free  milling  quartz.  He  has  filed 
claims  with  the  County  Clerk,  and  others  interested  are 
exploring  the  Coast  Range. 

Gold  has  been  secured  in  small  quantities  on  the  west 
side  of  the  valley  in  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains,  but 
mining  men  have  never  held  out  the  possibility  of  gold 
in  the  Coast  Range  east  of  San  Jose. 

A  number  of  people  are  interesting  themselves  in  the 
matter  and  if  further  developments  prove  that  the  ledge 
contains  a  large  body  of  ore.  it  will  add  a  new  develop- 
ment to  Santa  Clara  Valley,  which  has  hitherto  been 
known  as  the  leading  horticultural  valley  of  California.

SACRAMENTO  GROWING  RAPIDLY. 

Sacramento. — The  population  of  Sacramento  is  esti- 
mated at  71,500,  an  increase  of  6,500  during  the  last 
year. 

The  palatial  new  river  steamer  Fort  Sutter,  recently 
launched,  made  its  initial  trip  up  the  Sacramento  River 
from  San  Francisco  to  Sacramento  last  month.  The 
boat  cost  $200,000  and  will  be  run  on  regular  schedule. 

Several  carloads  of  machinery  have  arrived  for  the 
$1,000,000  food  preserving  plant  which  is  being  erected 
for  the  Libby,  McNeil  &  Lilaby  Company.  It  is  intended 
to  have  the  plant  in  operation  for  the  1913  fruit  and 
vegetable  season. 

The  Sacramento  Lumber  Company,  a  new  concern 
here,  has  recently  invested  $40,000  for  equipment. 

Announcement  was  made  last  week  that  another  fine 
theater  will  be  erected  on  J  Street  in  the  near  future.

MENDOCINO  RIPE  FOR  DEVELOPMENT. 

Ukiah. — The  Pacific  Redwood  Company  has  just 
acquired  the  Moxey  lands,  and  will  erect  a  sawmill  with 
a  capacity  of  60,000  feet  a  day.  in  Reeves  Canyon,  this 
spring.  The  output  will  be  transported  to  Ukiah  by 
auto  trucks.  The  company  has  about  5,000  acres  of 
virgin  timber,  and  Ukiah  will  be  a  big  shipping  point 
for    its    product. 


The  southern  boundary  of  Mendocino  County  is  only 
eighty-five  rniles  north  of  San  Francisco.  The  county 
is  half  the  size  of  Massachusetts,  and  has  a  population 
of  23,929.  Nowhere  in  the  United  States  is  there  such 
a  large  area  of  undeveloped  fertile  land. — R.  L. 
Hutchison,  President  Ukiah  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


NAPA  COUNTY  MAKES  GREAT  GAINS. 

Napa. — During  the  past  five  months  more  than  twice 
as  many  transfers  of  real  estate  have  been  recorded 
around  Calistoga  as  in  the  previous  two  years,  probably 
as  a  result  of  the  advertising  campaign  which  is  now 
on  in  this  county,  and  the  next  six  months  will  have 
an  equally  good  report  to  make.  More  than  100,000 
prune  trees  have  been  planted  in  Napa  County  this  year 
and  notwithstanding  this  fact  there  is  sufficient  acreage 
of  good  land  available  for  the  planting  of  as  many  more 
trees  as  have  been  already  put  in. 

The  St.  Helena  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  taken  up 
the  matter  of  having  a  monthly  "get-together"  lunch 
for  its  business  men,  as  has  the  Napa  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. The  women  of  Napa  are  planning  a  spring  carn- 
ival which  will  take  the  shape  of  a  "Made  in  Cali- 
fornia" festival. — Ben  Blow,  Secretary  Napa  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 


HOTELS  AND  A  RAMIE  FACTORY. 

Berkeley. — Preparations  for  the  extensive  improve- 
ments to  the  Hotel  Shattuck  have  been  completed.  The 
excavation  for  the  cellar  is  finished  and  laying  the 
foundation  will  soon  begin.  The  addition  will  be  three 
times  larger  than  the  present  structure.  When  com- 
pleted the  Shattuck  will  be  five  feet  longer  than  the 
Emporium  Building  in  San  Francisco.  It  will  be  five 
stories  high  and  will  have  235   rooms. 

Work  on  the  Claremont  Hotel  has  been  going  on  for 
some  weeks,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  place  will  be 
ready  for  the  rush  of  tourists  who  are  expected  before 
the  Exposition. 

A  ramie  factory  has  been  established  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Ramie  Fibre  Company,  H.  H.  Howard,  super- 
intendent, in  a  large  building  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Berkeley  Furniture  Compan\',  Third  and  Gilman  Streets. 
The  building  and  land  cost  $50,000  and  $100,000  worth 
of  machinery  will  be  installed. — Wells  Drury,  Secre- 
tary Berkeley  Chamber  of  Commerce. 


SUBDIVISION  IN  COLUSA. 

Colusa. — There  has  been  an  exceptionally  large  num- 
ber of  large  land  sales  in  this  county  for  subdivision 
the  past  month,  and  the  land  sold  has  all  been  of  good 
quality,  averaging  about  $130  per  acre. 

The  Southern  Pacific  is  making  rapid  headway  with 
what  is  said  to  be  its  main  line,  and  is  now  almost  con- 
structed to  Colusa. 

The  Northern  Electric  is  also  rushing  work  on  the 
bridge  at  Meridian,  and  it  is  said  will  be  ready  to  con- 
tract for  deliveries  in  Colusa  by  April  i,  1913.

To  San  Franciscans,  their  opera  is  all  that 
establishment  signifies  to  the  people  of  New 
Orleans  or  Paris — one  of  the  best  things  of  life. 
The  Tivoli  has  been  peculiarly  our  own.  No  sim- 
ilar theater  exists  elsewhere.  Probably  we  have 
missed  it  more,  since  the  fire,  than  any  one  public 
institution  of  which  that  calamity  deprived  us, 
and  now  that  it  has  "come  back."  loyal  San  Fran- 
ciscans can  feel  that  one  of  the  last  of  the  city's 
wounds  is  healed. 


San  Franciscans  are  comparatively  free  from 
climatic  discomforts.  The  officially  recorded 
lowest  temperature  during  February  was  41  de- 
grees, and  the  highest  was  70.  The  mean  tem- 
perature for  the  month  was  52.  There  were 
fourteen  clear  days,  and  nine  that  were  partly 
cloudy.  And  do  not  forget  that  during  the  Janu- 
ary cold  snap  the  officially  recorded  lowest  tem- 
perature in  this  city  was  ^;^  degrees  ABOVE 
zero. 


San  Francisco  has  the  largest  army  hospital 
in  the  United  States.  It  is  the  Letterman  Gen- 
eral Hospital,  in  the  Presidio,  named  for  the  late 
Major  Jonathan  Letterman,  surgeon,  and  it  cost 
half  a  million  dollars.  There  are  500  beds,  and 
the  accommodations  can  be  expanded  to  take 
care  of  1,000  patients.  Officers  and  enlisted  men 
nf  the  army  are  admitted,  and  cases  are  taken 
from  Hawaii  and  the  Philippines.  Its  staff  of 
physicians  consists  of  fourteen  officers. 
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San  Francisco  is  attracting  enough  attention 
in  the  East  to  induce  the  Edison  moving  picture 
concern  to  make  a  special  film  of  scenes  in  this 
city.

San  Francisco  is  a  wealthy  city,  and  her  people 
are  among  the  most  prosperous  in  the  country. 
In  February.  1912,  the  savings  bank  deposits 
amounted  to  $172,347,277.87  and  were  then  the 
largest  on  record.  On  February  10,  1913,  they 
were  $203,295,143.  an  increase  of  $29,947,866,  or 
more  than   17.3  per  cent. 

Similarly  indicative  of  prosperity  is  the  fact 
that  this  city  has  become  the  third  largest  bond 
market  in  the  country  and  that  its  commercial 
bank  clearings  in  1912  showed  a  gain  of  10.32 
per  cent  over  those  for  191 1. 


The  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Cham- 
ber has  been  offered  space  by  the  California  De- 
velopment Board  in  the  latter's  allotment  at  the 
International  Exposition  that  will  open  in  Ghent, 
Belgium,  next  month.  Preparations  are  under 
way  by  the  department  to  supply  appropriate  data 
and  literature  in  French  and  Gemian.  about  San 
Francisco  and  her  world  trade,  to  be  distributed 
by  the  Development  Board. 


Fifty-three  ships  are  said  to  be  under  construc- 
tion by  various  European  steamship  companies, 
to  ply  between  San  Francisco  and  various  ports  in 
Europe.  This  is  to  say  nothing  of  the  vessels 
now  afloat  that  will  be  put  into  the  trade. 


Bids  for  excavation  for  the  new  City  Hall  have 
been  invited  by  the  Board  of  Works,  and  by  the 
Exposition  Company  for  the  million-dollar 
Auditorium  that  is  to  grace  the  Civic  Center. 


Remember,  it  is  to  be  a  "\\'inter  to  Winter" 
Exposition.  It  will  open  February  20th  and  close 
December  4,  191 5.

COMMERCIAL  MUSEUMS 


The  Journal's  page  of  State  development 
items  hardly  scratches  the  surface  of  what  is 
going  forward  in  California ;  yet  if  you  will  read 
it  with  a  good  business  imagination,  it  presents 
small  sections  of  a  vast  panorama  of  constructive 
activity.  Everywhere  in  this  State  factories  are 
going  up,  or  sawmills  are  being  established,  or 
big  tracts  of  land  are  being  subdivided,  or  cities 
are  gaining  new  improvements  in  the  shape  of 
hotels,  depots,  theaters  and  other  forms  of  con- 
struction made  commercially  possible  by  the 
growth  of  population  and  wealth. 

May  we  all  have  the  broad  vision  to  see  it,  to 
understand  it,  to  appreciate  what  a  future  is  now 
in  the  making — and  the  patriotism  and  love  of 
humanity  (including  ourselves),  to  "make  it 
known !" 

Tell  your  Eastern  friends  about  it.  They  are 
living  in  a  land  of  comparatively  poor  climatic 
conditions  and  meager  returns  for  their  labor. 
The  land  of  California  is  waiting  for  them,  the 
State  of  California  needs  them,  the  climate  and 
the  soil  of  California  will  reward  them  richly 
for  their  labors. 

Help  build  up  your  State  and  your  State  will 
help  build  up  your  city. 

This  "unearned  increment."  the  single  taxers 
would  have  us  believe  is  such  a  wicked  thing,  is 
the  premium  society  oflfers  to  sobriety,  industry 
and  thrift^ — the  virtues  on  which  the  nation  has 
been  built  and  on  which  its  well-being  must  de- 
pend. To  confiscate  it  would  be  to  destroy  a 
large  part  of  every  young  man's  hope  of  profit- 
able investment,  and  comfort  in  his  old  age; 
and  the  effect  on  society  in  general  would  be^  far 
more   costlv   than   the    "unearned   increment"    is 


Mr.  John  Rosseter,  vice-chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Foreign  Trade  Committee,  has  just  returned 
from  a  most  successful  tour  of  Europe  and  Cen- 
tral America  as  the  Honorary  Commissioner  of 
Foreign  Trade  for  the  Chamber.  He  has  been 
absent  six  months. 


One  of  the  most  effective  devices  to  promote 
manufacturing  and  the  export  trade  is  the  com-  I 
mercial  museum.  That  of  Philadelphia  has  ' 
grown  famous,  and  has  correspondents  all  over 
the  world.  The  idea  has  seized  upon  the  imagina- 
tion of  the  San  Jose  High  School  pupils,  and  the 
school  is  preparing  to  open  a  museum  of  local 
products  on  a  creditable  scale. 

San  Francisco  had  a  commercial  museum  be- 
fore the  fire,  and  ought  to  have  another.  The 
museum  shows  what  the  foreign  consumer  uses, 
what  he  wants  and  what  its  price  is ;  and  it  en- 
ables the  local  manufacturer  to  see  if  he  can  make 
it,  and  the  local  merchant  to  see  whether  he  can 
supply  it.  The  aims  and  methods  of  the  Phila- 
delphia institution  are  thus  described  in  one  of 
its  recent  publications : 

The  object  is  to  disseminate  in  the  United  States  a 
wider  knowledge  of  the  customs,  conditions  and  needs 
of  other  nations,  in  order  to  promote  commerce  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  foreign  countries. 

The  exhibits  in  the  museums  portray  in  a  vivid 
fashion  the  products  of  foreign  countries  and  illustrate 
the  manners  and  customs  of  foreign  peoples.  They 
enable  the  manufacturer  to  obtain  a  clearer  idea  of  the 
raw  materials  needed  in  his  business  than  can  be  ob- 
tained in  any  other  museum. 

Its  Foreign  Trade  Bureau  has  for  its  sole  object  the 
development  of  the  international  commerce  of  the  United 
States.  It  does  this  by  encouraging  individual  manu- 
facturers, who  are  properly  equipped  to  handle  the  busi- 
ness, to  extend  the  market  for  their  wares  to  foreign 
countries,  and  then  by  assisting  them  in  a  very  practical 
manner  in  inaugurating  and  developing  that  trade. 

The  assistance  given  is  in  the  nature  of  live  and 
practical  information  on  every  phase  of  export  trade — 
its  elementary  features  as  well  as  its  technicalities. 
Large  and  increasing  numbers  of  letters  are  received 
daily  from  foreign  firms  inquiring  the  names  of  makers 
of  particular  lines  of  goods  in  the  United  States,  and 
asking  to  be  placed  in  touch  with  the  proper  manu- 
facturers. 

The  Bureau  also  has  a  publication  service  issuing 
regularlv  two  journals.  Commercial  America,  published 
in  English  and  Spanish,  circulates  abroad  with  the  pur- 
pose of  inviting  the  attention  of  foreign  merchants  to  the 
advantages  of  the  United  States  as  a  country  in  which 
to  purchase  goods.  The  Weekly  Bulletin  is  a  confiden- 
tial publication,  circulating  only  among  subscribers  to 
the  Bureau,  with  the  purpose  of  informing  them  of  the 
wants  of  foreign  importers  and  merchants. 

Its  commercial  library  has  on  file  the  official  statistics 
and  similar  documents  of  nearly  all  foreign  countries, 
the  consular  reports  of  all  foreign  countries  which  pub- 
lish the  same,  books  on  general  commercial  topics, 
directories  of  foreign  cities  and  industries,  and  a  large 
number  of  the  best  trade  journals  published  throughout 
the  world.  The  librarv  is  one  of  the  most  complete  of 
its  kind  in  the  world,  of  great  assistance  to  the  manu- 
facturer and  business  man,  and  invaluable  to  the  statl 
of  the  institution. 

As  a  demonstration  of  the  educational  value 
of  '^uch  an  institution,  the  experience  of  the  San 
lose  High  School  is  interesting.  Accordmg  to 
the  School  Herald,  this  museum  was  started  on 
a  small  scale  about  a  year  ago  in  connection  with 
the  work  in  commercial  geography. 
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
